We  remember  particularly 
in  our  prayers  those  who  are  ill  and  suffering  in  body,  mind  and  spirit.  Not  only 
the  victims  but  their  families  and  friends  and  indeed  the  whole  world  community 
who  are  in  shock.  We  know  these  things  happen  in  the  affairs  of  human  beings 
but  we  pray  heavenly  father  that  you  will  comfort  those  in  need  and  heal  and 
restore  those  who  can  be  healed  and  that  you  will  bring  new  peace  into  their 
lives  and  into  the  world.  We  pray  for  those  particularly  who  have  the 
tremendous  responsibility  of  making  decisions  for  the  peoples  of  this  world.  We 
pray  that  they  might  hear  your  voice,  they  might  obey  your  will,  and  what  they 
say  and  do  may  always  be  for  your  glory  and  the  well-being  of  your  creation.

The  Preliminary  Report  booklet 
is  also  being  distributed  to  each  of  the  brethren  in  attendance  at  the  General 
Session.  The  reports  would  also  be  presented  in  precis  only  in  the  General 
Session,  with  the  committee  chairmen  pointing  out  any  changes  made  in 
Executive  Session.  The  final  reports  are  printed  in  the  Report  section  of  the 
Proceedings.) 

SGC  Byrne  reminded  the  brethren  that  they  have  had  the  preliminary  reports  for 
some  time,  and  no  doubt  have  read  them  and  have  comments  and  questions 
available.  He  reminded  the  chairmen  to  present  them  in  precis  only  and  asked 
that  they  announce  the  page  number  in  the  Preliminary  Report  booklet  and,  to 
save  time,  to  announce  the  seconder  of  their  motion  for  acceptance  of  the  report. 

SGC  Byrne  called  upon  Chairman  Bro.  John  D.  Chadboume  for  the  report  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business.  Acceptance  of  the  report  was 
moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Chadboume  and  Cook.  Carried. 

SGC  Byme  called  upon  Bro.  Kenneth  S.  Orr  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman, 
Bro.  Howard  T.  Vallevand  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Dispensations. 
Acceptance  of  the  report  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Orr  and  Clarke. 
Carried. 

SGC  Norman  E.  Byme  turned  the  gavel  over  to  PSGC  Martin  while  he  presented 
his  report  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  Nominations,  He 
reported  that  there  were  four  nominations  for  elevation  to  Sovereign  Grand 
Inspector-General:

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byme  and  Campbell  that  the  report  be 
received  and  that  the  vote  be  taken  on  Friday  morning.  Carried. 

Chairman  Bro.  Byme  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Membership 
Nominations  for  those  being  recommended  for  advancement  to  the  33°  at  the 
2002  Session. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byme  and  Campbell  that  the  report  be 
received  and  that  the  vote  occur  on  Friday  morning.  Carried. 

SGC  Byme  advised  that  due  to  travel  difficulties,  several  brethren  were  not  able 
to  be  with  us  and  therefore  have  requested  an  extension  of  time  for  one  year  for 
the  conferral  of  the  33°.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Young  and  Ward 
that  the  extension  be  granted  to  Bros.  Peter  H.  Breitsprecher,  Winston  S.A. 
Brown,  Philip  H.  Durell,  Thomas  B.  Hardy,  Melvyn  H.  Hart,  R.  William  Headen, 
Gerald  J.  Hiltz,  Charles  M.  Jasper,  and  Kenneth  L.  Melsted.  Carried. 

The  GSG  confirmed  that  all  of  the  Deputies’  Reports  have  been  received  in 
accordance  with  ART.  26.  (a)  and  that  they  have  been  included  in  the  booklet 
of  Preliminary  Reports.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  D.  D.  Thornton 
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and  Standish  that  these  reports  be  published  in  the  2001  Proceedings.  Carried. 

SGC  Byrne :  Brethren  we  have  an  opportunity  to  report  on  the  first  twelve  months 
in  our  Supreme  Council  since  the  actions  of  the  Shrine  a  year  ago.  Speaking 
personally  I  have  tried  my  level  best  to  continue  to  correspond  personally  and 
in  my  capacity  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  with  the  Shrine  Temples, 
certainly  in  Ontario.  We  have  been  receiving  good  support.  We  have  a  good 
working  relationship  with  Rameses  Temple  and  with  Mocha  Temple.  They  give 
us  the  names  and  addresses  of  those  Masons  who  joined  the  Shrine  directly  from 
the  Craft  Lodge.  I  have  written  a  personal  letter  to  several  hundred  of  those 
brethren.  I  have  had  an  opportunity  to  speak  at  the  Rameses  Ceremonials 
thanking  the  brethren  for  becoming  Shriners  and  encouraging  them  to  join  the 
Scottish  Rite.  By  way  of  a  token  of  goodwill  the  representative  candidate  for  the 
33rd  degree  will  be  Kenneth  W.  Smith  who  is  the  Imperial  Potentate  of  the 
Shrine,  the  top  position  in  the  Shrine.  Ken  is  a  Canadian  from  British  Columbia. 
You  have  heard  that  in  Ontario,  and  I  know  it  is  happening  in  some  other 
provinces  as  well,  the  Grand  Master  has  formed  a  committee  of  the  leaders  of 
the  different  bodies  of  the  Masonic  family.  They  meet  on  a  regular  basis  to  keep 
the  door  open  and  to  keep  us  talking.  Every  once  in  a  while  I’m  confronted  with 
the  thought  that  "well  if  that’s  what  the  Shrine  wants  to  do  they  can  go  their  own 
route,  but  I’m  not  going  to  have  anything  to  do  with  them.  I’m  going  to  take  my 
demit  from  the  Shrine."  I  don’t  think  that  is  the  answer  at  the  moment.  I  think 
we  have  to  keep  that  door  open.  They  need  many  of  us  who  are  Shriners  as 
much  as  we  need  those  that  they  are  bringing  on  into  the  Shrine.  If  we  keep  the 
door  open  and  we  keep  the  goodwill  up  then  I  think  that  we  will  be  in  a  position 
to  find  a  solution  to  the  problem. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  Chairman  Bro.  Richard  D.  Quinton  for  the  report  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Special  Awards.  Acceptance  of  the  report  was  moved  and 
seconded  by  Bros.  Quinton  and  Cook.  Carried. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  GSG  Donald  D.  Thornton  for  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary-General. 

GSG  Donald  D.  Thornton  presented  his  annual  report.  It  was  moved  and 
seconded  by  Bros.  D.  D.  Thornton  and  Campbell  that  the  report  be  received. 
Carried. 

GTG  H.  Edward  Standish  presented  his  annual  report  per  ART.  28.  (c),  together 
with  that  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Auditors.  It  was  moved  and  seconded 
by  Bros.  Standish  and  Drew  that  these  three  reports  be  received  and  the  financial 
statements  adopted.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Standish  and  Drew  that  the  firm  of  Grant 
Thornton  be  appointed  auditors  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
May  31,  2002.  Carried. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  Chairman  Bro.  Robert  S.  Whitmore  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation.  The  report  was  presented  in  two 
parts.  Part  I  covers  amendments  to  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  that  were 
presented  to  the  GSG  in  accordance  with  ART.  47.1  (a).  Part  II  will  be 
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presented  on  Saturday  morning  since  it  is  the  Committee’s  report  on  the 
Allocution  of  the  SGC  which  will  be  delivered  on  Friday  morning.  Bro. 
Whitmore  explained  that  these  proposed  amendments  are  regular  to  the  extent 
that  they  ought  to  be  brought  forward  for  consideration.  It  was  moved  and 
seconded  by  Bros.  Whitmore  and  Raymond  that  the  report  be  adopted.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Whitmore  and  Standish  that  ART.  89.  be 
deleted  in  its  entirety.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Whitmore  and  Standish  that  ART.  42.  be 
deleted  in  its  entirety  and  replaced  as  indicated  in  the  report.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Whitmore  and  Crosby  that  ART.  27.,  ART. 
37.,  ART.  38.,  and  ART.  41.  be  amended  in  the  manner  as  indicated  and  set  out 
in  the  Preliminary  Report. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Lawer  and  Weber  that  the  motion  be 
amended  with  respect  to  ART.  37.  (b)  that  the  Executive  Secretary  shall  report 
to  Supreme  Council  through  the  Grand  Secretary-General  rather  than  through  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Carried. 

The  SGC  then  called  the  vote  on  the  motion  as  amended.  Carried. 

SGC  Byrne  asked  the  GSG  to  give  a  very  brief  overview  of  arrangements  and 
procedures  we  are  to  follow  for:  Conferral  of  33°,  Vesper  Service,  Receiving 
guests.  Preparation  for  Supreme  Council  Dinner,  Foundation  Luncheon,  and 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  Banquet.  In  addition  to  these  general 
instructions,  the  GSG  advised  that  the  Representative  Candidate  for  the  Conferral 
of  the  33°  would  be  Bro.  Kenneth  W.  Smith,  the  Imperial  Potentate  of  the 
Shrine,  and  that  at  the  Supreme  Council  Dinner  on  Thursday,  Bro.  Brian  W. 
Gilkinson  would  reply  on  behalf  of  the  class. 

SGC  Byrne  requested  the  brethren  to  report  to  the  Red  Room  of  the  London 
Masonic  Temple,  453  Dufferin  Ave.,  London,  for  rehearsals  for  the  33°  and 
Formal  Opening  of  Supreme  Council.

We  pray,  our  Father,  your 
presence  in  the  lives  of  the  children  and  loved  ones  who  have  been  so  cruelly 
separated  by  this  act  of  death  and  destruction.  We  ask  your  blessing  on  the 
many  who  are  at  risk  in  the  rescue  operations  that  are  proceeding  and  to  bless 
the  families  of  the  deceased  firefighters,  police  and  paramedics  who  have  given 
of  their  lives  in  heroic  attempts  to  save  others. 

As  we,  our  Father,  in  this  Supreme  Council  service  of  worship  are  people  of 
peace  and  prayer,  may  our  prayers  and  petitions  ascend  to  the  heavenly  throne 
that  our  world,  having  lost  its  innocence  on  that  day  of  terror,  be  re-awakened 
to  the  light  of  your  teaching  and  the  grace  of  your  love.  We  ask  these  things  in 
your  ineffable  name.

SERMON  -  "ONLY  GOD  KNOWS  BEST" 

ILL.  BRO  .  REVEREND  C.  ROBERT  TOWNSHEND 

"Let  the  children  come  to  me  and  do  not  hinder  them.  It  is  to 
just  such  as  these  that  the  Kingdom  of  God  belongs.  I  assure 
you  that  whoever  does  not  accept  the  Reign  of  God  like  a  little 
child  shall  not  take  part  in  it."  (Mark  10:14-15 ) 
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The  greatest  good  news  ever  to  break  into  our  existence  is  the  Good  News  of 
God’s  love.  The  God  who  created  you  loves  you  so  much  that  He  continuously 
acts  in  your  life  and  in  your  world  so  that  you  and  I  and  all  persons  can  have 
wholesome  life.  This  is  Gospel!  This  is  Good  News.  Those  of  us  who  belong 
to  the  Christian  community  believe  that  we  see  this  reality  at  its  clearest  in  the 
life  and  person  of  Jesus  Christ.  One  of  the  things  that  we  do  as  a  community 
of  followers  of  this  Christ  is  to  gather  together  regularly  to  hear  the  Good  News 
proclaimed  and  to  rejoice  and  celebrate  because  of  it.  The  second  thing  we  do 
as  His  followers  is  to  see  and  experience  whatever  is  happening  in  the  world  and 
in  our  lives  against  the  background  of  what  God  has  done  in  Jesus  Christ,  our 
Lord.  For  these  and  other  reasons,  we  are  to  be  people  of  joy  and  people  of 
hope. 

I  have  an  announcement  to  make  to  you  today;  God  loves  you!  But  that  is  only 
half  the  story.  Great  that  it  is,  because  the  moment  you  really  begin  to  hear  this 
Good  News  you  raise  the  question:  "How  do  I  respond  to  it?  What  do  I  do 
about  it?  How  do  I  accept  it  into  my  own  life,  make  it  my  own?"  Into  the 
Gospel  lesson,  read  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Jesus  once  again  gives 
us  the  answer.  "People  were  bringing  their  little  children  to  Him,  to  have  Him 
touch  them, "Mark  tells  us  in  {Matthew  10),  but  the  disciples  tried  to  "shoo!" 
them  away.  Here  were  Jesus'  closest  followers  trying  to  shield  Jesus  from  the 
little  children.  Oh  how  they  were  misunderstanding  what  their  Lord  was  all 
about  at  this  point!  Jesus  would  have  none  of  it.  In  Mark’s  words,  He  "became 
indignant",  when  He  saw  what  the  disciples  were  doing.  "Let  the  children  come 
to  me,"  He  said.  "It  is  to  just  such  as  these  that  the  Kingdom  of  God  belongs," 
He  said.  "I  assure  you  that  whoever  does  not  accept  the  Reign  of  God  like  a 
little  child  shall  not  take  part  in  it".  Jesus  said  these  things.  It  was  part  of  His 
good  news! 

Early  in  His  ministry,  Jesus  said,  "Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit  for  their’ s  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven."  Oh  how  blest,  how  complete,  how  fulfilled,  how  happy  are 
those  persons  who  are  poor  in  spirit.  In  the  Greek  translation  the  word  that  Jesus 
uses  for  "poor"  means  absolute  destitution,  total  poverty.  What  did  He  mean? 
Jesus  obviously  isn’t  saying  that  it  is  blessed  to  be  in  a  state  of  material 
destitution.  Rather,  He  is  reminding  us  that  we  are  dependent  upon  God  for 
everything  in  life  that  has  any  meaning  for  us.  Everything!  God  is  the  source. 
And  the  person  who  is  most  blessed  recognizes  how  poor  he  or  she  is  without 
God  and  God’s  grace;  how  helpless,  how  powerless,  how  hopeless,  how  lifeless. 
The  person  who  is  most  blessed  is  the  one  who  recognizes  how  spiritually  empty 
he  or  she  is  without  God.  The  person  who  is  most  blessed  is  the  one  who 
recognizes  how  dependent  he  or  she  is  upon  God  for  everything  and,  therefore, 
gives  himself  or  herself  over  to  Him  completely  with  childlike  trust.  "I  assure 
you  that  whoever  does  not  accept  the  Reign  of  God  like  a  little  child  shall  not 
take  part  in  it." 

When  you  begin  to  understand  this  you  begin  to  understand  Jesus  better  than 
ever  before.  If  you  want  to  know  who  Jesus  is  you  must  understand  Him  as  the 
One  who,  at  every  moment  of  His  life,  empty  Himself,  recognizes  His  poverty 
of  spirit  apart  from  God,  and  threw  Himself  in  childlike  trust  and  dependence 
upon  the  Father.  "Father,  into  your  hands  I  commend  my  spirit."  ( Luke  23:46) 

In  baptism,  in  the  Christian  community,  we  talk  of  original  sin  of  mankind  and 
the  original  sin  of  everyone  of  us  is  the  refusal  to  trust  God  to  show  us  the  way 
to  fulfillment  and  to  give  us  the  means  of  fulfillment.  The  original  sin  of 
mankind  and  the  original  sin  of  everyone  of  us  is  the  conscious  decision  to  do 
it  "My  Way",  i.e.  Frank  Sinatra  and  his  song.  There  is  an  unforgettable  scene 
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in  Elie  Weisel’s  Account  of  Life  in  a  Nazi  Concentration  Camp.  A  10-year  old 
boy  is  accused  of  conspiring  against  the  Nazis  and  is  condemned  to  be  hanged. 
All  the  other  prisoners  were  lined  up  to  witness  the  execution.  Because  the 
boy’s  body  was  light,  he  did  not  die  quickly  on  the  gallows.  The  other  prisoners 
looked  on  in  stony  silence  as  the  body  twitched  in  its  death  agony.  Suddenly, 
a  voice  cried  out,  "Where  is  God?",  "Where  is  God  now?",  and  Elie  Weisel  said 
he  heard  a  voice  deep  within  himself  answer,  "God  is  up  there  on  the  gallows, 
dead!"  And  God  was  dead  for  Elie  Weisel  for  a  very  long  time  thereafter. 

We  have  to  recognize  that  tragedy  may  do  that  to  people.  But  the  opposite  is 
also  true,  we  need  to  get  hold  of  this  reality  if  we  are  serious  about  trusting  God. 
The  Universal  experiences  of  suffering  and  pain  and  loneliness  and 
disappointment  and  betrayal  on  death  can  move  us  closer  to  God  if  we  let  them. 
We  may  use  these  experiences  as  opportunities  to  sink  our  spiritual  roots  more 
deeply  into  the  Being  of  God.  We  may  use  these  experiences  as  opportunities 
to  throw  ourselves  upon  God  in  childlike  trust  as  we  never  have  before. 

A  man  was  driving  on  a  lonely  road  one  summer  day.  He  saw  a  car  with  a  flat 
tire  pulled  over  on  the  shoulder  of  the  road.  A  woman  was  standing  next  to  the 
car  and  looking  down  in  dismay  at  the  flat  tire.  The  man  decided  to  pull  over 
and  play  the  "Good  Samaritan".  He  grew  hot  and  sweaty  and  dirty  in  the  hot 
sun  as  he  changed  the  tire.  The  woman  watched  him  and  when  he  was  finished 
she  said,  "Be  sure  to  let  the  jack  down  easily  now,  because  my  husband  is 
sleeping  on  the  backseat  of  the  car. 

You  put  your  trust  in  God  and  you  obey  His  command,  but  sometimes  it  seems 
to  backfire.  Your  tendency  is  to  say,  "See  what  happened!  I  knew  that  would 
happen! "  But  even  when  he  or  she  is  rebuffed,  even  when  he  or  she  is  hurting, 
the  Christian  just  keeps  right  on  moving  deeper  into  the  Being  of  God,  in 
childlike  trust. 

Trusting  in  God  does  not  mean  you  know  everything  is  going  to  turn  out.  It 
does  mean  you  know  that  everything  is  going  to  turn  out  for  the  best,  because 
God  only  knows  the  best!  Trust  God!  Like  a  child! 

The  owner  of  a  photographic  studio  tells  the  story  of  a  handsome  college  boy 
who  came  in  with  a  framed  picture  of  his  girlfriend.  He  wanted  the  picture 
duplicated.  Therefore  it  had  to  be  removed  from  the  frame.  In  doing  this,  the 
studio  owner  noticed  the  inscription  on  the  back  of  the  photo,  it  said: 

Dearest  love,  I  love  you  more  every  day  and  always  will. 

I  know  you  feel  the  same  about  me. 

All  my  love,  for  ever  and  ever  -  Harry. 

P.S.  When  we  break  up  I  want  this  picture  back. 

Many  of  us  feel  this  way  in  the  realm  of  our  Christian  experience.  On  Sunday 
morning  we  say  and  we  mean  it: 

"God  we  love  you  for  ever  and  ever. 

P.S.  We  are  going  to  break  up  tomorrow  when  we  go  out  into  the  real  world. 
Out  there  we  can’t  trust  Your  Word  like  we  can  here  in  Church. 

We  can't  be  like  little  children  on  weekdays."  (NOT  TRUE  -  NOT  TRUE). 

But  God  is  God  and  we  are  not  God  and  God  is  good.  The  secret  of  wholeness 
of  life  for  us  is  to  trust  God,  to  be  God  every  day  of  our  lives.  "For  God  is  the 
Kingdom  and  the  Power  and  the  Glory."  "I  assure  you  that  whoever  does  not 
accept  the  Reign  of  God  like  a  little  child  should  not  take  part  in  it."

ADDRESS  OF  NEWLY-CORONETED 
HONORARY  INSPECTOR-GENERAL 
By  Ill  ..Bro  ..Brian  W.  Gilkinson,  33° 

Illustrious  Brother  Chairman,  The  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand  Master,  Illustrious 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Honoured  Guests,  Ladies,  and  Brethren: 

Illustrious  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Norman  E.  Byrne,  I  thank  you  for  the 
honour  of  speaking  this  evening  on  behalf  of  the  Class  of  2001. 

I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  concerning  milestones  and  choices  which  I  hope 
will  be  relevant  to  each  of  us  present  and,  in  particular,  to  the  members  of  the 
class  as  we  embark  on  yet  another  journey  in  our  Masonic  lives. 

In  our  lives  we  have  made  a  variety  of  choices;  our  friends,  our  studies,  our 
hobbies,  our  calling,  that  special  young  lady  and,  of  course,  our  faith.  Often  our 
ability  to  choose  wisely  depends  not  so  much  on  our  own  resources  as  on  the 
wisdom  in  the  choices  made  by  others,  sometimes  on  our  behalf.  Our  parents 
chose  to  love  each  other  and  to  manifest  that  love  in  children.  They  chose  the 
morals  and  values  to  instill  in  us.  Special  teachers  chose  to  see  potential  in  us 
where  perhaps  few  others  did.  Whether  we  ply  professions  or  trades,  someone 
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took  a  chance  on  us  and  helped  smooth  the  path  to  future  achievement.  Most 
importantly  the  very  special  ladies  at  our  sides  chose  to  commit  to  us  in  a  life¬ 
long  relationship  of  love  and  support  because  they  thought  they  saw  potential, 
where  perhaps  few  others  did.  For  this  choice  to  love  and  support  us,  for  better 
or  for  worse,  in  our  presence,  and  as  Masons  so  often  in  our  absence,  we  owe 
to  them  our  first  and  greatest  gratitude. 

It  is  unlikely  that  any  of  us  would  be  here  tonight  without  having  achieved 
milestones  in  both  our  personal  and  Masonic  lives.  When  these  milestones  are 
achieved  they  can  bring  with  them  a  number  of  emotions.  A  common  one  would 
be  a  sense  of  self-satisfaction  in  a  job  well  done.  It  is  a  natural  human  tendency 
to  congratulate  oneself  for  having  worked  hard  and  accomplished  much. 
However,  if  we  reflect  on  how  often  our  own  choices  were  preliminary  and 
tentative  in  nature  and  how  much  of  our  progress  was  governed  by  choices  of 
others  in  offering  encouragement  and  assistance,  a  sense  of  humility  is 
inescapable  and  most  appropriate. 

The  same  pattern  of  interdependence  holds  true  in  Freemasonry.  We  all  made 
a  decision  to  petition  for  initiation  into  a  lodge.  We  were  accepted  because  the 
brethren  of  that  lodge  saw  potential  in  each  of  us.  Their  choices  to  offer 
opportunities  may  have  involved  holding  lodge  office,  assisting  others  as  mentors 
or  in  acting  as  committee  members.  We  accepted  those  opportunities  in  large 
measure  because  of  the  example  of  service  demonstrated  by  eminent  brethren. 
In  Freemasonry  opportunities  for  service  are  endless.  Each  of  us  made  a 
decision  to  seek  membership  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  in  Canada.  It  was  the  choice  of  others  that  we  were  accepted. 
That  too  brought  a  number  of  opportunities  to  serve  and  perhaps  to  achieve.  As 
with  life  in  general,  those  achievements  were  obtained  only  with  the  support  of 
those  with  experience  and  dedication.  They  chose  to  offer  opportunities  to  serve 
and  chose  to  assist  us  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  those  opportunities  entailed.

As  Ill /.Bro/.  Albert  A.  Mortlock,  33°,  has  reminded  me,  on  more  than  one 
occasion,  this  honour  is  conferred  not  for  anything  we  have  done  in  the  past  but 
for  what  we  will  do  to  benefit  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  in  the  future. 
We  give  our  solemn  pledge  to  realize  the  potential  apparent  in  your  choices  by 
working  for  the  betterment  of  the  Scottish  Rite  at  every  opportunity. 

In  closing,  it  is  fitting  to  observe  that  this  goal  of  working  for  the  betterment  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  is  simply  one  manifestation  of  Masonic  business,  the  business 
of  making  good  men  better.  The  relevance  of  that  goal  and  the  constellation  of 
Masonic  bodies  that  profess  it,  have  been  dramatically  underscored  by  the  events 
of  the  last  few  days  in  the  United  States.  We  are  shocked  and  saddened  by  these 
evil  deeds  but  realize  that  just  as  evil  can  impact  anywhere,  so  can  good  deeds. 

There  is  a  statement  in  the  charge  to  the  candidate  in  the  first  degree  of 
Freemasonry  which  notes  that,  "Indeed,  no  institution  can  boast  a  more  solid 
foundation  than  that  on  which  Freemasonry  rests,  the  practice  of  social  and  moral 
virtue."  The  firmness  of  that  foundation  is  determined  by  the  commitment  of  all 
Masons  to  that  practice  and  our  unwillingness  to  deviate  from  it  even  in  the  face 
of  great  provocation.  Please  consider  this  time  of  entrance  into  the  uncertainty 
of  a  new  millennium  as  an  opportunity  for  rededication  to  the  cause  of  good  both 
individually  and  collectively.  Consider:  "Am  I  a  better  person  for  having  been 
made  a  Mason?"  "Did  the  conferral  of  that  status  have  a  positive  impact  on  my 
family  or  my  friends?"  "Have  I  made  an  impact  for  good  on  the  community  in 
which  I  live?"  "Does  what  I  choose  to  do  each  day  help  promote  light,  truth  and 
good  in  our  society  and  beyond?"  "Have  we  worked  collectively  and  effectively 
to  this  end?"  The  firmness  of  our  foundation  depends  on  our  individual  and 
collective  responses  to  these  questions.  The  lessons  we  have  learned,  if  taken 
to  heart,  should  ensure  the  practice  of  social  and  moral  virtue  represents  a 
continuing  and  most  relevant  goal  for  each  of  us.  This  is  a  Masonic  business 
about  which  we  should  be  very  serious.

The  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  ot 
Freemasonry  of  Canada  met  in  Annual  Session  at  9:00  a.m.,  in  the  Red  Room, 
London  Masonic  Temple,  453  Dufferin  Ave.,  London,  Ontario.

SGC  Byrne :  Brethren,  just  so  you  will  be  aware,  under  normal  circumstances  we 
would  be  receiving  guests  from  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 
Obviously  due  to  the  terrible  turmoil  in  the  United  States  and  the  closing  of 
airports,  the  guests  who  were  to  be  with  us  could  not  get  here.  So  we  will  not 
have  anyone  on  behalf  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill/.C.  Fred 
Kleinknecht. 

Grand  Marshal  Watson  introduced  the  representatives  of  the  Northern  Masonic

SGC :  Bro.  Bob  and  Bro.  Harold,  I  feel  I  can  call  you  that  because  we  all  go 
back  a  long  way.  I  think  I  first  met  you  a  good  number  of  years  ago  and  Eve 
always  been  intrigued  with  your  wife’s  name,  Isamay  and  I  know  you  have. 
(Laughter)  You  have  brought  so  much  to  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  and  you  have 
helped  me  so  much.  You  Harold,  we  have  shared  so  much  responsibility  as 
Commanders-In-Chief  and  I  will  never  forget  that  and  I’m  so  very  pleased  that 
you  are  both  here  today  to  represent  your  Jurisdiction.  We  had  hoped  that  you 
would  also  be  accomp9anied  by  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  but  we 
understand  that  there  wasn’t  very  much  coming  out  of  Boston.  But  fortunately 
you  fellows  live  close  enough  that  you  could  drive  and  we  are  so  very  grateful.

Ill  .’.Robert  Osborne :  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand 
Master,  my  dear  Illustrious  Brethren  all,  it  certainly  is  a  great  pleasure  for 
Ill /.  Bro /.  Aldrich  and  I  to  be  here  and  to  have  shared  in  your  hospitality,  your 
love,  compassion,  and  concern.  These  are  difficult  times  for  us  all  but  we  can 
think  back  to  our  Masonic  lessons  and  know  that  good  will  triumph  over  evil, 
that  those  virtues  for  which  we  stand  will  prevail.  You  have  all  been  wonderful, 
very  supportive  and  we  thank  you  all  for  that.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I 
want  to  express  our  collective  appreciation  not  only  for  Harold  and  I  but  for  our 
wives,  Phyllis  and  Isamay,  for  the  gracious  hospitality  we  have  enjoyed  while  we 
have  been  here  in  London.  Thank  you  so  much.  (Applause) 
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SGC :  It  appears  that  I  did  not  formally  introduce  you  Harold.  This  is  Harold 
Aldrich,  Deputy  for  New  York,  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction.  (Applause) 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  M.Ex.Comp.  John  W.  McGill,  32°,  Grand  First 
Principal,  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

SGC :  Most  Excellent  Sir,  welcome  to  our  Supreme  Council.  You  grace  our 
assembly  with  your  presence.  I’m  so  pleased  that  you  are  here.  You  and  I  go 
back  a  few  years  John  and  we  have  had  a  lot  of  conversations.  When  I  welcome 
you  here  I  do  so  as  a  friend  and  as  a  brother.  I  am  pleased  that  you  are  here  and 
I  wonder  if  you  would  join  us  in  the  East  and  bring  us  some  greetings  from  the 
Royal  Arch. 

G.F.P.  McGill.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Illustrious  Brother  Norman  E. 
Byrne,  Supreme  Council  33rd  Degree  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Terence  Shand,  Grand  Master  AF  &  AM 
of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  Distinguished  East,  and  Brethren  all. 
First  I  would  bring  you  greetings  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  my  personal  best  wishes  for  a 
successful  127th  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  being  held  here  in  the  City  of 
London. 

To  the  candidates  may  I  congratulate  you  all  on  your  nomination  and  election  to 
receive  the  honour  of  the  33rd  Degree  in  this  Supreme  Council,  in  recognition 
of  your  outstanding  services  rendered  to  Scottish  Rite  Masonry. 

The  Scottish  Rite  brand  of  Freemasonry  is  one  of  the  most  popular  and  widely 
of  all  Rites  of  the  orders  above,  and  supplementary  to  Craft  Rite  Masonry.  As 
with  Royal  Arch  Masonry  all  applicants  must  be  Master  Masons  in  good 
standing  and  have  proven  their  proficiency  in  the  work  of  the  Craft  in  all  three 
degrees.  So  essential  is  this  requirement  that  the  degree  in  Scottish  Rite  is 
numbered  four  in  succession  to  the  third  degree  in  the  Craft  Rite.  The  Scottish 
Rite  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  University  of  Masonry  because  it  teaches 
Virtue  and  History.  The  York  Rite  takes  its  name  from  the  ancient  City  of  York 
in  England  and  consists  of  the  Symbolic  degrees  of  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  The 
Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters.  There  are  also  Honorary  and  side  Orders. 
The  Knights  of  the  York  Cross  of  Honours  (Honorary),  The  Religious  Order, 
The  Military  Order  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  and  The  Knights  Templar 
Priests.  All  of  which  are  available  to  the  York  Rite  Masons  in  Ontario. 

In  our  Craft  Masonry  we  are  instructed  to  seek  for  that,  which  was  lost.  This 
would  appear  that  the  Master  Mason  Degree  is  not  the  summit  of  Freemasonry. 
Through  Royal  Arch  Masonry  you  can  be  successful  in  recovering  the  long  lost 
secrets  and  when  you  receive  them  you  will  find  that  you  learn  more  about  that 
Supreme  Being  (in  whom  you  already  believe).  Then  the  lessons  about  life  and 
death  in  the  Craft  Degrees  will  complete  the  Masonic  search  and  will  impart  to 
you  greater  knowledge  and  wisdom. 

As  you  can  see.  Brethren,  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  has  quite  rightly  been  called  the 
Copestone  of  the  Whole  Masonic  Structure. 

Brethren  as  we  meet  here  today  let  us  never  forget  that  all  our  Masonic  bodies 
must  work  closer  together  as  one  family  to  make  certain  that  our  ideas  and 
actions,  as  well  as  our  goals,  are  aimed  at  creating  a  renewed  sense  of  Fraternity 
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with  our  Masonic  families.  Without  working  together  the  power  of  Freemasonry, 
our  Grand  Chapter  and  Scottish  Rite  will  diminish.  Brethren,  our  task  has  never 
been  more  important.  Let  us  never  forget,  brethren,  as  we  meet  today,  this  body 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  present  membership.  They  will  make 
of  it  what  they  desire  and  they  are  you  and  I. 

I  thank  you  Most  Excellent  Sir  for  providing  me  the  time  to  address  this  Council 
here  this  morning.  May  I  wish  for  you  during  the  remaining  term  of  office  and 
the  years  to  come,  good  health,  and  happiness,  so  that  we  will  continue  to  have 
the  benefits  of  your  wise  counsel,  not  only  in  Scottish  Rite,  but  also  in  Royal 
Arch  Masonry.  (Applause) 

SGC :  Thank  you  John. 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  Mr.  Robert  Wood,  Member  of  Provincial 
Parliament  for  London  West. 

SGC :  Sir,  welcome  to  our  Supreme  Council.  You’ll  fmd  a  little  difference  here 
from  where  you  normally  are,  but  I’m  so  pleased  that  you  are  here  and  I  would 
ask  that  you  join  us  in  the  East  and  bring  us  some  greetings. 

Mr.  Wood :  Honoured  guests  and  gentlemen,  this  is  a  bit  like  the  Ontario 
Legislature  except  the  decorum  is  much  better.  (Laughter)  That  is  probably 
because  you  have  a  couple  of  hundred  years  more  experience  than  we  do.  So 
I’m  going  to  try  and  learn  today  and  take  some  lessons  back.  My  serious 
message  to  you  is  a  very  brief  one.  The  gathering  of  representatives  here  today 
has  a  history  of  many  centuries  of  really  two  things — service  and  teaching.  To 
the  extent  that  we  have  strong  communities,  and  I  think  we  do,  to  the  extent  that 
we  are  moving  forward  in  both  material  and  human  ways,  I  think  is  because  of 
the  work  that  people  in  this  room  and  people  throughout  the  country  and  the 
world  do  day- in  and  day-out  and  year-in  and  year-out.  You  truly  are  the  people 
who  make  a  difference  in  our  communities.  I  would  simply  like  to  offer 
congratulations  to  your  proceedings,  to  welcome  you  to  the  Province  of  Ontario 
to  those  of  you  who  are  not  from  Ontario,  and  to  thank  you  very  sincerely  for 
the  work  that  you  do.  You  truly  do  make  a  difference  and  what  I  would  like  to 
do,  if  it  is  in  order,  is  offer  a  very  small  token  from  the  Province  of  Ontario  of 
to  today’s  proceedings. 

SGC :  Thank  you  very  much  Bob  Wood.  Now  I  understand  that  you  want  to  get 
this  recorded  so  that  somebody  said,  "Hey  I  can  get  this  man  into  our  Supreme 
Council."  I  understand  there  is  a  lady  out  there  who  is  going  to  take  a  picture. 
We’ll  bring  her  in. 

Mr.  Wood :  We’ll  show  this  down  at  Queen’s  Park  and  they  might  learn 
something.  (Laughter) 

SGC :  I’m  sure  you  have  other  matters  to  attend  to  so,  if  you  wish,  we  will  escort 
you  out.  Thank  you  for  coming. 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  Her  Worship,  Mayor  Anne  Marie  DeCicco  of 
the  City  of  London. 
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SGC :  Thank  you  your  Worship,  we  thank  you  for  coming.  You’re  surrounded 
by  men  as  you  can  see. 

Mayor  DeCicco :  That’s  not  a  bad  thing.  (Laughter) 

SGC :  We’re  so  very  pleased  that  you  are  here,  Anne  Marie  DeCicco.  You 
represent  a  great  city  and  we  have  enjoyed  our  stay  here  from  all  over  Canada. 
We  would  ask  you  to  join  us  in  the  East  if  you  would  and  maybe  bring  us 
greetings. 

Mayor  DeCicco :  Good  morning  everyone.  It  is  a  real  privilege  for  me  to  be  here 
this  morning  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  London  to  welcome  all  of  you  to  our  great 
community.  I  understand  that  this  is  the  127th  Anniversary.  Not  very  often  do 
people  in  our  community  know  of  the  impact  that  you  have,  not  only  in  our 
community,  but  right  across  not  only  Canada  but  the  United  States.  It  gives  me 
a  great  privilege  to  be  here  really  to  say  thank  you  to  all  of  you  for  your 
commitment  and  dedication  to  your  respective  communities.  It  is  very  difficult 
in  our  world,  and  particularly  as  a  government,  to  make  all  things  happen  for  all 
people  and  we  rely  very  much  on  people  such  as  yourselves  as  Masons  and  the 
work  that  you  do  in  your  communities  to  really  make  our  cities  the  best  that  they 
can  possibly  be.  I  have  to  say  that  this  past  week  has  been  a  very  difficult  time 
for  the  entire  world  and  some  of  you  are  here  from  the  United  States.  I  just 
want  you  to  know  that,  on  behalf  of  our  City  of  London,  we  are  with  you  and 
we  are  united  with  you  in  the  hope  that  not  only  will  we  have  peace  again  in  our 
own  communities  and  across  this  world  but  that  we  all  stand  together  as  brothers 
and  sisters  as  a  family  to  really  go  for  the  collective  good  of  our  entire 
humankind  family.  So  thank  you  very  much  for  your  work  and  your  dedication 
to  our  communities  and  to  our  countries.  I  do  hope  you  have  had  a  wonderful 
stay  as  you’ve  been  here  for  a  few  days  I  understand  and  for  the  rest  of  the  time 
that  you  are  here  and  that  you  really  enjoy  the  City  of  London.  Thank  you  very 
much  for  the  invitation  to  be  here  today.  (Applause) 

SGC :  Thank  you  so  very  much  Your  Worship  for  being  here.  You  should  know 
that  with  all  these  men  here  there  is  an  equal  number  of  wives  that  are  out  in 
your  city  with  plastic  cards.  (Laughter)  Thank  you  for  being  here,  I  know  you 
are  a  busy  person,  if  you  would  like  to  stay  with  us  you  are  welcome  but  if  you 
want  to  get  back  to  your  responsibilities  you’re  also  welcome  to  do  that. 
(Applause) 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  M.Em.Kt.  Larry  J.  Hostine,  32°,  Supreme 
Grand  Master,  The  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  of  the  United  Orders  of 
Malta  and  the  Temple. 

SGC :  Supreme  Grand  Master  it’s  about  now  that  I  need  that  ladder  I  was  talking 
about.  (Laughter)  Most  Eminent  Sir,  I’m  so  pleased  that  you  are  here.  You  and 
I  go  back  probably  longer  than  most  of  us  do  in  this  room,  thirty  years,  and 
you’re  getting  bigger  and  I’m  getting  smaller.  I  don’t  know  what’s  happening. 

SGM  Hostine:  Now  listen,  I’m  not  getting  bigger.  I’m  down  60  pounds  from 
what  I  was  two  years  ago.  (Laughter) 
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SGC :  I’m  so  pleased  that  you’re  here  Larry.  You’re  a  good  friend  and  a  good 
supporter  and  I  would  ask  you  to  give  to  your  wife,  Brenda,  our  very  best  wishes 
not  only  from  myself  but  also  from  my  wife,  Nancy  and  our  Supreme  Council. 

I  would  ask  you  to  join  us  in  the  East  and  that  you  might  bring  us  greetings. 

SGM  Hostine :  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  The  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand 
Master,  Distinguished  Guests,  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  I  bring  you  the 
greetings  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada,  and  my  own  personal 
greetings  as  the  Supreme  Grand  Master  thereof. 

I  thank  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  members  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  the  very  kind  invitation  to  be  here  today  and  the  many  courtesies 
extended  to  me. 

To  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  I  bring  you  the 
apologies  of  my  wife,  Brenda,  for  not  being  able  to  be  here  today.  Her  cable 
tow  was  just  a  little  short  and  she  was  out  of  vacation  time  due  to  her  travels 
with  me. 

I  am  mindful  that  our  two  Rites  are  sharing  the  same  challenges,  of  retaining 
membership,  encouraging  attendance,  and  recruitment  of  new  members. 

We  are  very  proud  of  the  relationship  and  friendship  that  exists  between  the 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  and  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of 
Canada. 

But,  we  must  remember,  that  we  are  all  Members  of  the  Family  of  Freemasonry 
first,  and  always  cognizant  of  the  service  that  is  due  to  our  Mother  Lodges  and 
our  Grand  Lodges. 

We  must  not  neglect  our  membership  and  our  attendance  in  both  Rites  and  must 
give  full  support  to  the  activities  of  our  lodges  and  Grand  Lodges. 

The  events  of  the  last  few  days,  have  taught  us  that  human  lives  are  not  as 
highly  valued  in  some  parts  of  the  world  as  they  are  in  Canada,  the  United 
States,  and  the  Free  World. 

We  live  in  a  fragile  world  where  we  cannot  guarantee  protection  from  terrorism. 
Our  trust  in  the  Great  Captain  of  our  Salvation  will  protect  us  and  guide  us  over 
the  weeks  and  months  to  come. 

May  we  all  pray  for  guidance  and  comfort,  and  help  for  all  individuals  involved 
in  this  most  tragic  situation. 

In  closing  we  extend  to  Ill  .•.Bro..  Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  our  sincerest 
congratulations  on  the  success  of  his  first  year  of  office.  We  wish  for  him  and 
his  wife,  Nancy,  continued  health  to  continue  in  Office,  and  for  Service,  to  the 
Family  of  Freemasonry  for  many  years  to  come.  (Applause) 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  Mr.  Joe  Fontana,  Member  of  Parliament  for 
London  North  Centre. 

SGC :  Distinguished  sir,  thank  you  for  joining  us  here  in  Supreme  Council  on 
behalf  of  our  government  and  I  hope  that  you  will  join  us  in  the  East  and  bring 
us  some  greetings. 

Mr.  Fontana :  Good  morning.  On  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Canada,  the 
cabinet  and  all  of  the  Members  of  Parliament,  I  want  to  welcome  you  to  London. 
I  wonder  if,  before  I  say  a  few  words,  I  could  ask  on  behalf  of  the  Government 
of  Canada  that  we  bow  our  heads  for  a  moment  on  this  day  of  remembrance  and 
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prayer  in  memoriam  that  both  the  United  States  and  Canada  will  have  today  on 
behalf  of  all  of  the  victims  of  the  tragedy  on  Tuesday  September  1 1th  where  in 
fact  the  world  has  witnessed  the  brutality  of  humanity.  (A  moment ’s  silence  was 
observed) 

It  is  indeed  a  privilege  and  honour  for  me  to  be  here  today  and  to  welcome  you 
to  our  fine  City  of  London.  I  guess  in  days  like  this  one  starts  to  wonder  and 
to  look  deep  within  ourselves,  to  ask  the  question  why  because  it’s  a  little 
complicated.  I’m  sure  to  you,  who  have  devoted  and  dedicated  all  of  your  lives 
to  others,  there  is  a  great  appreciation  that  humanity  is  capable,  I  guess,  of 
anything  and  unfortunately  man’s  inhumanity  to  man  is  sometimes  too  incredible 
for  us  believe.  It  is  at  times  like  this  that  you,  the  Freemasons  an  Supreme 
Council,  who  have  achieved  the  ultimate  in  dedication,  compassion,  and  as  your 
principles  speak  to  love,  and  to  giving,  and  to  truth.  It’s  at  times  like  this  that 
we  have  a  calling  and  I  know  that  you  know  that  because  you’ve  done  it  most 
of  your  lives.  The  world  is  a  troubled  place  and  whether  we  are  dealing  with 
one  terrorist,  or  ten  terrorists,  or  a  multitude  of  terrorists,  or  nations  who 
unfortunately  don’t  respect  the  laws  of  God,  humanity  needs  our  help,  needs  our 
hands,  needs  our  understanding  and  compassion,  needs  our  love  to  show  them 
that  there  is  a  way  other  than  the  brutal  murder  of  innocent  people  throughout 
the  world.  In  a  very  diverse  world,  on  a  very  small  globe  that  we  all  live  in  that 
we  have  to  extend  our  hands  to  every  person  around  the  world  to  understand  and 
let  them  know  that  there  is  love,  there  is  hope,  there  is  light,  there  is  compassion, 
and  there  is  a  solution  to  all  of  our  individual  and  collective  problems.  On 
behalf  of  the  Government  of  Canada  I  want  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you 
for  the  hard  work  that  your  organization  does  throughout  our  great  country  and 
all  over  the  world,  giving  and  being  that  beacon  of  light,  restoring  some  sort  of 
hope  in  a  sometimes  very  troubled  world.  From  the  bottom  of  my  heart  and  the 
government’s  heart  we  thank  you  for  being  there,  thank  you  for  the  hard  work 
and  service  that  you  are  providing  to  the  people  and  the  families  around  the 
world  and  in  our  great  country  for  without  you  and  people  like  you  I’m  afraid 
to  say  the  world  would  be  a  much  more  difficult  place.  So  God  bless  you. 
Thank  you  so  much.  Our  hearts  are  with  you  each  and  every  day  you  do  this 
great  labour  of  love  on  behalf  of  all  humanity.  Thank  you,  it  is  an  honour  and 
privilege  to  be  here.  (Applause) 

SGC :  Mr.  Fontana,  I  thank  you  for  being  here  representing  our  government.  You 
will  be  pleased  to  know  that  we  are  trying  to  keep  up  with  our  government  to 
the  extent  that  I  understand  this  morning  at  12  o’clock  in  our  nation’s  capital 
there  will  be  a  moment’s  silence.  At  that  time,  here  in  London,  we  will  be  all 
at  a  luncheon  and  there  will  also  be  a  moment’s  silence  observed  at  that  time. 
This  Supreme  Council  is  very  aware  of  what  is  going  on  in  the  world  and  we 
want  to  thank  you  for  your  very  inspiring  message.  Thank  you.  (Applause) 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  M.IIl.Kt.Comp.  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  Grand 
Sovereign,  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada,  The  Masonic  and  Military  Order 
of  The  Knights  of  The  Red  Cross  of  Constantine  and  St.  John  The  Evangelist, 
and  a  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

SGC :  Grand  Sovereign  it  seems  almost  like  bringing  coals  to  Newcastle  to 
welcome  you  into  this  Supreme  Council.  I’m  so  pleased  to  be  able  to  do  it 
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while  you  are  in  your  capacity  as  Grand  Sovereign.  Unfortunately  I  was  not 
available  to  see  you  installed  although  you  and  I  had  conversed  about  it.  It  is 
a  great  privilege  to  me  to  welcome  you  here.  Please  accompany  me  to  the  East 
and  bring  words  of  greeting.  (Applause) 

G.S.  Lawer :  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  The  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand 
Master,  Distinguished  Guests,  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  it  is  a  great 
privilege  and  genuine  pleasure  for  me  to  bring  you  fraternal  greetings  on  behalf 
of  The  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  The  Masonic  and  Military  Order  of  The  Red 
Cross  of  Constantine,  Knights  of  The  Holy  Sepulcher  and  St.  John  The 
Evangelist. 

There  are  thirty-six  Conclaves  divided  into  eleven  Divisions  from  Newfoundland 
to  Vancouver  Island  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave. 

Our  Order  is  an  invitation  Order,  with  each  Conclave  limited  in  the  number  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  it  may  invite  to  join.  Hence  our  total  membership  is 
relatively  small. 

But,  like  other  invitational  orders,  the  invitation,  if  it  comes,  is  greatly  valued, 
and  attendance  at  meetings  and  participation  in  the  degrees  and  affairs  of  the 
Conclaves  is  high. 

As  was  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada  until  1971,  Constantinian  Masonry  is 
Christian.  Only  those  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  profess  a  belief  in  the  Christian 
Trinity-in-Unity  can  join  the  Order.  This  aspect  of  the  Order  is,  of  course,  a 
special  attraction  to  some  Masons. 

And  now.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  thank  you,  most  sincerely,  for  all  the 
courtesies  you  have  extended  to  me  in  my  capacity  as  Grand  Sovereign. 

I  wish  you.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  a  most  successful  Annual  Session. 

I  know  you  have  worked  diligently  and  productively  during  the  first  year  of  your 
triennial  term.  I  hope  your  second  year  will  be  equally  satisfying  for  you,  and 
for  the  cause  of  the  Scottish  Rite  across  Canada.  (Applause) 

SGC :  Thank  you  Grand  Sovereign. 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  R.Wor.Bro.  Donald  G.  Hines,  33°,  Provincial 
Grand  Master  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ontario  and  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

SGC :  Provincial  Grand  Master,  I  am  so  pleased  that  you  are  able  to  join  us  this 
morning.  You  are  a  friendly  face  and  we  do  go  back  a  few  years  .  I  think  now 
that  I  am  in  maybe  a  little  position  of  power  over  you  I  should  extract  from  you 
a  promise  you’ll  never  ask  me  to  play  Happy  Birthday  again  at  Royal  Order. 
Some  of  you  that  were  there  will  know  what  I  am  talking  about.  I  am  very 
pleased  Don  that  you  are  here  and  I  would  ask  you  to  join  us  in  the  East  that 
you  might  bring  us  greetings. 

G.M.  Hines’.  Illustrious  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  The  Most  Worshipful  The 
Grand  Master,  Distinguished  Guests,  Peers,  and  my  Brethren,  thank  you  for 
permitting  me  to  address  this  127th  Session  of  Supreme  Council  and  to  bring 
greetings  from  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  for  Ontario. 

For  the  past  126  years,  our  membership  has  been  comprised  of  brethren  from  this 
wonderful  Rite  who  have  attained  at  least  the  32°. 
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This  year,  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  observes  the  687th  year  of  its  restoration 
by  King  Robert  the  Bruce  following  his  victorious  battle  at  Bannockburn  in 
1314.  The  Bruce  also  won  independence  for  Scotland  which  lasted  until  1603 
when  King  James  the  VI  of  Scotland  assumed  the  English  throne  as  King  James 
the  I. 

The  struggle  for  independence  today  is  waged  by  Sir  Sean  Connery!  Currently, 
this  unique  body  of  Freemasons  has  78  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  throughout  the 
world.  Our  Grand  Lodge  is  headquartered  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland. 

In  the  absence  of  our  hereditary  Grand  Master,  the  King  of  Scots,  it  is  presided 
over  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Governor,  R.W.Bro.  the  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl 
of  Elgin  and  Kincardine,  Knight  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Most  Noble  Order  of 
the  Thistle.  SGC,  Lord  Elgin  learned  I  had  been  invited  to  attend  this  Session 
of  Supreme  Council  and  sent  me  this  communique  from  Broomhall  Dunfermline, 
and  I  quote:  "My  dear  Provincial  Grand  Master,  it  was  very  interesting  to  learn 
that  you  would  be  attending  Supreme  Council  in  September  and  I  would  be  so 
happy  if  you  would,  should  the  opportunity  arise,  give  the  SGC  the  warmest 
greetings  from  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Royal  Order  and  possibly  apologize  for  the 
lack  of  musical  honours  to  accompany  the  sentiments." 

SGC,  I  do  so  now  and  extend  my  apologies  as  directed. 

Brethren,  Lord  Elgin’s  reference  to  musical  honours  alludes  to  the  fact  that  our 
talented  SGC  is  also  our  Provincial  Grand  Organist. 

I  would  congratulate  those  brethren  who  received  their  33°.  Twenty-four  years 
ago,  I  attended  my  first  Session  of  Supreme  Council  and  was  approached  by  our 
late  Ill  .\  Bro  .*.  Howard  Brown  Moore,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
(Hon).  He  asked  if  I  had  enjoyed  the  ceremony.  I  replied  that  I  had  but  in  view 
of  the  caliber  of  the  Masons  in  the  class,  I  felt  that,  in  my  case,  Supreme  Council 
had  made  a  mistake. 

Bro.  Moore  looked  at  me,  as  only  he  could,  and  said,  "Young  man.  Supreme 
Council  does  not  make  mistakes." 

Doubt  not  your  right  to  be  here  in  Supreme  Council  assembled.  Enjoy  your  new 
status  as  a  33°  Mason.  Return  to  your  respective  valleys  and  continue  to  work 
tirelessly  for  our  beloved  Rite. 

SGC,  Evelyn  and  I  thank  you  and  Supreme  Council  for  the  many  courtesies 
extended  to  us  in  London.  Thank  you.  (Applause) 

SGC :  Thank  you  Don. 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  Noble  Allen  G.'Smuck,  32°,  Recorder  of  Mocha 
Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  of  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  representing  the 
Potentate  of  Mocha  Temple. 

SGC:  Noble  Al,  I’m  so  pleased  that  you  are  here.  I  know  that  your  boss  is 
somewhere  between  here  and  Chicago.  I  hope  he  is  safe  and  our  pleasure  is  that 
you  are  able  to  represent  him  here.  You  and  I  go  back  a  good  number  of  years 
and  we  work  closely  together  between  the  Scottish  Rite  and  the  Shrine  and  your 
help  is  very  much  appreciated.  I  welcome  you  here  and  would  ask  you  to  join 
us  in  the  East  that  you  might  bring  us  greetings.

SGC :  Thank  you  so  much.  You  may  leave  anytime  you  wish  to,  but  please  join 
us  in  the  East  if  you  are  able  to. 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  Ill.-.  Bro /.Stuart  Strain,  32°,  Past  Thrice 
Puissant  Grand  Master  of  London  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Ill  Bro  /.  F.  Keith 
Hyatt,  32°,  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  London  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

SGC :  We  are  very  pleased  that  you  are  here  to  join  us.  Your  bodies  have  been 
very  supportive  here  in  London  and  I’m  sure  that  without  the  help  that  each  of 
your  bodies  has  brought  forward  we  wouldn’t  be  here  in  our  Supreme  Council. 

I  understand  that  the  lot  fell  on  you  Bro.  Hyatt  to  bring  greetings  and  I’m  very 
pleased  to  welcome  both  of  you  to  the  East. 

MWS  Hyatt’.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand  Master, 
Members  of  Supreme  Council,  and  Guests.  On  behalf  of  the  members  and 
officers  of  the  Valley  of  London,  I  would  like  to  welcome  you  to  London  on  the 
occasion  of  the  annual  Supreme  Council  Session.  I  trust  your  stay  will  be  both 
enjoyable  and  fulfilling.  (Applause) 

SGC :  Thank  you  Keith.  Will  you  join  us  in  the  East? 

MWS  Hyatt:  Thank  you  sir  but  we  have  other  appointments  to  make. 

SGC:  That’s  fine.  You’re  busy  men.  Thanks  very  much  for  coming. 

SGC  Byrne  then  called  upon  the  GSG  to  call  the  roll  of  the  Grand 
Representatives  near  this  Supreme  Council  of  the  Supreme  Councils  and  National 
Grand  Lodges  in  Amity  with  this  Supreme  Council. 

SGC:  Brethren  you  all  have  responsibilities  to  maintain  communications  between 
our  Supreme  Council  and  that  Supreme  Council  that  you  represent  and  it  keeps 
the  avenues  of  communication,  the  flow  of  ideas,  and  particularly  brotherhood 
flowing  around  the  world.  I  thank  you  for  accepting  those  responsibilities  and 
for  carrying  them  out.  He  then  called  upon  Ill  .*.  Bro  /.  Phillip  H.  Raymond,  33°, 
Grand  Representative  of  Belgium,  to  respond  on  behalf  of  the  Grand 
Representatives. 

Ill :. Bro  .’.Raymond:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  The  Most  Worshipful  The 
Grand  Master,  Distinguished  Visitors,  Peers,  and  Brethren,  I  consider  it  a  signal 
honour  to  be  invited  to  respond  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Representatives  near  this 
Supreme  Council.  The  roll  call,  just  completed,  emphasizes  the  global  presence 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite. 

Our  Standing  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  reports  to  us  on  the  work  of  our 
sister  Supreme  Councils.  It  tells  us  how  they  promote  the  principles  of  Scottish 
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Rite  Freemasonry,  and  of  their  efforts  to  protect  and  preserve  the  high  ideals  and 
traditions  of  the  Order.  While  each  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite  acts 
independently  within  its  respective  country,  the  inherent  Masonic  principles  of 
brotherly  love,  relief,  and  truth  unite  us  in  an  international  effort  to  establish  a 
universal  peace  and  brotherhood,  that  transcends  our  national,  linguistic,  and 
religious  boundaries. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  we  appreciate  your  recognition,  and  we 
acknowledge  that  through  us,  you  honour  and  pay  respect  to  the  world-wide 
family  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry.  (Applause) 

Deputy  Barnett:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  if  I  may,  I  believe  at  this  time 
you  are  about  to  deliver  your  Allocution.  Believe  it  or  not  there  are  a  number 
of  people  in  the  ante  room  that  would  love  to  be  inside  this  room  to  hear  that 
Allocution. 

SGC:  Please  see  that  they  are  admitted. 

SGC :  My  brethren  thank  you  for  being  here. 

The  SGC  then  turned  the  gavel  over  to  PSGC  Crosby  while  he  presented  his

ALLOCUTION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Introduction 

As  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada,  I  welcome  each  of  you  to  this 
the  127th  Annual  Session  of  our  Supreme  Council  here  in  London,  Ontario. 

I  am  required  by  the  Statutes  of  our  Supreme  Council  to  report  to  you  in  writing 
on  all  rulings  made,  permissions  and  dispensations  granted  and  other  important 
official  acts,  which  have  occurred  in  the  immediately  preceding  year. 

I  am  particularly  pleased  to  comply  with  those  requirements  placed  upon  me  in 
this  beautiful  City  of  London,  Ontario,  for  it  was  here  133  years  ago  that  Col. 
W.  J.  Bury  McLeod  Moore,  acting  under  a  dispensation  granted  to  him  by  the 
Supreme  Council  of  England,  organized  a  Consistory  and  a  Rose  Croix  Chapter, 
to  meet  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  and  a  Rose  Croix  Chapter  to  meet  in  London, 
Ontario.  That  meeting  took  place  in  London,  Ontario  at  the  Hall  of  St.  George's 
Lodge,  York  Rite  Freemasonry  on  Friday  the  10th  day  of  July,  1868. 

I  feel  a  close  association  to  that  event,  for  I  served  as  a  Commander-in-Chief  of 
that  Consistory,  named  after  our  distinguished  Brother.  Subsequent  to  this 
meeting  here  in  London,  Ontario,  in  1 868  the  Supreme  Council  was  formed  after 
some  geographical  and  jurisdictional  differences. 

Our  Supreme  Council  received  its  authority  from  the  Supreme  Council  of 
England  and  Wales  and  was  declared  to  be  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  of  the  33°  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  duly 
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and  constitutionally  established  at  a  meeting  held  in  Ottawa,  Ontario  on  October 
16,  1874  by  none  other  than  that  most  distinguished  and  well-known  Scottish 
Rite  Mason,  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Albert  Pike,  33°,  then  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  Ill /.Bro/.  Josiah  H. 
Drummond  was  also  in  attendance  during  the  proceedings. 

London,  Ontario 

London  got  its  beginnings  in  1793  when  Lt.  Gov.  John  Graves  Simcoe  selected 
the  Forks  of  the  Thames  River  to  be  the  site  for  the  Capital  of  the  Province. 
London  was  formally  founded  in  1826.  In  those  days,  the  London  District 
covered  most  of  Central  Western  Ontario,  and  a  Committee,  headed  up  by  Col. 
Mahlon  Burwell,  selected  London,  Ontario  as  the  site  of  the  District  Town  on 
which  was  to  be  built  a  Court  House  and,  as  Col.  Burwell  was  the  "right-hand 
man"  of  Col.  Thomas  Talbot,  the  chief  colonizer  of  the  Western  Peninsula,  and 
had  surveyed  much  of  this  area  earlier,  he  recommended  London  to  the 
Committee,  charged  with  the  selection  choice,  and  their  decision  became  binding 
by  a  Provincial  Statute  in  force  January  30,  1826.  That  Committee  selected  the 
site  of  the  old  Court  House  for  the  location  of  other  Government  buildings  at  that 
time. 

The  Community  took  shape  around  this  cluster  of  Government  buildings, 
including  what  is  now  known  as  the  Old  Court  House  and,  in  addition  to  several 
brick  stores,  the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada  opened  an  office  there. 

London  was  large  enough  by  1840  to  become  an  incorporated  Town.  After 
disastrous  fires  in  1844  and  1845,  the  City  was  reincorporated  with  strengthened 
municipal  powers  to  govern  the  then  population  of  4,584  citizens. 

In  1855,  as  a  result  of  continued  growth  and  prosperity,  the  City  was 
incorporated  as  the  City  of  London  on  January  1,  1855. 

London,  I  understand,  is  known  as  the  Forest  City  and,  indeed,  there  are  many 
trees  and  they  add  so  much  to  the  stately  homes  and  buildings  they  surround. 
Today,  London  continues  to  thrive  and  has  become  a  banking,  financial  and  life 
insurance  head  office  City  and  includes  its  well-known  University  of  Western 
Ontario.  Changes  in  London’s  appearance  have  appeared  in  the  old  City  core. 
Many  of  the  landmarks  of  the  past  have  gone  to  be  replaced  by  modem 
developments  -  the  old  McClary  factory  was  demolished  for  Wellington  Square  - 
the  Hotel  London  has  been  replaced  by  the  City  Centre  -  the  Covent  Garden 
Market  was  enclosed  by  the  Market  Garden  Parking  Building,  and  a  new  Court 
House  was  finally  constructed  on  a  demolished  two-block  site.  London,  with  its 
on-going  planning,  is  a  very  modem  City  and  a  pleasant  place  to  live  and  work 
for  its  present  and  future  citizens. 

And  so,  in  the  atmosphere  of  returning  to  our  basic  birth  place  of  the  beginnings 
of  the  Scottish  Rite,  I  welcome  each  and  every  one  of  you  to  our  127th  Annual 
Session  in  this  beautiful,  active  and  friendly  City.  May  it  set  the  tone  of  our 
Assembly,  and  provide  for  each  of  us  a  setting,  where  we  are  glad  to  have  come 
together  once  again  to  shape  the  future  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada,  and  give 
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to  us  all  a  time  of  friendship,  deliberation,  warmth  and  fellowship,  and  a  period 
of  profit  and  pleasure. 

Necrology 

To  everything  there  is  a  season.  Once  again,  we  miss  seeing  the  faces  of  friends 
and  acquaintances  who  have  answered  the  call  of  the  Great  Architect  of  the 
Universe,  as  their  personal  season  of  life  has  ended.  We  cherish  their  memory 
in  our  hearts,  knowing  that  they  have  laid  down  their  working  tools  to  ascend  to 
that  celestial  home  beyond,  not  made  with  human  hands. 

As  we  mourn  their  collective  passing  from  us,  I  bring  to  your  attention  several 
brethren  who  have  rendered  long  and  exemplary  service  to  your  Supreme 
Council. 

John  Allan  Bourne,  33°,  P.  S.  G.  C. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  particularly  the  brethren  of  the  Valley  of 
Vancouver,  British  Columbia  lost  a  distinguished  member  on  October  1 1,  2000 
by  the  death  of  Ill  .\Bro.\  John  A.  Bourne,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander.  Ill  .  .Bro .'.Bourne  served  our  jurisdiction  as  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  during  the  years  1988  through  1991.  He  was  a  real  family  man,  and 
was  constantly  exploring  new  activities  with  his  late  wife,  Beth,  and  his  three 
sons  and  their  families.  He  rose  to  the  top  of  his  profession  in  the  law  and 
became  senior  partner  of  a  law  firm  that  had  originally  been  started  by  his  father. 
He  was  an  active  sportsman  and,  during  his  retirement  years,  spent  much  of  his 
time  with  his  extended  family  and  their  various  sporting  activities.  We  shall 
miss  his  wise  counsel  and  advice.

The  death  of  Ill  .'.Bro  ..John  (Jack)  Atchison,  33°,  of  the  Windsor  Valley  has 
deprived  our  Supreme  Council  of  a  very  active  and  long-serving  Active  Member. 
Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Jack  Atchison,  33°,  became  an  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council  in 
1989,  and  was  an  extremely  well-known  and  dedicated  member  of  the  Windsor 
Valley  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  had  served,  and  was  equally  well-known,  for  his 
personal  efforts  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  Ontario.  Bro.  Atchison  served 
for  a  time  as  Deputy  for  Ontario  but  health  problems  caused  him  to  relinquish 
this  office.  He  was  a  friend  to  all  Masons  in  the  Windsor  area,  and  kept  close 
connections  with  his  brethren  in  the  State  of  Michigan.  Our  Supreme  Council 
will  surely  miss  his  robust  laugh  and  happy,  smiling  face.

Membership 

As  a  result  of  the  decision  by  the  Imperial  Shrine  in  Boston  in  July  of  2000,  to 
remove  prerequisite  membership  in  one  of  the  Rites,  the  brethren  of  our 
Supreme  Council  have  been  faced  with  a  real  challenge.  Not  only  must  we  deal 
with  the  general  decline  in  membership,  which  seems  to  be  occurring  in  most 
Masonic  and  other  membership  organizations,  but  it  is  now  clearly  up  to  the  Rite 
to  actively  promote  membership  in  our  lodges,  chapters  and  consistories,  as  the 
Shrine  are  no  longer  "selling"  membership  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  We  are 
endeavouring,  while  somewhat  disappointed  in  the  action  of  the  Shrine,  to 
actively  and  consistently  seek  their  support  and  goodwill  as  part  of  the  Masonic 
family. 

We  must  now  stand  on  our  own  feet,  and  do  everything  we  can,  as  Scottish  Rite 
Masons,  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  our  Craft  Mason  friends  and  brothers,  the 
many  benefits  of  their  seeking  membership  in  a  Scottish  Rite  lodge,  chapter  or 
consistory  to  satisfy  their  quest  for  a  continuation  of  their  individual  search  for 
true  Masonic  light. 

Without  new  and  innovative  ideas,  membership  enhancement  may  become  a 
losing  game.  In  my  province,  we  have  received  good  cooperation  with  two  of 
the  Shrine  Temples  in  Ontario  (and  we  are  working  on  the  third  at  the  present 
time)  who  have  given  to  us  particulars  of  the  individual  Craft  Masons  who  have 
joined  their  Temples  in  the  past  year.  This  enables  us  to  make  a  personal, 
written  contact  with  each  brother,  offering  our  congratulations  of  his  becoming 
a  Shriner,  pointing  out  to  him  the  benefits  of  membership  in  the  Rite  and 
supplying  him  with  an  application  to  join  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  nearest  to  his 
residence.  To  date,  we  have  sent  out  in  excess  of  300  personal  letters  to  each 
such  new  Shriner,  signed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  We  are  doing 
some  followup  on  this  approach  so  that  the  results  of  our  efforts  may  be  properly 
assessed. 

Our  Supreme  Council  has  a  Membership  Committee  which,  while  it  has  not  been 
too  productive  in  its  early  years  of  operation,  hopefully  will  present  a  new  and 
attractive  method  of  "marketing"  membership  in  the  Rite.  I  ask  each  of  you  my 
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brethren,  as  leaders  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  your  respective  Valleys,  to  assume  the 
personal  and  individual  responsibility  that  comes  with  being  a  leader,  and  to 
work  hard,  extending  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  to  those  Craft  Masons  in  your 
lodge  that  you  feel  would  add  to  the  quality  of  our  Scottish  Rite.  We  must  each 
take  a  "proactive"  stand  on  membership,  and  seek  out  those  qualified  members 
of  the  Craft  who  might  be  personally  encouraged  by  you  to  seek  membership  in 
the  Rite.  It  won’t  just  happen.  It  will  take  personal,  individual  effort  and  hard 
work  for  us  to  succeed  in  this  goal.  I  am  counting  on  each  of  you  personally  to 
be  an  ambassador  for  our  beloved  Rite. 

Past  Active  Rank 

Our  Statutes  require  that,  on  an  Active  Member  attaining  the  age  of  seventy-five 
years,  they  shall  transfer  to  Past  Active  rank.  Accordingly,  at  midnight  on 
Friday,  September  14,  2001,  the  following  brethren  will  be  transferred  to  Past 
Active  rank. 

Donald  W.  Dixon,  33°,  Grand  Chancellor 

Ill  .*.  Bro  Donald  Dixon,  33°,  has  served  this  Supreme  Council  well  from  his 
becoming  an  Active  Member  in  September  1989.  He  is  currently  the  Grand 
Chancellor.  An  ardent  hunter  and  fisherman,  he  has  always  made  time  for  the 
business  and  ceremonies,  not  only  of  this  Council,  but  of  the  constituent  bodies 
located  within  the  length  of  his  "cable  tow".

Robert  L.  Waddell,  33°,  Grand  Standard  Bearer

dedication  since  September  1993,  when  he  was  elected  to  Active  Membership. 
Bro.  Waddell  is  currently  Grand  Standard  Bearer.  We  will  miss  his  "active" 
status  at  our  deliberations,  but  look  forward  to  his  continued  contributions  as  a 
-  Past  Active  Member.  Supreme  Council  extends  its  sincere  thanks  to  this 
dedicated  brother. 

Howard  T.  Vallevand,  33° 

Ill .  .  Bro  Howard  Vallevand,  33°,  has  served  our  Supreme  Council  for  eighteen 
continuous  years  as  an  Active  Member  and  has  represented  the  West  well.  He 
currently  serves  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Dispensations.  We  shall  miss 
his  wise  counsel  and  advice,  but  we  are  assured  that,  after  serving  our  Supreme 
Council  for  so  many  years,  he  will  continue  his  habit  of  service  to  Supreme 
Council,  but  in  his  new  capacity  as  a  Past  Active  Member.  We  extend  to  this 
long-serving  brother  our  sincere  thanks.

Our  Statutes  provide  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  several 
Deputies  of  the  provinces  have  authority  to  issue  dispensations  for  a  number  of 
topics,  and  they  are  being  done  on  a  regular  basis.

Last  year,  amendments  to  ART.  89.  allowed  the  constituent  bodies  in  Canada  to 
amend  their  respective  by-laws,  waiving  the  previous  six-month  waiting  period 
between  Craft  membership  and  Scottish  Rite  membership.  ART.  89.  (d)  allowed 
me,  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  on  the  recommendation  of  a  provincial 
deputy  and  on  application  by  a  constituent  body,  to  waive  the  six-month  interval 
period,  pending  amendment  to  each  respective  body’s  by-laws.  Contemplating 
a  further  amendment  to  ART.  89.  to  be  presented  at  this  year’s  Executive 
Session  which  would,  if  passed,  actually  completely  remove  the  six-month 
waiting  period  as  a  requirement  for  making  application  to  join  a  lodge  of 
perfection,  I  instructed  each  deputy  to  issue  such  dispensations  as  were  sought, 
without  the  necessity  of  a  body  making  a  formal  application  therefore,  and 
without  the  necessity  of  such  body  actually  amending  its  respective  by-laws  (and 
the  associated  energy  and  paper  work  that  must,  of  necessity,  ensue,  including 
the  application  for  approval  thereof)  such  dispensations  to  be  issued  freely  and 
directly. 

Whitecoat  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Valley  of  Bay  Roberts,  and  Randolph  Young 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Valley  of  Carbonear,  in  Newfoundland  were  forced  to 
surrender  their  respective  Charters  as  a  result  of  a  serious  decline  in  membership. 
The  whole  matter  was  discussed  with  me  personally  during  a  Fall  visit  to 
Newfoundland  at  Carbonear,  and  I  reluctantly  agreed  that  such  a  course  was  the 
only  viable  alternative.  A  good  number  of  the  brethren  indicated  their  desire  to 
affiliate  with  the  lodge,  chapter,  and  consistory  in  St.  John’s,  Newfoundland.  To 
make  such  a  move  easier,  I  ruled,  with  the  consent  of  the  St.  John’s  bodies,  that 
no  affiliation  fee  would  be  charged,  and  I  believe  a  good  number  of  Scottish  Rite 
Masons  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of  transferring  their  memberships 
to  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s,  which  is  only  a  short  journey  away.  I  also  issued  a 
dispensation  that  the  Charter  of  the  Lodge  and  of  the  Chapter  should  be  returned 
to  the  Grand  Secretary-General’s  office,  where  a  suitable  notation  was  inscribed 
on  each  Charter.  Those  original  Charters  have  been  returned  to  Newfoundland, 
where  they  can  be  proudly  displayed  as  part  of  the  history  of  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry  in  that  Valley. 

Rulings 

When  the  Ottawa  Consistory  was  founded  some  years  ago,  its  by-laws  then 
provided  that,  on  payment  of  the  proper  initiation  fee,  the  dues  of  the  member 
were  commuted.  Over  the  past  several  years,  the  consistory  officers,  in  an 
attempt  to  keep  the  finances  of  the  consistory  in  line  with  its  ever  increasing 
expenses,  amended  the  consistory  by-laws  to  mandate  that,  from  thereafter 
(1992),  all  members  would  be  required  to  pay  yearly  dues.  Unfortunately,  while 
the  by-laws  had  been  passed  and  approved  by  Supreme  Council,  the  consistory 
officers  were  not  aware,  it  would  seem,  that  the  amendment  requiring  payment 
of  annual  dues  could  not,  and  should  not,  affect  those  members  who  joined  prior 
to  1992,  requiring  them  to  pay  annual  dues.  A  series  of  letters  were  sent  out  by 
the  consistory  which,  again,  unfortunately,  did  not  present  the  "law"  as  it  applied 
in  these  circumstances,  and  warned  the  consistory  members  that  non-payment  of 
the  "new"  annual  dues  would  result  in  suspension. 
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At  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the  consistory,  some  brethren  from  out  of  town, 
joined  the  Ottawa  Consistory,  to  lend  their  moral  and  financial  support  to  the 
new  consistory.  These  brethren  have  received,  on  the  whole,  a  rather  threatening 
letter,  advising  them  of  the  harsh  consequences  of  non-payment  of  dues.  The 
matter  was  brought  to  my  attention  and,  after  careful  review  of  the  original  by¬ 
laws  and  the  amendments  made  in  1992,  I  communicated  with  the  Active 
Member  in  the  Ottawa  Valley,  bringing  the  matter  to  his  personal  attention, 
explained  the  situation,  and  asked  him  to  intercede  and,  hopefully,  correct  the 
problem.  Subsequently,  after  speaking  to  a  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  I  was 
assured  that  remedial  steps  would  be  taken  to  correct  any  misunderstandings 
created,  particularly  among  several  of  the  brethren  in  the  Kingston  Valley.  In 
my  letter  to  the  Active  Member  for  Ottawa,  and  in  my  conversation  with  the  Past 
Commander-in-Chief,  I  ruled  that  no  Brother  would  be  suspended  from  the 
Ottawa  Consistory  without  the  individual  member’s  case  being  referred  to  me 
through  the  Office  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

By  a  recent  communication,  which  was  apparently  sent  to  all  members  in  the 
Ottawa  Valley,  it  would  appear  that  a  proper  understanding  has  not  yet  been 
reached.  My  ruling  with  regard  to  "non-suspension"  has  not  been  rescinded  and, 
in  fact,  is  still  in  place.  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  consistory’s  need  for  financial 
support  by  the  payment  of  dues,  but  what  the  consistory  does  not  seem  to 
understand,  is  that  even  though  the  new  by-laws  may  provide  for  annual  dues, 
a  brother  who  joined  prior  to  the  amendment  does  not  have  to  make  a  choice  (as 
indicated  in  an  earlier  letter  sent  to  all  members)  as  to  whether  he  will  be  a 
"commuted  dues  member"  or  a  "annual  dues  member".  In  fact,  the  member  is 
really  one  or  the  other,  and  the  records  of  the  consistory  will  disclose  this.  There 
really  is  no  "choice"  to  be  made.  It  is  clear  that  if  commuted  dues  members  are 
properly  advised  of  the  financial  concern  of  the  consistory,  I  am  sure  many  (if 
not  all)  would  make  a  "donation"  or  a  "contribution"  equivalent  to  the  amount 
of  dues  to  be  paid  and  perhaps,  even  in  some  cases,  an  amount  in  excess  of  the 
actual  dues. 

I  will  now  make  a  personal  attendance  in  Ottawa  to  correct  what,  in  my  opinion, 
is  a  most  "unmasonic"  method  of  dealing  with  this  whole  situation.  I  would 
hope  that,  among  all  Brother  Masons,  fairness  and  a  charitable  attitude  would 
prevail,  so  that  the  Consistory  dues  could  be  paid  or  contributions  made,  and  that 
harmony  and  true  brotherly  love  would  once  and  for  all  correct  what,  to  me,  is 
a  serious  and  worrisome  situation.  I  respectfully  request  this  Supreme  Council’s 
approval  of  my  actions  and  ruling  until  I  am  able  to  personally  attend  to  healing 
this  unfortunate  misunderstanding. 

Attendances  and  Visitations 

I  have  journeyed  to  several  of  the  Provinces  in  the  Jurisdiction,  and  attended  a 
series  of  lodge,  chapter  and  consistory  meetings.  I  have  always  been  received 
with  the  greatest  of  courtesy  and  brotherhood.  The  several  Deputies  have  been 
of  great  assistance  to  me  on  these  visits  and,  in  several  instances,  have  journeyed 
with  me  on  these  attendances.  In  addition,  I  have  represented  this  Supreme 
Council  at  the  Assemblies  and  Communication  of  several  of  our  Grand  Lodges 
and  Concordant  Bodies,  and  have  always  been  afforded  the  utmost  respect,  and 
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have  been  received  with  dignity.  To  those  Deputies  who  represented  me,  or  this 
Supreme  Council,  on  their  independent  visits,  I  express  my  whole-hearted  thanks 
and  appreciation.  It  is  quite  impossible  for  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to 
be  everywhere,  and  they  have,  without  fail,  brought  greetings  to  the  bodies  they 
visited  in  a  most  exemplary  manner,  and  I  thank  them  for  so  doing.  The  list  of 
my  attendances  and  visits  will  appear  in  the  printed  Proceedings.

Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°,  to  represent  our  Supreme 
Council  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.  S.  A.  This 
recommendation  resulted  in  the  SGC  of  that  Jurisdiction  appointing  him 
accordingly,  for  which  I  extend  my  thanks. 

John  Ross  Matheson  Award 

Once  again,  a  distinguished  member  of  our  Supreme  Council  was  carefully 
selected  to  receive  the  John  Ross  Matheson  Award  in  the  person  of 
Ill  .'.Bro /.James  Gordon  Thompson,  32°,  of  London,  Ontario.  The  Committee 
has  arranged  to  make  this  presentation  on  Friday  morning. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  to  you  that  our  very  distinguished  brother.  Ill /.Bro /.John 
Ross  Matheson,  33°,  a  most  distinguished  Canadian,  after  whom  the  Award  was 
named,  recently  suffered  a  stroke.  He  seems  to  be  recovering,  albeit  slowly,  and 
is  currently  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital-by-the-Lake  in  Kingston,  Ontario.  Any 
brother  who  is  in  that  vicinity  would  have  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  visit 
Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Matheson,  and  I  am  sure  it  would  cheer  his  day  and,  at  the  same  time, 
give  the  visiting  brother  a  great  feeling  of  real  caring  and  Brotherhood. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation 

The  Foundation,  through  its  Officers  and  Directors,  continues  to  work  towards 
providing  funds  to  assist  in  research,  particularly  in  Alzheimer’s  Disease.  A 
slightly  different  approach  is  contemplated  in  the  disbursement  of  awards  and 
grants  to  those  persons,  recipients  of  these  grants,  who  are  leaders  in  their 
particular  area  of  research. 

The  President  of  the  Foundation  and  his  Directors  were  able  to  present  to  us  at 
the  Foundation  Luncheon  in  Winnipeg  in  2000,  through  a  presentation  by  Dr.  J. 
Steven  Richardson,  Ph.D.  of  the  University  of  Saskatoon,  a  very  clear  and  easily 
understood  review  of  just  what  Alzheimer’s  Disease  is  all  about,  and  the  effect 
and  results  of  research  that  is  being  done  by  funds  supplied  by  the  Foundation. 
All  the  brethren  who  attended  that  luncheon  and  heard  Dr.  Richardson  speak  left 
that  luncheon,  I  am  sure,  newly  motivated  to  do  more  personally  to  assist  the 
Foundation  in  gathering  funds  to  allow  Canadian  researchers  to  battle  this  terribly 
devastating  disease.  Many  constituent  bodies  are  including  "the  blue  envelope" 
in  their  mailings  of  meeting  notices,  and  I  urge  each  one  of  us  to  dig  a  little 
deeper  into  our  pockets,  that  we  may  hasten  the  day  when  some  answers  may  be 
found  to  deal  with  a  disease  which  affects  so  many. 

Please  remember  that  question  you  were  asked  when  you  first  became  a  Mason  - 
"Would  you  give  if  you  could?"  Let  us  now  respond  as  true  Masons  should. 
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Entitlement 

As  I  am  sure  you  are  aware,  the  number  of  brethren  who  are  chosen  to  become 
members  of  this  Supreme  Council  is  based  on  a  mathematical  formula.  There 
is  great  disparity  with  the  methods  used  to  select  and  present  deserving  brethren 
for  advancement  to  membership  in  this  Supreme  Council. 

This  year,  five  of  our  provinces  and  the  Deputies  thereof,  due  to  qualification 
quotas  applicable  to  their  province,  were  unable  to  present  even  one  brother  for 
membership. 

I  believe  it  is  time  for  our  Supreme  Council  to  reexamine  the  criteria  and 
methodology  used  to  seek  out  new  members  for  our  Supreme  Council  who, 
while  accepting  the  great  honour  such  a  nomination  will  afford  them  if  elected, 
will,  at  the  same  time,  instill  in  them  a  sense  of  renewal  in  their  individual 
efforts  to  continue  to  serve  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  their  respective  valleys  and 
provinces. 

Accordingly,  I  have  appointed  a  Special  Committee  composed  of  brethren  who 
have  a  personal  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the  methods  currently  in  use,  and 
those  who  will  tackle  this  problem  with  a  new,  open  and  enquiring  mind.  I  have 
asked  this  committee  to  give  their  consideration  to  this  problem,  without  being 
bound  by  current  and  long-standing  usage.  The  committee  may  come  up  with 
recommendations  which  are  entirely  new  and  innovative  but,  at  the  same  time, 
approach  the  question,  keeping  in  mind  the  long  and  time-honoured  system 
which  would  so  far  appear  to  have  withstood  the  test  of  time. 

An  interim  report  of  that  committee  was  or  will  be  presented  at  our  executive 
sessions.  These  brethren  have  an  arduous  task  before  them.  I  am  sure  that  their 
collective  wisdom,  experience,  foresight  and  tenacity  will  result  in  a  meaningful 
report  that  will  be  considered  at  our  next  Session.  The  Committee  is  composed 
of  Ill. .Bro  ..Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  Past  Grand  Secretary-General,  Chairman, 
and  Ill  .‘.Bros  .'.Allard  B.  Loopstra,  33°,  Thomas  E.  Lewis,  33°,  and  Richard  D. 
Quinton,  33°,  with  Ill  ..Bro.'.  William  J.  C.  Newson,  33°,  as  observer  for  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Honours 

I  was  extremely  pleased  to  have  been  elected  an  Emeritus  Member  of  Honour 
of  the  Supreme  Council,  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  U.  S.  A.  during 
my  first  year  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  My  relationship  with  this 
distinguished  Supreme  Council  goes  back  some  years,  and  the  personal 
friendships  that  have  developed  with  their  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and 
other  Officers  has  made  this  election  very  special  for  me.  I  cherish  it  and  look 
forward  to  many  years  of  continued  affection  and  close  ties  with  our  neighbour 
Supreme  Council  to  the  immediate  South. 

Relocation  of  the  Supreme  Council  Administration  Offices 

Several  years  ago,  the  idea  of  relocating  our  Supreme  Council  Offices  from  the 
house  on  George  Street  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Building  on  Queen  Street  South  in 
Hamilton,  was  first  conceived  by  Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  at  that  time 
the  Grand  Secretary-General.  In  the  Spring  of  2001,  that  conception  became  a 
reality  when  the  move  was  completed.  Ill.. Bro.'. Wands  was  able  to  steer  the 
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relocation  and  the  accompanying  concerns  around  the  several  obstacles  that  the 
idea  faced  but,  by  his  fortitude,  support  and  perseverance,  the  move  was 
finalized.  Your  Supreme  Council  now  has  office  facilities  in  a  fine  and  stately 
building,  which  also  houses  the  Scottish  Rite  Club  of  Hamilton  and  the  Scottish 
Rite  Cathedral.  This  was  basically  accomplished  without  the  expenditure  of  large 
sums  of  money  and  the  final  result  is  that  the  overhead  costs  of  your  Supreme 
Council,  maintaining  an  office,  has  not  increased,  and  those  funds  are  now  paid 
into  another  Scottish  Rite  Corporation,  where  it  is  badly  needed  to  enable  that 
Corporation  to  maintain,  in  good  form,  a  show  place  for  Scottish  Rite  Masons 
in  Canada.  I  extend  my  personal  thanks  to  Ill Bro  Bob  Wands,  33°,  for  seeing 
his  idea  through  to  fruition. 

Appointments 

During  the  past  year,  I  have  made  several  appointments  of  Ill.  Brethren  to  assist 
Officers  of  your  Supreme  Council.  Some  of  our  Deputies  have  extensive 
geographical  territory  to  cover  and,  while  they  continue  to  be  active  in  all  areas 
of  their  territory,  it  was  thought  advantageous  to  the  general  benefit  of  the  Rite 
that  I  should  appoint  Special  Assistants  when  the  same  were  requested  for  these 
Deputies.

Ill  .\Bro.\  Quinton  presented  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Special 
Awards  and  then  asked  SGC  Byrne  to  join  him  on  the  level. 

Bro.  Quinton:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Distinguished  guests,  brethren,  as 
requested  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  a  Special  Committee  was  formed 
to  choose  those  heros  of  our  fraternity  who  go  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty 
with  a  continued  commitment  of  distinguished  service  to  community,  country  and 
mankind.  This  award  is  named  after  a  most  distinguished  Canadian  and  brother 
of  this  Supreme  Council,  Ill /.Bro  ..John  Ross  Matheson.  He  is  a  man  who  has 
given  so  much  of  himself  for  the  good  of  his  country,  community  and  mankind. 
If  I  may,  I  would  like  to  repeat  a  quote  regarding  his  feelings  on  being  made  a 
Mason.  "This  was  the  start  of  a  journey  of  imagination  wherein  every  character, 
figure  and  emblem  may  be  seen  to  bear  some  moral  connotation,  where  every 
brother  is  invited  to  serve  purposes  greater  than  himself.  God  accomplishes  His 
mighty  design  in  and  through  men,  through  ordinary  folk  like  ourselves." 
Certainly  anyone  who  receives  this  award  will  have  made  major  contributions  in 
one  or  more  of  the  requirements  for  consideration.  This  year’s  recipient  as  read 
out  earlier  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  is  Ill /.Bro /.James  Gordon 
Thompson,  32°,  from  the  Valley  of  London.  Will  the  Grand  Master  of 
Ceremonies  conduct  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Thompson  to  the  East?  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  James  Gordon 
Thompson  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  Centennial  Lodge  No.684  GRC  in 
the  year  1959,  served  as  WM  in  1969,  and  served  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario  as  Grand  Superintendent  of  Works  in  1984.  Our 
brother  has  distinguished  himself  in  his  many  endeavours  outside  of  Masonry. 
As  an  active  member  of  St.  John’s  Anglican  Church  in  London  for  some  70 
years  he  committed  himself  to  all  functions  within  the  church.  He  has  served  as 
Chairman,  Canadian  Red  Cross  Campaign  for  London,  President  of  the  London 
Flying  Club,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Arthritis  Society  of 
London.  He  is  an  Honorary  Colonel  of  the  First  Hussars,  Royal  Canadian 
Armoured  Corps.  He  has  also  served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Victoria 
Hospital  here  in  London.  An  item  of  noteworthiness  was  his  hands-on 
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involvement  with  the  hydroplane,  Miss  Supertest  III,  both  as  a  builder  and 
sponsor  of  this  boat,  which  became  famed  by  winning  the  Harmsworth  Trophy 
for  Canada  in  1959.  The  sponsor  of  Bro.  Thompson  stated  that  he  represents  a 
unique  and  valuable  combination  of  special  talents  and  experience  and  his  quiet 
manner  does  not  do  justice  to  his  considerable  achievements.  He  has  a  deep 
respect  and  fondness  for  the  Masonic  fraternity.  He  is  always  happy  to  serve  in 
some  useful  capacity  when  asked.  His  willingness  to  give  of  his  time  in  the 
community  and  his  generous  support  of  the  church  and  diocese  has  precluded  an 
opportunity  for  him  to  serve  as  an  officer  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  His  willingness 
and  dedication  to  serve  his  fellow  man  make  him  a  worthy  hero  from  our 
fraternity  wherever  he  travels  or  labours.  Brethren,  I  give  you 
Ill  .‘.Bro  .'.Thompson.  (Applause) 

SGC :  Most  Worshipful  Sir  will  you  accompany  me?  Bro.  Jim,  we’ve  heard 
some  very  nice  things  about  a  fellow  and  it  looks  like  you.  I  thank  you  on 
behalf  of  your  Supreme  Council  for  your  dedication  and  your  effort  and  I’m 
very,  very  pleased  to  be  here  assisted  by  your  Grand  Master, 
M.'.W.'.  Bro  .‘.Terence  Shand. 

M.W.Bro.  Shand :  Bro.  Thompson  please  accept  my  heartfelt  thanks.  Your 
outstanding  contribution  not  only  to  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  but  you  bring 
great  honour  to  a  lodge  that  I  belong  to,  Centennial  Lodge. 

SGC :  I’m  very  pleased  to  affix  the  special  John  Ross  Matheson  Award  to  you 
Jim.  May  you  wear  it  for  many  years  proudly  and  happily.  In  case  you  have 
any  doubts,  there  are  all  kinds  of  fellows  back  here  that  have  those  special  coats 
on  that  are  members  of  your  lodge.  I’d  like  them  to  come  up  here  to 
congratulate  you  individually. 

SGC :  Bro.  Jim,  I  understand  there  is  another  special  brother  here  to  say  hello  to 
you  and  maybe  Bro.  Ted  Peters  will  look  after  the  dissertation  at  the  beginning. 

Ill Bro  .'.Peters:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  distinguished  guests  and  my 
brethren  all,  we  are  indeed  privileged  to  have  Mr.  J.  Allyn  Taylor  with  us  this 
morning.  Many  of  you  will  know  J.  Allyn  and  many  of  you  will  know  him  as 
a  great  friend.  As  you  know  he  was  one  of  the  great  financial  tycoons  of  this 
country  and  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  development  and  the  running  of 
Canada  Trust  for  many  years  not  to  mention  what  he  does  for  the  community 
and  for  all  those  who  know  and  love  him.  It’s  a  pleasure  to  have  him  with  us 
this  morning.  He  is  a  great  friend  of  James  Thompson. 

Mr.  J.  Allyn  Taylor.  Thank  you  very  much  Mister  Chairman,  gentlemen  I’ve 
been  told  that  I  can  speak  for  as  long  as  I  like  if  I  kept  it  within  two  minutes. 
I’ll  do  my  best  to  do  that.  I’m  very  complimented  to  be  asked  to  speak  a  few 
words  on  behalf  of  Jim  Thompson  who  is  a  close  personal  friend  and  for  whom 
I  have  nothing  but  the  highest  admiration  for  all  that  he  has  accomplished  not 
only  for  his  community  and  his  country  but  for  his  family  as  well.  I  can’t  recite 
what  someone  has  said  about  Jim  and  some  of  his  offices,  other  than  to  say  that 
his  work  with  organizations  in  the  city  is  an  example  to  anybody  of  good 
citizenship.  Jim  Thompson  spoke  for  the  Children’s  Aid  Society,  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  of  London.  When  I  speak  of  this,  he  is  active

in  an  official  capacity  on  behalf  of  all  these  organizations.  The  accomplishments 
of  this  man  are  quite  beyond  easy  telling.  The  thing  that  Jim  has  done  that  has 
made  most  of  an  impression  upon  me  and  on  a  number  of  his  friends  is  what  he 
did  with  the  development  of  Miss  Supertest  which  was  the  entry  in  the 
Harmswoth  Trophy.  The  Harmsworth  Trophy  was  a  British  recognition  of 
international  standing  to  people  in  speed  boat  racing  and  in  1959,  60,  and  61,  Jim 
Thompson  and  his  father  before  him  developed  Miss  Supertest  III.  That  boat 
won  the  Harmsworth  Trophy  three  years  in  a  row.  They  accomplished  the 
unbelievable.  The  boat  only  raced  four  times.  The  first  race  was  a  qualifying 
race  that  put  it  into  the  Harmsworth  and  the  three  races  in  the  Harmsworth 
Trophy  in  the  subsequent  three  years.  Miss  Supertest  won  all  three  of  them. 
The  boat  was  retired  and  is  now  in  Ontario  Place  in  Toronto  as  an  example  of 
Canadian  pride  in  accomplishment.  What  was  done  there  is  a  living  tribute  to 
Jim  Thompson  and  his  father’s  accomplishments.  I  don’t  know  if  there  is 
anything  more  that  I  can  do  Mr.  Chairman  other  than  to  say  that  I  am 
complimented  to  be  here  this  morning  and  to  be  speaking  of  a  close  personal 
friend  and  to  add  my  word  of  endorsement  to  what  has  already  been  said  about 
this  remarkable  citizen,  Jim  Thompson.  (Applause) 

SGC :  Thank  you  Mr.  Taylor,  I’m  so  pleased  you  are  here. 

SGC :  Due  to  travel  difficulties  the  seminar  that  was  planned  for  this  afternoon 
will  not  be  available.  We  will  be  extending  the  Question  and  Answer  period  and 
later  this  afternoon  there  will  be  a  special  presentation  that  I  hope  you  will  all 
be  able  to  see.  It  will  give  us  an  opportunity  to  look  at  our  Supreme  Council, 
to  talk  about  and  come  up  with  ideas,  innovative  ideas  as  to  just  how  and  what 
we  should  do.  This  question  period  will  have  a  leader  who  I  think  will  motivate 
you  to  stand  up  and  tell  it  like  it  is. 

SGC  Byrne  announced  that  we  would  now  move  on  to  the  reception  of  reports 
and  explained  that  all  of  the  reports  appearing  in  the  booklet  of  Preliminary 
Reports  had  been  carefully  considered  and  adopted  in  Executive  Session.  Since 
copies  of  these  reports  had  been  distributed  in  the  registration  package  for  all  to 
read,  they  would  now  be  presented  in  precis  form.  Any  changes  that  occurred 
in  the  Executive  Session  would  be  included  in  this  presentation.  This  is  an 
opportunity  for  the  chairmen  of  these  committees  or  the  appropriate  officer  to 
make  brief  comments  to  the  brethren  concerning  the  reports.  The  SGC  reminded 
the  brethren  that  while  the  legislative  body  of  this  Supreme  Council  is  the 
Executive  Session,  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  are  encouraged  to  comment 
and  ask  questions  about  the  reports. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  the  GSG  for  his  report  which  he  did  in  precis. 

The  SGC  than  called  on  the  GTG  for  his  Report  and  the  Trustees  Report  which 
he  did  in  precis. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  Ill /.Bro.*.  George  F.  Benton  for  the  Auditor’s  Report 
which  he  read  in  full. 

SGC  announced  that  the  Deputies’  Reports  are  printed  in  the  booklet  of 
Preliminary  Reports  and  encouraged  the  brethren  to  read  them  as  there  is  a

FOUNDATION  LUNCHEON 

The  Luncheon  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  was  held  at  12:00  noon 
in  Dufferin  Hall,  London  Masonic  Temple,  with  President  John  V.  Lawer 
presiding. 

President  Lawer  asked  The  Right  Rev.  C.  Robert  Townshend  to  give  the 
Invocation  and  to  express  our  collective  thoughts  on  this  day. 

The  Right  Reverend  C.  Robert  Townshend :  People  all  over  this  land  are  taking 
a  moment  of  silence,  collectively  as  citizens  of  the  world,  to  remember  before 
God  all  those  who  have  lost  their  lives  through  acts  of  their  fellow  human 
beings.  We  now,  in  accord  with  our  government  and  those  all  across  Canada, 
at  noon  stand  before  God,  reminding  ourselves  and  reminding  all  the  world  that 
sin  does  abound,  that  evil  does  abound,  but  that  good  always  overcomes  evil. 
When  God  is  indeed  at  the  centre  of  human  affairs,  evil  is  pushed  aside,  but 
when  humanity  stands  at  the  centre,  evil  takes  over.  In  this  moment  of  silence, 
we  offer  up  our  prayers  to  almighty  God  and  remember  before  God  all  those 
who  have  so  horrifically  lost  their  lives  at  the  hands  of  their  fellow  human 
beings.  We  remember  them  and  their  loved  ones,  their  friends  and  their  co¬ 
workers  who  have  shared  an  experience  that  comes  to  human  beings  all  through 
the  centuries.  We  remember,  as  we  think  of  those  who  have  lost  their  lives  and 
their  families  that  are  involved  in  that  happening  of  life.  We  remember  also 
those  who  are  now  giving  their  lives,  and  their  time,  and  all  that  they  have  that 
they  might  secure  the  safety  of  those  who  are  in  need  of  us,  for  all  the  care¬ 
givers.  I  bid  us  also  remember  those  who  are  making  decisions  for  the  well¬ 
being  of  the  peoples  of  this  world,  for  the  decisions  aren't  alone  for  our  sisters 
and  brothers  in  the  United  States  but  for  all  of  human  society.  We  pray  that  the 
leaders  of  the  world  might  choose  well  and  rightly  and  that  you  O  God  might  be 
at  the  centre  of  their  decision  making.  We  take  this  small  moment  in  our  life. 
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to  give  thanks  to  God  for  the  lives  of  those  who  have  lost  them  so  quickly  and 
with  so  little  meaning.  We  pray  for  them  and  for  their  families  and  for  all  who 
are  involved  in  this  time  of  human  existence.  Let  us  pray  in  a  moment  of 
silence.  O  God,  once  again  in  our  human  history,  we  are  vividly  made  aware 
of  the  evilness  that  can  lurk  in  the  hearts  of  your  creation,  humankind.  We  pray 
that  your  loving  concern  for  us  will  open  our  hearts  and  minds  to  begin  to  live 
with  one  another  in  peace  and  harmony,  that  as  you  become  the  centre  of  our 
being  and  our  existence,  we  might  come  to  try  to  raise  up  your  purposes  and 
your  plans  for  your  creation.  We  pray  indeed  for  those  who  have  lost  their  lives 
and  we  now  know  that  in  your  presence  they  have  healing  and  wholeness  of  life. 
We  pray  that  your  continuing  love  and  compassion  may  care  for  those  who 
suffer  in  their  loss  of  loved  ones.  We  pray  that,  through  the  guidance  of  your 
spirit,  the  peoples  of  the  world  will  come  more  and  more  together  in  unity  that 
we  might  seek  after  the  peace  that  you  want  for  us  and  the  community  that  you 
want  us  to  build  in  your  name.  These  things  we  ask  always  in  your  holy  name. 
Amen.  And  now,  as  we  stand  before  God,  as  we  gather  together  in  this 
fraternity  in  this  important  luncheon  in  the  work  of  our  fraternity,  I  offer  this 
prayer  for  the  work  that  we  do  and  indeed  for  the  lunch  we  are  about  to  share. 
Sanctify  O  God,  those  whom  you  have  called  to  the  practice  and  study  of  the 
arts  of  healing  and  prevention  of  disease  and  pain.  Strengthen  them  by  your 
live-giving  spirit  that,  by  their  ministries,  the  health  of  your  community  may  be 
promoted  and  your  creation  glorified.  This  we  ask  in  your  name.  We  ask  that 
you  bless  this  food  to  our  use  and  all  of  us  to  your  service  but  always  make  us 
mindful  of  the  needs  of  your  other  children.  These  things  we  ask  in  your  name. 
Amen 

All  enjoyed  a  light  lunch. 

Following  the  luncheon,  the  Chairman  introduced  the  head  table  guests.  Donald 
R.  Thornton,  Chairman  of  the  Awards  Committee,  introduced  our  speaker.  Dr. 
Paul  Edward  Fraser,  Ph.D.  who  is  a  past  recipient  of  a  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation  Research  Grant.  Dr.  Fraser  is  an  internationally  recognized 
researcher  in  the  field  of  neurodegenerative  diseases.  He  was  awarded  his 
Doctorate  Degree  in  Biochemistry  from  the  University  of  Toronto  followed  by 
post  doctoral  research  in  neurology  and  neuropathology  at  the  Harvard  Medical 
School  and  the  study  of  neurodegenerative  diseases  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 
He  is  an  Associate  Professor,  Centre  for  Research  in  Neurodegenerative  Diseases 
and  Department  of  Medical  Biophysics  at  University  of  Toronto. 

Dr.  Paul  Fraser  spoke  without  notes  about  the  kind  of  work  that  he  does  and  the 
type  of  research  that  is  ongoing  not  only  in  Canada  but  around  the  world.  The 
Centre  for  Research  at  the  University  of  Toronto  was  set  up  to  study  neurological 
diseases  including  Alzheimer’s  and  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of 
Canada  has  funded  research  at  this  centre  for  many  years  through  Dr.  Don 
McLaughlin,  Dr.  Peter  St.  George-Hyslop  and  then  Dr.  Fraser.  There  have  been 
many  significant  discoveries  as  a  result  of  our  funding.  He  began  by  telling  us 
something  of  the  symptoms  of  Alzheimer’s  and  the  complications  it  means  for 
the  care-givers.  He  spoke  about  the  physical  impairment  connected  with  the 
disease.  They  are  looking  at  the  causes  and  he  spoke  about  some  of  the  exciting 
developments  in  treatment.  The  work  funded  by  the  Foundation  at  the  centre  has 
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discovered  three  new  genes  which  are  probably  the  most  important  findings  in 
Alzheimer’s  Disease  in  the  last  six  or  seven  years.  Since  these  discoveries,  an 
enormous  amount  of  research  has  been  carried  out  and  they  have  been  successful 
in  linking  these  genes  to  individuals  who  have  familial  Alzheimer’s  Disease. 
Recently  there  has  been  a  lot  of  talk  of  treatment,  both  prophylactic  and 
preventative,  using  a  vaccine  therapy.  The  result  of  testing  Alzheimer  brains  that 
have  been  inoculated  with  the  vaccine  has  been  astounding  and  they  have  gone 
into  clinical  trials.  It  may  be  used  as  a  therapy  or  used  for  people  who  are  at 
very  high  risk  of  developing  the  disease.  At  this  point  they  have  not  been  used 
in  human  trials.  He  held  out  hope  that,  because  of  the  advances  made  in  the  last 
twenty  years,  the  disease,  and  not  just  the  symptoms,  would  be  treatable  in  the 
not  too  distant  future. 

His  presentation  was  followed  by  a  question  period  during  which  he  answered 
a  variety  of  questions  concerning  treatment,  testing  of  new  therapies,  prevalence 
of  the  disease  throughout  the  world,  environmental  factors,  screening  of  those 
who  have  a  familial  history  of  Alzheimer’s  Disease,  ethical  concerns  with 
screening  and  the  treatment  of  those  identified  as  being  most  likely  to  develop 
the  disease,  and  the  likelihood  of  people  who  remain  active  mentally  avoiding 
the  onset  of  Alzheimer’s. 

The  thanks  of  the  members  was  expressed  to  Dr.  Fraser  by  Vice-President 
Harold  E.  Crosby. 

Before  the  luncheon  ended,  in  keeping  with  a  tradition  that  began  a  number  of 
years  ago,  President  Lawer  was  pleased  to  receive,  from  brethren  representing 
valleys  across  the  country  and  from  individual  brethren,  donations  amounting  to 
$49,445.87  for  the  capital  fund  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Foundation.  The  Almoner 
of  the  Valley  of  London  also  included  the  funds  received  on  Thursday  in  the  Box 
of  Fraternal  Assistance.  President  Lawer  thanked  the  brethren  for  their 
generosity,  not  only  at  this  meeting,  but  throughout  the  year. 
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At  2:00  p.m.,  SGC  Byrne  Resumed  Labour  in  the  Red  Room,  London  Masonic 
Temple. 

Ill. '.Bro.*. Stanley  J.  Clayton  presented  the  report  of  the  special  Committee  on 
Valley  Publications  and  asked  the  SGC  to  present  to  the  winning  Valley

in  your  respective  valley  notices.  Please  take  these  back  to  your  valleys  and 
make  sure  the  brethren  know  that  this  Supreme  Council  appreciates  all  their 
efforts. 

Clayton :  This  year  we  have  a  new  category,  "Most  Improved  Notice",  and 
the  winner  is  Lethbridge  to  be  received  by  Bro.  Weber. 

SGC  Byrne :  You’re  winning  all  these  awards  Bro.  Weber.  I  am  pleased  to 
present  to  you  this  Outstanding  Notice  Award  for  the  Most  Improved  category 
and  I  charge  you  to  commit  to  writing  all  those  things  you  did  to  improve  the 
notice  so  we  can  do  it  all  across  the  country.

The  SGC  then  called  on  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  Donald  N.  Campbell  for  his  report  on  the 
Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite  which  he  did  in  precis. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  the  Master  of  Ceremonies  to  conduct  Ill  .*.  Bro  .\  Robert 
G.  Wands  to  the  East. 

SGC  Byrne :  Bro.  Wands  I’m  going  to  make  a  presentation  to  you  on  behalf  of 
our  Supreme  Council  as  a  token,  only  a  token,  of  the  dedicated  work  that  you 
gave  to  your  Supreme  Council  during  your  term  as  Grand  Secretary-General. 
You  have  joined  a  very  distinguished  group  of  Past  Grand  Secretaries-General 
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and  you  add  lustre  to  that  group.  I  personally  know  how  long  and  how  hard  and 
how  industrious  your  labours  were.  You  gave  completely  of  yourself  and  you 
got  us  on  the  right  path  and  you’re  still  helping  me  get  on  the  right  path  and  I 
appreciate  that.  Bob  we’ve  travelled  a  lot  together  and  we’ve  had  a  lot  of  fun 
and  we’ve  had  a  lot  of  excitement  and  we’ve  had  some  very  momentous  things 
happen  to  us  and  our  wives.  I’m  so  pleased  to  see  you  here  and  not  in  a 
wheelchair.  You’ve  been  fighting  for  a  long  time  with  that  hip  of  yours  and  I’m 
glad  to  see  that  you’ve  finally  got  it  licked. 

PGSG  Wands :  Sir,  you  are  too  busy  to  push  me  around  in  a  wheelchair. 
(Laughter) 

SGC  Byrne :  No  I'm  not.  I’d  push  you  anywhere  but  I  prefer  not  to  push  you  in 
a  wheelchair.  Please  take  this  and  if  you  would  like  to  open  it,  that  would  be 
fine. 

PGSG  Wands :  It’s  beautiful!  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Most  Worshipful 
the  Grand  Master  and  my  brethren.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  your  words 
are  most  pleasant.  Thank  you  very  much.  I  spent  nine  and  three  quarter  years 
in  the  office  of  Supreme  Council  and  during  most  of  that  time  I  enjoyed  it  very 
much  devoting  my  time  to  Supreme  Council,  Scottish  Rite  and  Freemasonry. 
One  of  the  benefits  of  having  the  ability  to  do  so  was  being  able  to  meet  so 
many  fine  Masons  across  Canada,  the  United  States  and  other  countries.  With 
these  benefits.  Illustrious  Sir,  a  gift  was  certainly  not  necessary  and  I  told  you 
this  on  a  number  of  occasions.

We  miss  him  and  for  those  of  you  brethren  who  can’t 
remember  his  name  it  was  Rod  Connor  and  we’re  very  glad  to  acknowledge  that. 
You’ve  heard  that  we  have  a  new  assistant  to  our  Executive  Secretary  in  the 
person  of  Ill .’.  Bro  .*.  George  R.  Robbins,  32°.  Some  of  you  have  had  letters  from 
George  but  haven’t  met  him.  So  I’m  going  to  ask  George  to  come  over  here  so 
everybody  can  have  a  look.  I  see  George  a  lot  more  than  pretty  well  anyone  in 
this  room  and,  George,  I’m  delighted  to  be  able  to  present  you  to  your  brethren 
because  now  they  will  know,  when  they  get  a  letter  from  you,  who  they  are 
dealing  with.  Thank  you  George  you  are  doing  a  great  job.  (Applause) 

The  SGC  then  called  on  Ill  ..Bro  .'.John  V.  Lawer  for  his  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  which  he  gave  in  precis. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  Ill.-.  Bro  ..Robert  A.  Barnett  for  his  report  of  the  special 
Committee  on  the  Supreme  Councillor  which  he  gave  in  precis. 
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SGC  Byrne:  Brethren,  as  I’ve  indicated  several  times,  due  to  the  calamity  in  the 
United  States  which  has  affected  Canada  and  its  air  travel,  the  brethren  who  were 
to  present  the  seminar  this  afternoon  were  unable  to  be  here.  We  were  able  to 
get  bits  and  pieces  of  the  programme,  but  we  didn’t  feel  that  it  was  fair  to  them, 
or  to  you,  to  try  to  present  a  program  that  we  didn’t  feel  we  were  ready  to 
present  without  having  them  here.  We  also  had  indicated  that  there  would  be  a 
Question  and  Answer  Period.  As  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  after  some 
consultation,  I’ve  decided  to  combine  these  two  events  this  afternoon  and  I’ve 
asked  a  few  brethren  to  assist  me  in  the  persons  of  Ill /.Bros ..Robert  J. 
McKibbon  and  Terence  Shand.  We’re  going  to  try  to  get  you  to  think  outside 
the  box.  Supreme  Council  is  no  different  than  any  other  organization.  It  needs 
new  ideas,  it  needs  a  shot  in  the  arm  for  membership.  We’ve  got  to  stand  up  on 
our  own  feet  now  brethren  and  we’ve  got  to  do  it  the  right  way.  I  hope  that 
each  and  every  one  of  you  will  feel  perfectly  free  and  uninhibited  when  you  ask 
questions.  If  you  have  questions  about  your  Supreme  Council  or  how  Scottish 
Rite  Masonry  is  or  should  be  affecting  all  of  us,  we  want  to  hear  about  it. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  Bro.  McKibbon  to  run  the  program. 

Ill :.Bro .'.McKibbon:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  my  brethren,  you  have 
heard  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  This  afternoon  we  are  going  to  get  out 
of  the  box.  This  afternoon,  my  brethren,  history  is  being  made  by  this  Supreme 
Council.  Generally  speaking,  in  the  past,  the  direction  and  orders  have  come 
from  on  high,  from  our  Active  Members  who  have  diligently  worked  for  this 
Supreme  Council.  But  it’s  a  new  ball  game.  They  don’t  play  by  those  rules 
anymore.  The  events  of  this  week  said  that.  Every  brother  in  this  room  has 
taken  that  obligation  for  his  country,  for  his  craft,  for  his  way  of  life.  But  words 
are  easy.  So  this  afternoon  we  are  seeking  your  help.  The  Most  Worshipful  the 
Grand  Master  and  I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  working  before  with  what  we 
called  neophyte  masons,  experienced  masons.  Basically  it’s  brainstorming. 
Basically  it’s  an  idea,  you  don’t  discuss  it,  you  don’t  talk  about  it,  you  just  give 
us  the  idea.  He  writes  a  lot  better  than  I  do,  so  Most  Worshipful  Sir  would  you 
go  to  the  board?  My  brethren  the  time  has  come.  We  have  some  roving 
reporters  with  microphones  to  get  your  ideas.  We  know  that  every  brother  here 
can  speak  for  more  than  just  a  few  moments.  Bro.  Lawer,  you  are  the  President 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  Would  you  mind  occupying  this 
chair  for  a  moment  please?  Do  you  have  a  watch  with  you?  Does  it  have  a 
secondhand?  Wonderful.  You’ve  just  become  the  official  timer  sir.  At  the  end 
of  30  seconds  if  you  would  just  please  stand  to  let  the  brother  know  that  he  has 
approximately  10  seconds  to  get  off  stage.  If  he  doesn’t  there  will  be  a  five 
dollar  fee  that  the  Foundation  will  be  glad  to  collect.  (Laughter)  Do  I  make 
myself  clear  brethren.  (Laughter)  That  doesn’t  include  me  brethren.  (Laughter) 

Bro.  McKibbon  then  proceeded  to  ask  the  question,  looking  for  positive  ideas: 

What  is  right  about  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Canada? 

(After  he  had  obtained  a  large  list  of  positives,  he  asked  the  brethren  to  take  the 
hand  of  the  brother  on  his  left.  He  then  said:  " You  have  heard  all  these 
positives,  and  right  now  you  can  feel  these  positives.  You  can  feel  that  brother 's 
grip,  you  can  feel  that  brotherly  love,  you  can  feel  that  faith  and  goodness  in  the 
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man  beside  you.  Now  ask  the  brother  beside  you  who  he  told  in  the  last  month 
about  any  of  these  positives  who  is  not  in  the  fraternity.”  After  a  few  moments 
he  asked  the  brethren  to  be  seated  and  then  he  said:  Some  of  us  are  privileged 
to  see  this  light  but  many  of  us  throughout  this  world  are  like  us  in  this  part  of 
the  room.  With  due  respect  to  my  neighbours  in  the  south,  who  I  deeply  feel  for, 
we  heard  our  Grand  Prior  say  that  goodness  will  prevail.  But  goodness  will  not 
prevail  unless  we  do  something  about  it.  Not  talk,  not  read,  but  do.  How  does 
it  come  about?  It  comes  about  by  you  the  leaders  spreading  a  little  light,  a  little 
more  light  and  soon  there  is  light  concerning  our  whole  universality  of  the 
science. " 

Bro.  McKibbon  then  said  that  we  had  heard  what  was  good,  but  there  is  always 
room  for  improvement,  and  now  it  was  time  to  ask: 

What  is  wrong  with  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Canada? 

(After  he  had  obtained  a  large  list  of  what  is  wrong,  he  said:  " You  know  what ’s 
wrong,  I  know  what ’s  wrong.  Look  around  the  room.  These  are  our  leaders, 
you  are  our  leaders,  not  the  guy  beside  you,  but  you,  and  you,  and  you.  If  we 
look  at  the  positives  and  we  look  at  the  negatives,  I  think  the  positives  would  still 
win.  But  by  far  there  are  too  may  negatives.  I  have  one  simple  question.  What 
are  you  going  to  do  about  it?  Remember  the  old  stand  off  'Ya?  Ya.  Ya?  Ya.  ’ 
Well  what  are  you  going  to  do  about  it?  With  all  due  respect,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  if  we  don  V  do  something  about  it,  you  and  I,  if  we  don  ’ t  do 
something,  we  won ' t  have  to  worry  about  it  ten  years  from  now.  And  I ’m  sorry 
but  every  brother  sitting  in  this  room  has  put  too  many  years,  too  much  hard 
work,  a  life  of  devotion,  every  brother  in  this  room.  You  say  yes  but  I ’ve  done 
so  much,  I’ve  given  so  much,  I’ve  travelled  right  across  this  continent  with  this 
group,  I ’ve  been  to  committee  meetings  and  so  on  and  on.  It  doesn  ’t  matter 
anymore  and  it  will  matter  even  less  ten  years  from  now.  And  that ’s  if  we  're 
lucky.  So  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it?  Are  we  going  to  sit  and  complain 
and  witch  with  a  capital  B?  Or  are  we  going  to  act?  And  again,  with  due 
respect  to  our  neighbours  in  the  south,  there  were  some  very  brave  men  who 
decided  they  had  to  do  something  about  their  hijacking.  And  yes,  they  were 
killed,  and  yes  they  went  down,  but  they  went  down  as  I  hope  every  Scottish 
Riter  and  every  Freemason  in  this  province  and  across  this  nation  would.  We  're 
not  going  down  without  a  fight.  OK,  we  need  the  weapons  to  fight  with. " 

Bro.  McKibbon  then  asked  the  question: 

What  are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 

(A  long  list  of  things  that  could  be  done  was  developed  by  the  brethren.) 

Ill/.Bro.’.C.  Edwin  Drew  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Ill  /.Bros  ..McKibbon  and 
Shand  for  stepping  into  the  breech  and  leading  us  into  this  new  century. 
(Applause) 

III : .Bro : .Lawer.  I  want  to  thank  you  too.  We  raised  $60  for  the  Foundation. 
(Applause) 

SGC  Byrne :  I  thank  Bros.  Bob  McKibbon  and  Terry  Shand  for  their  efforts.  I’m 
going  to  ask  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  George  Robbins  to  be  sure  to 
collect  all  these  sheets.  We  will  review  them  and  we  will  do  our  level  best  to 
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put  something  together  to  send  out  to  all  of  the  valleys  so  you  have  some 
material  to  start  thinking  about.  (Applause)  What  we  tried  to  do  today  was  a 
little  unorthodox,  a  little  different  from  what  we’ve  done  before.  I  enjoyed  it 
immensely.  Did  you  my  brethren  enjoy  what  you  saw  here  this  afternoon? 
(Applause)  It  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  think  outside  the  box.  Not  long  ago, 
one  of  our  candidates  in  fact,  had  an  opportunity  to  talk  about  thinking  outside 
the  box  and  he  gave  a  very  positive  demonstration  of  what  that  means.  A  lot  of 
us  might  have  some  concern  about  what  thinking  outside  the  box  means.  We 
were  at  a  luncheon  and  everyone  had  a  programme  and  this  brother  asked 
everybody  to  write  on  the  back  of  the  programme  "It  has  been  a  good  day"  and 
they  were  to  use  the  hand  they  normally  did  not  write  with.  Everybody 
proceeded  and  then  he  said:  "How  many  of  you  lettered  or  printed  that?"  A  few 
hands  went  up  and  he  said:  "You  took  the  easy  way.  What  about  you  who 
didn’t,  can  you  read  it?"  We  all  had  to  agree  that  we  felt  uncomfortable  and  the 
results  right  then  and  there  weren’t  that  good  but  it  was  to  me  a  very  practical 
feeling  of  what  may  happen  when  you  think  outside  the  box.  It’s  something  that 
I  think  we’ve  all  got  to  do.  Because  as  you’ve  heard  Bro.  McKibbon  say,  if  you 
don’t  do  something  we  won’t  be  around  in  ten  years.  I  think  too  much  of 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  that  I  want  the  next  generation  to  have  as  much 
enjoyment  as  I’ve  had  out  of  it.  But  I  think  more  important  than  that,  it  is  one 
more  avenue  that  all  of  us  can  learn  about,  the  Scottish  Rite,  the  basic  Masonic 
principles.  If  all  the  world  knew  them,  what  happened  in  New  York  City, 
Washington  and  Pennsylvania  would  never,  ever  have  happened.  It  would  have 
been  absolutely  impossible  to  happen  because  people  wouldn’t  think  that  way. 
Unfortunately  there  are  some  people  that  do,  and  it  is  up  to  Masonry  to  quietly, 
but  actively,  go  ahead  with  its  message  so  that  all  over  the  world  we  can  have 
the  kind  of  living  in  a  world  that  you  and  I  would  like  to  see  happen.  Brethren, 
for  you  who  have  made  contributions  to  our  Foundation  I  thank  you,  to  you  who 
made  contributions  of  ideas,  I  thank  you,  and  I  thank  you  all  for  being  here  this 
afternoon.  We  thought  for  a  while  that  we  were  going  to  have  a  serious  problem 
in  overcoming  the  difficulty  of  not  being  able  to  put  on  a  presentation  and  I 
think  that  the  results  have  been  good  and  I  will  see  that  they  are  distributed.

SATURDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  15,  2001 
GENERAL  SESSION 

The  Supreme  Council  resumed  labour  in  General  Session  at  9:00  a.m.  in  the  Red 
Room,  London  Masonic  Temple. 

After  wishing  the  brethren  "Good  Morning",  the  SGC  advised  that  as  everyone 
has  received  a  copy  of  the  Preliminary  Reports  that  only  those  reports  that  had 
been  amended  in  Executive  Session  would  be  commented  on  during  their 
presentation  this  morning.  Those  reports  which  have  not  been  amended  will  not 
be  presented  this  morning. 

SGC :  I  was  very  pleased  with  yesterday  afternoon’s  session  when  everyone 
became  interactive  and  stirred  us  on  to  greater  things.  We  have  not  lost  that 
brethren.  We  note  that  our  Grand  Master  was  good  enough  to  be  a  scribe  and 
write  everything  down  and  that  will  be  put  into  a  written  form  and  sent  out  to 
all  of  the  valleys  with  a  preamble  so  you  will  know  what  to  do  with  it.  I'm 
hoping  that  the  idea  that  occurred  here  might  be  promoted  right  across  the 
country  as  we  were  only  able  to  use  the  minds  and  innovative  ideas  of  those  that 
were  here.  There  are  many  Scottish  Rite  Masons  that  are  not  here,  who  have 
good  ideas  also,  and  we  must  be  sure  to  capture  them. 

The  SGC  called  upon  Ill  Bro  John  V.  Lawer,  President  of  The  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Foundation. 

President  Lawer  presented  the  report.  The  report  is  printed  in  the  Report  section 
of  these  proceedings. 

Bro.  Whitmore  presented,  in  precis,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
and  Legislation,  which  appeared  in  the  preliminary  booklet  and  which  was 
amended  so  far  as  ART.  37  (b)  was  concerned  by  replacing  the  words 
"Sovereign  Grand  Commander"  with  the  words  "Grand  Secretary-General".  Part 
II  of  his  report  regarding  the  Allocution  was  available  only  this  morning  and 
which  was  approved  earlier  in  Executive  Session  and  appears  in  the  complete 
report  in  the  Report  section  of  these  Proceedings. 

Bro.  Standish  explained  the  Flow  Chart  or  Organization  Chart  for  Supreme 
Council. 
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Since  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  was  not  included  in  the 
booklet  of  preliminary  reports,  Bro.  Phillip  Raymond  read,  in  full,  the  report  as 
printed  in  the  Report  section. 

The  SGC  then  asked  Ill /.Bros /.Donald  W.  Dixon,  Howard  T.  Vallevand,  and 
Robert  L.  Waddell  to  approach  the  altar. 

SGC :  My  brethren,  to  you,  on  behalf  of  your  Supreme  Council,  I  thank  you  for 
many  years  of  active  service  as  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General.  Under  our 
Statutes  and  Regulations,  having  acquired  that  magic  age,  you  now  join  the  ranks 
of  the  Past  Actives.  We  will  continue  to  look  to  all  three  of  you  that  you  will 
continue  your  active  service  to  Supreme  Council  with  the  same  vigour,  the  same 
intelligence  and  drive  that  you  brought  to  it  heretofore.  We  thank  you  from  the 
bottom  of  our  hearts.  What  do  we  say  brethren.  (Applause) 

SGC  Byrne  then  turned  the  gavel  over  to  Ill /.  Bro /.  George  C.  Schaef  to  conduct 
the  Ceremony  of  Installation  of  the  Officers  of  Supreme  Council  for  the 
remainder  of  this  triennial  term.  Bro.  Schaef  was  assisted  by  Ill /.  Bros /.C. 
Robert  Townshend  as  Grand  Prior,  John  I.  Carrick  as  Grand  Master  of 
Ceremonies,  and  W.  Alexander  Milligan  as  Grand  Marshal. 

The  officers  were  duly  installed  and  invested. 

SGC  Byrne :  Thank  you  Ill /.Bro /.George  Schaef  and  those  that  accompanied 
you,  Ill  .*.  Bros /.  Sandy  Milligan,  John  Carrick,  and  Robert  Townshend  for 
conducting  our  Ceremony  of  Installation  of  the  Officers  today  with  dignity  and 
feeling.  I  know  that  all  the  brethren  were  indeed  impressed  by  the  work  that  you 
did.  To  the  new  officers,  I  welcome  each  one  of  you  as  officers  of  your  Supreme 
Council.  (Applause) 

The  SGC  invited  Ill /.  Bro /.  Gordon  Young  to  issue  an  invitation  to  the  brethren 
and  their  ladies  to  join  us  at  our  128th  Annual  Session  in  Saint  John,  New 
Brunswick  in  September  2002. 

III:. Bro:.  Young:  Thank  you  SGC.  Let  me  say  that  I  was  a  little  disappointed 
that  I  was  not  afforded  an  opportunity  last  evening  to  invite  all  the  brethren  to 
attend  in  Saint  John,  New  Brunswick  next  year.  Now  its  one  thing  to  relay  the 
message  to  you  brethren,  its  another  thing  to  relay  it  to  you  when  the  ladies  are 
there.  On  the  one  hand,  if  the  ladies  are  present,  they  will  tell  you  that  you  are 
going  there  next  year,  on  the  other  hand,  you  may  neglect  to  ask  them  if  they 
would  like  to  go.  I  can  assure  you  that  there  is  a  distinct  difference.  But  first 
of  all,  let  me  assure  you,  earlier  in  the  proceedings  this  year  the  comment  was 
made  that  each  year  it  becomes  a  form  of  one  upmanship  with  everyone  trying 
to  upstage  the  one  before.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  can  assure  you  that 
this  is  not  going  to  happen  next  year.  We  appreciate  the  work  that  London  has 
done,  but  we  know  how  to  do  it  right,  so  we're  going  to  show  you  the  right  way. 
(Laughter)  I'd  like  everyone  to  take  notice  where  I  was  sitting  in  the  North 
directly  between  the  Deputy  for  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
Newfoundland  on  the  East  and  the  Deputy  for  British  Columbia  and  Yukon 
Territory  on  the  West  and  that's  my  seat  for  the  Deputy  for  New  Brunswick.  I  d 
just  like  to  remind  all  the  brethren  that  there  are  other  provinces  in  this  great 
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land  between  the  east  and  the  west.  However,  having  said  that,  I  can  assure  you 
there  was  a  little  slow  bum  last  night  at  not  having  been  afforded  the 
opportunity.  Having  been  bom  in  Detroit,  educated  and  apprenticed  in  Scotland, 
adopted  as  a  Maritimer,  it  took  a  little  while  to  cool  down.  However  we  do  have 
a  good  program  planned  for  you  .  We're  going  to  show  you  some  real  down  east 
hospitality.  Last  evening,  if  I'd  been  given  the  opportunity,  I  would  have  said 
we’re  going  to  welcome  you  to  Saint  John,  the  greatest  little  city  in  the  east  as 
our  Member  of  Parliament  has  often  demonstrated  around  the  country.  We  have 
excellent  facilities  for  you.  We  can't  promise  you  good  weather,  but  who  can. 
We’re  just  going  to  remind  you  and  at  this  point  I  was  supposed  to  look  at  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  remind  everyone  that  bigger  is  not  always 
better.  Right?  (Laughter)  And  secondly,  good  things  do  come  in  small 
packages.

Gordon  Y oung,  we 
too  apologize  for  that  slip  last  night.  I’m  certain  that  what  is  happening  in  Saint 
John  is  really  going  to  set  us  back  on  our  heels.  These  fellows  have  been 
working  hard  to  put  together  an  excellent  program  for  next  year.  Saint  John  is 
an  historic  city.  It’s  a  place  where  you  will  learn  some  of  the  roots  of  this 
country  and  I  think  that  everyone  should  try  their  level  best  to  be  there  to 
support  the  brethren  in  Saint  John. 

SGC:  To  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  who  are  here  assembled,  before  your 
attendance  here  this  morning,  in  Executive  Session  we  crowned  three  new  Active 
Members.  I  would  like  them  to  stand  so  I  can  present  them  to  you. 
Ill  .\  Bros /.  Brian  W.  Gilkinson,  Thomas  E.  Lewis,  and  J.  Carl  Fairthome. 
Brethren  we  welcome  you  as  Active  Members  of  our  Supreme  Council,  and  to 
you.  Honorary  Members,  you  can  see  three  new  brethren.  I  know  that  you  will 
find  them  of  great  assistance  in  your  respective  valleys  and  throughout  Canada. 
These  are  our  new  Active  Members.  There  was  one  more  to  be  crowned,  but, 
unfortunately,  due  to  the  travel  problems,  he  could  not  get  here  so  that  will  have 
to  be  done  next  year.  I  have  a  sneaking  suspicion  that  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  might  appoint  him  as  a  Deputy’s  Assistant.  (Applause) 

SGC:  I  appreciate  so  very  much  the  tremendous  work  that  has  been  done  by  so 
many  brethren  to  assist  me  during  this  last  year  and  particularly  during  this 
Supreme  Council  Session.  It  was  my  first  time  and  I  know  that  without  your 
assistance  I  couldn’t  have  made  it.  To  each  and  every  Honorary  Inspector- 
General,  I  thank  you  for  taking  the  time,  and  making  the  effort,  and  spending  the 
money  to  be  here  with  your  brethren  at  our  Supreme  Council.  I  hope  that  you 
will  go  home  with  the  feeling  that  you  have  made  a  contribution,  which  indeed 
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you  have  done  and  that  you  will  join  us  and  Bro.  Gordon  Young  in  New 
Brunswick  next  year  where  we  can  do  it  all  over  again.  According  to  Gordon, 
it’s  going  to  be  even  more  fun  and  that’s  hard  to  understand.  To  the  brethren 
of  the  Valley  of  London,  I  am  very  pleased  and  extend  my  thanks  to  them  for 
the  many  excellent  things  they  did  for  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  He 
has  a  habit  unfortunately  of  forgetting  things.  It  made  no  difference  we  had 
rapid  communication  and  things  were  looked  after. 

SGC  Byrne  proceeded  with  the  ritual  of  closing  Supreme  Council,  in  the  process 
of  which  he  first  called  Bro.

Gordon  Young,  Deputy  for  New  Brunswick  with  instructions  that  it  be  delivered 
to  the  General  Chairman  of  the  Saint  John  Committee,  to  be  presented  by  him 
to  SGC  Byrne  in  Saint  John,  in  September  2002. 

SGC  Byrne  then  called  upon  LGC  Weber  for  a  few  words. 

LGC  Weber,  on  behalf  of  all  of  the  brethren  and  ladies  who  attended,  thanked 
the  Chairman  of  the  London  Organizing  Committee,  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Edward  Peters, 
and  his  committee  members  for  the  excellent  job  of  planning,  arranging,  and 
providing  for  an  excellent  Session.  The  brethren  emphasized  his  remarks  with 
applause.

Thanks  were  extended  to  the  guards  and  all  Honorary  Inspectors-General,  who 
were  appointed  to  assist  when  the  SGC  entered  into  this  Session  in  the  persons

C.  Frank,  Ross  C.  Fuller,  and  Gregory  T.  Jackson. 

LGC  Weber  pointed  out  that  the  special  crews,  basically  from  the  Hamilton  area, 
also  contributed  much  of  the  success  of  our  Sessions  by  preparing  the  Session 
rooms,  recording  the  proceedings,  and  assisting  the  Executive  Secretary.  He 
thanked  each  of  those  brethren.

THE  GRAND  TREASURER-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Financial  Statements  and  the  Auditors'  Report  for  the 
year  ended  June  30,  2001,  which  will  be  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  this 
Session.  The  Financial  Statements  constitute  both  a  general  and  detailed  report 
of  all  revenues  and  expenses  during  the  year  as  required  by  Article  28  (c)  of  the 
Statutes. 

The  net  value  of  the  assets  of  Supreme  Council  as  at  June  30,  2001  consisting 
of  cash  on  deposit,  investments  at  cost  together  with  amounts  receivable  and 
prepaid  items,  less  liabilities  for  accounts  payable  and  Fees  paid  in  advance 
totalled  $1,473,674  an  increase  of  $64,200  from  the  balance  as  at  June  30,  2000. 

Total  operating  revenues  were  up  $8,196  over  those  of  the  preceding  year  and 
operating  expenses  increased  by  $20,294  from  those  for  2000.  This  resulted  in 
the  operating  deficit  of  $46,458  (budget  deficit  $79,275)  compared  to  the  deficit 
of  $34,360  for  the  preceding  year.  The  income  from  Investments  totalled 
$1 10,658  and  resulted  in  an  excess  of  Income  over  Expenses  of  $64,200  for  the 
year.  The  increase  in  per  capita  levy  and  the  Gain  on  Disposal  of  Investments 
are  the  major  factors  in  this  improvement  of  $12,367  in  our  results  for  the  year 
(2001  an  excess  of  $64,200;  2000  an  excess  of  $51,833). 

The  projections  show  that  the  present  level  of  per  capita  fees — $3.25  per  member 
per  body — will  maintain  a  balanced  budget  for  2002.  However  in  2003  and 
forward,  unless  there  is  an  increase  in  our  membership  or  at  least  a  levelling  off 
of  our  membership,  we  are  faced  with  deficits  of  $0.50  per  member  in  each  of 
the  years  ending  in  2003  and  2004.  The  Executive  is  examining  measures  to 
reduce  costs  to  maintain  the  current  per  capita  levy  through  to  the  year  ending 
2004.  This  year  over  half  of  the  surplus  is  due  to  the  large  capital  gain  on  the 
sale  of  investments.  This  level  of  return  cannot  be  predicted  with  any  certainty 
while  every  effort  is  being  made  to  maximize  our  return  from  the  investment 
portfolio. 

In  addition  to  the  operating  results,  there  was  investment  income  of  $80,875 
compared  to  the  investment  income  of  $86,22 1  for  the  prior  year.  The  decrease 
in  investment  income  is  the  result  of  the  combination  of  investing  the  proceeds 
from  maturing  investments  in  equities  and  in  fixed  income  securities  but  with  a 
lower  rate  of  return  than  in  previous  years.  The  total  capital  of  $1,210,807  as 
at  June  30,  2001  represents  an  increase  of  $35,408  over  the  balance  of 
$1,175,399  as  at  June  30,  2000.  The  increase  is  the  result  of  capital  gains,  which 
have  been  invested  in  Equities  that  now  represent  32%  of  our  investment 
portfolio. 

The  current  year  shows  a  net  surplus  of  $64,200  compared  to  the  net  surplus  of 
$51,833  for  2000.  The  budget  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2001  projected  a  net 
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surplus  of  $725.  The  Revenue  for  the  year  is  within  $5,000  of  the  Budget.  The 
Expenses  are  $37,000  less  than  the  Budget,  the  results  of  reductions  in  printing, 
travel  costs,  donations  (no  major  national  disasters)  and  the  annual  session 
expenses. 

There  is  a  motion  being  presented  to  the  annual  session  in  September  to  change 
the  year-end  for  Supreme  Council  to  May  31st.  Our  main  source  of  income 
(86%)  is  from  the  per  capita  levy  due  in  June  of  each  year.  This  change  in  the 
year-end  will  have  this  income  established  at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year 
rather  than  at  its  end. 

Accordingly  the  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year  is  an  eleven-month  period  ending 
on  May  3 1 ,  2002,  and  reflects  a  break-even  position  after  projecting  an  income 
from  investments  of  $73,000  for  this  eleven-month  period.  The  projections  for 
the  fiscal  years  ending  May  31,  2003  and  2004  indicate  that  even  with  the 
continuing  effort  to  control  expenses  and  the  projected  level  for  investment 
income,  if  the  per  capita  levy  of  $3.25  is  to  remain  unchanged,  we  must  reduce 
our  expenses  by  $27,000  in  2003  and  $42,000  in  2004. 

The  decease  in  membership  is  another  factor  affecting  our  revenue  and  it  is  one 
that  is  not  within  our  control.  However,  we  must  continue  with  our  policy  of 
making  every  effort  to  ensure  that  operating  costs  do  not  exceed  revenue  to 
prevent  any  erosion  in  our  Capital  base. 

My  Brethren,  I  realize  that  the  increases  in  the  per  capita  levy  was  and  is  a 
difficult  issue  with  the  Valleys  across  Canada,  but  it  was  a  decision  that  was 
necessary  for  the  well  being  of  The  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada.  I  thank  you  for  your  continuing  support  and 
cooperation  in  doing  your  part  to  bring  this  year  to  a  net  surplus  position,  thus 
reversing  the  deficit  trend  that  started  two  years  ago. 

I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Ill  ..Bros /.Donald  D.  Thornton,  33°,  Clifford  M. 
Tootell,  33°,  and  George  R.  Robbins,  32°,  for  their  invaluable  advice  and 
assistance  during  the  year,  as  well  as,  to  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle,  Ms.  Susan 
G.  Thompson,  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton,  who  continue  to  serve  us  so  well  in 
our  office.

THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  reports  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
2001,  the  net  assets  under  its  charge  totalled  $1,473,674.  as  compared  to 
$1,409,474  at  June  30,  2000,  an  increase  of  $64,200  which  is  the  result  of 
Revenue  exceeding  Expenses  by  the  same  amount.  The  details  are  shown  in  the 
Annual  Financial  statements  attached. 

During  the  year  bonds  totalling  $  1 69,870  and  equities  totalling  $60,27 1  were  sold 
realizing  a  capital  gain  of  $29,783.  We  purchased  $34,060  in  bonds  maturing  in 
2008  and  equities  of  $231,489  bringing  our  investment  portfolio  to  a  total  of 
$1,210,807  as  at  June  30,  2001.  Our  investment  in  Equities  now  represents  32% 
of  our  total  investments,  which  is  within  the  guidelines  of  our  investment  policy 
of  having  10-35%  of  our  portfolio  in  Equities.  The  full  details  of  the  securities 
sold  and  purchased  during  the  year  are  disclosed  in  the  Annual  Financial 
Statements. 

All  securities  were  held  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  ART.  35.  (b)  of 
the  Statutes  and  the  income  therefrom  has  been  paid  to  Supreme  Council.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Annual  Report  of  Membership  for  the  year  ended  May  31,  2001  shows  a  net 
decrease  (Lodges  of  Perfection)  of  1,192  or  4.7%  resulting  in  a  total  membership 
of  23,906.  In  the  same  period,  membership  in  Craft  Lodges  in  Canada  decreased 
by  3,721  or  3.1%. 

Membership  in  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  decreased  by  1,037  or  4.7%,  and  in 
the  Consistories  by  945  or  4.7%.  Interestingly,  of  our  49  Lodges  of  Perfection, 
Thompson  Valley  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  and 
La  Loge  de  Perfection  Fleur  de  Lys  experienced  an  increase  in  membership  and 
discussions  with  these  lodges  may  prove  beneficial  to  all  of  us. 

Conferences  Attended 

Bro.  Orlan  Weber  and  I  attended  The  Conference  of  Grand  Secretaries  in  North 
America  and  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  of  Masons  in  North  America  in 
Phoenix,  Arizona  in  February. 

The  Grand  Secretaries  Conference  is  more  of  an  operational  conference  where 
common  procedural  situations  are  discussed  and  possible  solutions  suggested. 
Each  year  the  topics  vary  depending  on  what  individual  jurisdictions  are 
experiencing.  This  year  there  were  papers  presented  on  a  number  of  topics 
which  were  of  interest  to  us  and  which  we  will  be  pursuing: 

-  Internet  Web  Sites:  How  to  Control  Them  and  Their  Content 

-  The  Video  Conferencing  Advantage:  Being  There  Without  Going  There 

The  Grand  Masters  Conference  deals  more  with  leadership  situations  and  what 
direction  Masonry  should  be  going  and  how  to  direct  our  course.  Each  year 
there  are  interesting  papers  presented  and  the  following  is  a  sample  of  this  year’s 
presentations: 

-  Directorate  Leadership  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers 

-  Lodge  Officers  Training  Workshop  for  Worshipful  Masters,  Senior  & 
Junior  Wardens 

-  Masonic  Widows  Assistance  Guide 

The  one  event  which  elicited  the  highest  degree  of  anticipation  was  the  open 
discussion  which  took  place  on  Tuesday  morning  between  the  leaders  of  national 
Masonic  bodies  and  the  Grand  Masters.  Ill.*.  Bro /.Orlan  Weber  was  our 
representative  and  he  acquitted  himself  quite  well.  Some  of  the  thoughts 
expressed  by  the  Grand  Masters  were  as  follows: 

-  the  ritual  is  serious — nothing  funny  about  it 

-  we  must  work  together  for  Masonry  and  subdue  our  passion  for  our 
particular  body 

-  we  must  improve  ourselves — the  ritual  is  only  a  tool  and  not  an  end  in 
itself 
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-  we  must  include  "Freemasonry"  in  our  titles 

-  we  must  get  back  to  the  basics — making  good  men  better 

-  we  need  something  for  the  family — our  children  and  our  wives 

-  we  must  accentuate  the  positive  and  eliminate  the  negative 

-  we  must  influence  public  morality  in  the  secular  world  rather  than  be 
influenced  by  it 

The  conferences  continue  to  be  worthwhile  by  providing  information  to  the  GSG 
and  Executive  Secretary  and  we  are  able  to  bring  back  ideas  not  only  for  the 
benefit  of  office  operations  but  also  for  the  governance  of  Supreme  Council. 

I  was  invited  to  attend,  as  an  observer,  the  Conference  of  Grand  and  District 
Grand  Lodges  of  Canada  held  in  Winnipeg  in  March.  This  conference  is  held 
each  year  in  Winnipeg  and  is  attended  by  all  Canadian  and  District  Grand 
Lodges.  Topics  which  were  of  interest  and  relevance  included: 

-  Grand  Lodge  Financing  and  Fund-raising  -  Ongoing  fund-raising 
programs  are  necessary  to  deal  with  long  Range  requirements. 

-  Masonic  Homepage  Policy — Grand  Lodge  and  Lodges 

-  Should  Concordant  Bodies  be  Permitted  to  Attend  Lodge  Meetings  and 
Solicit  Members  -  Can  we  stop  it? 

-  The  Need  for  Long  Range  Planning — Long  term  needs  of  the  organization 
cannot  be  met  with  short  term  programs 

-  Annual  Communications  Invitations — Should  Grand  Lodges  Cover  the  - 
Costs  or  Should  Everyone  Pay  their  Own  Way? 

-  Lodge  Summons  Via  the  Internet — Concerns  about  security. 

-  How  to  Re-establish  the  Prominence  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  Within  the 
Community 

For  the  first  time  this  conference  established  a  list  of  topics  for  the  next 
conference  and  also  established  committees  to  examine  each  topic  and  prepare 
a  paper  for  presentation.  If  this  works  we  could  see  more  co-operation  within 
the  Masonic  community  in  Canada. 

Computerization 

We  have  now  completed  the  entering  of  data  from  our  membership  card  file  into 
the  Access  data  base  program.  We  have  sent  membership  lists  to  all  of  the 
constituent  bodies,  except  one  whose  Annual  Return  has  not  yet  been  verified, 
to  be  compared  to  their  records  and  differences  accounted  for. 

The  verification  of  our  membership  lists  is  not  a  difficult  procedure,  but  it 
requires  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  each  Grand  Secretary  and  Registrar 
to  account  for  his  membership  in  our  files.  The  length  of  time  it  takes,  depends 
entirely  on  the  level  of  co-operation  expended  by  the  Grand  Secretary/Registrar. 

We  expected  differences  and  they  do,  indeed,  exist.  Of  the  48  valleys  in  Canada, 
the  membership  of  21  valleys  have  been  verified.  The  remaining  valleys  are  in 
varying  stages  of  completion,  and  we  are  hopeful  that  the  entire  membership  will 
be  verified  by  December  31,  2001.  Once  this  has  been  accomplished,  we  will, 
with  the  help  of  the  Grand  Secretaries  and  Registrars,  verify  the  membership  data 
on  each  member's  file.  We  sincerely  thank  the  Grand  Secretaries  and  Registrars 
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for  their  co-operation  and  support.  It  is  has  been  a  time  consuming  effort  of 
considerable  magnitude. 

The  data  base  program  has  been  written  in  accordance  with  the  membership 
requirements  as  stated  in  the  Statutes  and  includes  the  ability  to  maintain 
addresses.  The  program  is  available  for  use  by  constituent  bodies  and  once  the 
system  has  been  completely  verified  a  copy  of  each  valley's  information  will  be 
provided  to  the  valley  for  their  continued  use.  An  additional  module  is  required 
to  be  written  to  record  dues  information. 

We  continue  to  be  indebted  to  Bro.  Kris  Nickerson,  of  Grant  Thornton,  our 
Auditors,  for  his  expertise  in  programming  the  data  base  and  in  making  any 
changes  that  are  necessary.  We  thank  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton  for  returning  to  our 
office  to  key  the  membership  data  from  our  cards  and  for  continuing  to  work 
until  the  project  is  completed. 

Website 

In  September  1998,  Supreme  Council  opened  a  Website  on  the  Internet.  It  was 
designed  to  promote  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  to  other  masons  and  to  the 
public.  Up  to  the  time  of  preparing  this  report,  there  have  been  over  65,000  user 
sessions  recorded  on  the  site,  each  of  these  users  averaging  a  look  at  10  or  more 
of  our  pages  of  information  per  session.  We  continue  to  receive  many 
favourable  comments  from  around  the  world  about  the  appearance,  sound,  and 
contents  of  the  site.  In  addition  we  have  an  e-mail  address  which  assists 
communications  between  valleys  and  Supreme  Council. 

We  are  indebted  to  Ill  /.Bro  ..James  F.  T.  Kirk-White,  32°,  a  member  of  Barrie 
Valley,  who  designed  the  site  and  who  maintains  the  content  such  that  it  is 
varied  and  interesting. 

Modern  Technology  Concerns 

We  continue  to  receive  inquiries  concerning  the  use  of  e-mail  to  send  notices  of 
meetings  to  our  members.  ART.  69.  of  the  Statutes  does  not  specifically,  at  this 
time,  authorize  the  use  of  E-mail  to  send  notices  of  meetings  to  our  members. 
While  we  are  promoting  the  use  of  modem  technology  to  improve  our  record 
keeping,  to  improve  our  communications,  and  to  improve  our  image,  and  as  there 
are  still  unanswered  concerns  about  the  security  of  information  transmitted 
through  the  Internet,  we  must  bear  in  mind  our  requirement  for  confidentiality. 

Executive  Secretary 

A  search  committee  was  formed  in  September  to  find  a  replacement  to  fill  the 
vacancy  created  by  my  elevation  to  Grand  Secretary-General.  As  a  result  of  that 
search.  Ill  ..Bro  ..Clifford  M.  Tootell  was  engaged  as  Executive  Secretary  in 
mid-November  2000.  Unfortunately,  in  early  January  2001,  he  suffered  a  heart 
attack  and  was  advised  by  his  doctor  to  retire  from  his  position  with  us.  He 
continued  to  work  until  early  April  when  we  hired  on  an  interim  basis. 
Ill /.Bro /.George  Robbins,  who  is  a  retired  Public  School  Principal  and  has 
continued  to  volunteer  two  days  a  week  since  then.  His  assistance  has  been 
invaluable  and  we  are  indebted  to  him  for  his  dedication.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  Ill/.  Bro  /.Robbins  has  adapted  well  to  his  new  position  and  is  assuming  an 
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increasing  level  of  responsibility  for  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Supreme  Council  Office 

The  Supreme  Council  Office  was  relocated  from  the  house  owned  by  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  at  1 52  George  Street  in  Hamilton,  Ontario  to  the  premises 
owned  by  Towers  Inc.  which  include  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral.  The  move  was 
made  to  these  premises  in  March  and  our  occupancy  costs  established  near  the 
level  we  had  been  experiencing  prior  to  the  move.  With  the  thought  of 
improving  the  efficiency  of  the  office  some  furniture  was  upgraded  to 
accommodate  the  use  of  computers  and  to  provide  for  a  modem  office  setting. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  staff  have  adjusted  well  to  the  new  surroundings 
and  we  are  beginning  to  profit  from  increased  efficiency. 

While  it  has  been  often  said  it  bears  repeating  that  we  are  indebted  to  those  who 
have  assisted  our  office  during  this  past  year  and  extend  our  sincere  thanks.  The 
staff  members  of  the  office  of  Supreme  Council  require  the  assistance  and  input 
from  many  sources  in  order  to  perform  their  tasks.  To  those  Grand  Secretaries 
and  Registrars  who  submitted  their  annual  reports  when  they  were  due,  I  extend 
our  sincere  thanks.  I  extend  sincere  thanks  to  the  Committee  Chairmen  and  the 
Deputies  who  co-operated  by  submitting  their  reports  in  time  to  be  included  in 
the  booklet  of  advance  reports  and  to  our  auditors  who  completed  their  audit  in 
time  for  the  financial  statements  to  be  available  for  that  booklet. 

The  office  of  Supreme  Council  continues  to  benefit  from  a  knowledgeable  and 
dedicated  staff  I  thank  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Ms.  Susan  G.  Thompson 
for  continuing  their  devotion  and  dedication  in  performing,  so  well,  the  tasks 
required  in  this  office.  I  sincerely  thank  Ill /.Bro/.  George  Robbins,  32°,  interim 
Executive  Secretary,  for  his  co-operation  and  support.  A  special  note  of  thanks 
is  due  to  Ill /.Bro.'.  Clifford  M.  Tootell  for  his  dedication  and  support  under 
trying  circumstances.  Without  his  help,  this  past  year  would  have  been  much 
more  difficult  To  Grand  Treasurer-General  H.  Edward  Standish  I  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  for  his  support,  advice  and  cooperation.  I  also  extend  my 
thanks  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Norman  E.  Byrne  for  his  support  and 
advice.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  AUDIT  AND  FINANCE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

ART.  40.  (a)  of  the  Statutes  details  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and 
Finance  and  the  Committee  now  reports  to  Supreme  Council  on  the  discharge  of 
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these  duties. 

Constituent  Body  Financial  Returns 

Every  valley  is  required  to  submit  a  copy  of  their  financial  statements  to  each  of 
their  members  annually.  They  are  also  required  to  submit  an  Annual  Financial 
Return  to  Supreme  Council  using  the  prescribed  forms.  The  major  activity  of 
this  Committee  is  to  examine  and  report  on  these  Annual  Financial  Returns 
received  from  each  of  the  constituent  bodies.  The  chief  objectives  of  this 
examination  and  review  are  twofold.  The  first  is  to  offer  information  that  may 
assist  the  constituent  bodies  in  their  financial  planning;  and  second,  to  be  assured 
that  every  member  of  that  body  is  adequately  informed  of  its  financial  position. 

This  year,  Annual  Returns  were  received  from  only  42  of  the  49  valleys  of  our 
Supreme  Council.  Two  of  the  seven  delinquent  valleys  submitted  partial  reports 
with  a  promise  to  complete  them  as  soon  as  possible,  but  we  have  received 
nothing  from  the  other  five.  The  Annual  Returns  from  two  of  those  valleys  are 
more  than  a  year  in  arrears.  In  one  case,  we  have  been  informed  of  some 
administrative  problems,  and  have  been  assured  that  progress  is  being  made  to 
correct  them.  (Returns  from  this  valley  were  received  at  the  eleventh  hour  and 
will  be  reviewed  in  due  course.)  In  the  other  case,  we  have  had  no 
communication  this  year  or  last.  In  each  case,  the  Deputy  is  assisting  us  to 
resolve  this  situation.  We  expect  to  receive  the  Annual  Returns  of  the  other 
three  valleys  before  the  end  of  this  year. 

This  year’s  annual  review  revealed  some  deficiencies  in  the  reports  of  a  few 
valleys,  and  the  reviewers  offered  constructive  comments  about  the  returns 
received  from  several  other  valleys.  Although  every  valley  is  faced  with 
increased  expense  and  declining  revenues,  most  of  these  issues  are  being 
addressed,  and  our  review  of  the  returns  indicates  that  the  constituent  bodies  are, 
generally  speaking,  in  delicate,  but  satisfactory  shape.  However,  we  again 
recommend  that  each  valley  conduct  a  review  of  their  financial  position  at 
regular  intervals,  and  that  a  five-year  financial  forecast  should  be  prepared 
annually  to  assist  in  this  financial  planning.  We  also  express  our  concern  about 
the  proof  of  adequacy  of  Commutation  Funds,  and  we  strongly  suggest  that  a 
professional  actuarial  opinion  be  obtained  from  time-to-time.  It  is,  in  our 
opinion,  most  important  that  the  questions  relating  to  Commuted  Dues 
programmes  on  the  AF1  Form  are  fully  answered. 

The  Deputies  of  Supreme  Council  will  again  be  provided  with  a  detailed 
summary  of  the  comments  made  by  the  reviewers,  and  we  urge  each  Deputy  to 
create  an  opportunity  to  discuss  these  comments,  in  detail,  with  the  appropriate 
officers  of  the  constituent  bodies  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Constituent  Bodies  By-Law  Amendments 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  has  reviewed  all  requests  for  By-Law 
amendments  pertaining  to  financial  matters,  and  has  forwarded  comments  and 
recommendations  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  concerning  these. 
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Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  Grand  Treasurer-General, 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Auditors 

The  Committee  have  examined  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Auditors. 
All  of  these  reports  were  found  to  be  acceptable  and  the  Committee  recommend 
their  adoption. 

Financial  Operations  for  the  Year  Ended  June  30,  2001 

The  financial  statements  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2001 
were  reviewed.  The  operations  for  the  year  resulted  in  an  excess  of  expenses 
over  revenue  amounting  to  $46,458  compared  with  a  budgeted  operating  deficit 
in  the  amount  of  $79,275.  Operating  revenues  for  the  same  fiscal  year  were 
$4,807  under  budget,  but  expenses  were  also  below  budget  in  the  amount  of 
$37,624.  This  resulted  in  a  net  operating  deficit  of  $46,458,  compared  to  the 
budget  forecast  of  a  deficit  of  $79,275.  Investment  income,  budgeted  at  $80,00 
amounted  to  $80,875.  Also,  there  was  an  unbudgeted  gain  on  disposal  of 
investments  of  $29,783  bringing  the  total  of  revenue  over  expenses  to  $64,200. 
The  prior  year,  ended  June  30,  2000,  had  resulted  in  a  total  excess  of  revenue 
over  expenses  of  $51,833. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  June 
30,  2001  be  adopted  as  presented. 

Budget  2002-2002  (11  months) 

The  Grand  Treasurer-General  presents  a  proposed  Budget  each  year  to  the  March 
meeting  of  the  Advisory  Board.  He  prepares  this  budget  by  using  expense  and 
revenue  estimates  for  the  first  half  of  the  current  year,  as  received  from  the 
Executive  Secretary,  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  and  other  Officers  of  Supreme 
Council. 

Following  the  end  of  our  Fiscal  Year,  the  calculations  are  updated  with  current 
data,  and  after  further  consultation  with  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Audit 
and  Finance,  the  Grand  Treasurer-General  presents  his  proposed  budget  to  the 
September  meeting  of  that  Committee.  With  the  Committee’s  agreement,  the 
Grand  Treasurer-General  presents  it  to  the  Executive  Session  of  Supreme  Council 
for  acceptance,  or  modification. 

The  Grand  Treasurer-General  has  presented'  the  proposed  budget  to  the 
Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  along  with  suitable  background  information  on 
the  various  revenue  and  expense  categories.  This  budget  for  the  2001-2002  1 1- 
month  fiscal  period  ending  May  31,  2002,  projects  a  slight  excess  of  revenue 
over  expense  in  the  amount  of  $1,725.  After  a  careful  point-by-point  review, 
and  discussing  several  options,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  that  proposed 
Budget. 

The  Grand  Treasurer-General  then  presented  budget  projections  for  the  fiscal 
years  ending  May  31,  2002  through  2006.  Those  projections,  based  on  an 
assumption  of  an  annual  decrease  in  membership  of  5%  in  each  of  the  five  years, 
predicted  a  deficit  of  $24,500  in  2003,  and  increasing  annually  to  $93,  400  in 
2006.  It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  on  this  committee  that  the  travel  and  per  diem 
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allowance  given  to  Active  and  Past  Active  Members  attending  the  Annual 
Sessions  be  discontinued  beginning  in  September  2002. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  now  ask  for  your  permission  to  permit  our 
Grand  Treasurer-General,  who  is  a  member  of  this  committee,  to  present  those 
budget  projections  to  this  Executive  Session. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  now  move,  seconded  by  Edward  Standish,  33°, 
that  the  travel  and  per  diem  allowance  given  to  Active  and  Past  Active  Members 
attending  the  Annual  Sessions  be  discontinued  beginning  in  September  2002. 

Thank  you.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.

40.  (c)  of  the  Statutes  of  this 
Supreme  Council  to  keep  informed  with  respect  to  fraternal  relations  with  other 
Supreme  Councils  and  Masonic  bodies  throughout  the  world,  to  advise  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  with  respect  to  the  conduct  thereof,  and  to  report 
thereon  to  this  Supreme  Council  at  each  Annual  Session. 

Conference  of  Grand  Masters  of  Masons  in  North  America 
Conference  of  Grand  Secretaries  in  North  America 

These  conferences,  held  annually  and  simultaneously,  met  in  Phoenix,  Arizona, 
on  February  19-21,  2001.  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Orlan  J.  Weber,  33°, 
and  Grand  Secretary-General  Donald  D.  Thornton,  33°,  attended  as  observers 
representing  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  of  Canada. 

The  report  on  their  attendance,  which  will  be  delivered  to  this  Annual  Session, 
by  the  GSG,  demonstrates  the  usefulness  to  this  Supreme  Council  of  our 
continuing  to  have  observers  attend  these  conferences. 

Conference  of  Grand  and  District  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada 

This  conference  is  held  annually  in  Winnipeg.  The  2001  Conference  was  held 
on  March  16-17. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  that  again  this  year  Grand  Secretary-General  Donald 
D.  Thornton  was,  by  invitation,  in  attendance. 

He  will  be  reporting  in  detail  on  the  deliberations  of  the  conference  to  this 
annual  session.  Your  committee  having  previewed  his  report,  commends  him 
on  his  thoroughness,  and  comments  again  on  the  usefulness  to  this  Supreme 
Council  of  his  attendance,  and  expresses  appreciation  to  the  conference  in 
extending  the  invitation  to  him  to  be  present. 

44th  Conference  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders 

This  year’s  conference  was  hosted  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  Turkey  in 
Istanbul,  on  May  23-27.  The  theme  of  the  conference  was  "Mission  of  the 
A.A.S.R.  in  the  Dynamic  Environment  of  the  Future".  Canada,  which  has 
observer  status  at  these  conferences,  was  not  represented. 

However,  from  advice  received  we  can  report  that  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Bulgaria  was  admitted  as  a  full  European  member,  and  the  Supreme  Councils  of 
Togo  and  Ivory  Coast  will  participate  as  Associated  Members. 

The  Conference  name  was  changed  to  Conference  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commanders  of  Europe  and  of  Associated  Countries. 
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Dates  for  future  conferences  are  2002  The  Netherlands,  2003  South  Africa,  and 
2004  France.  After  2005,  the  conferences  will  be  held  every  two  years. 

The  theme  for  next  year’s  conference  is  "Opus  Magnum ,  Opus  Futurum" . 

Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine 

One  year  ago,  your  committee  reported  on  the  resolution  of  the  Imperial  Council 
of  the  Shrine  in  its  session  in  Boston,  in  July  2000,  to  admit  as  members  of  the 
Shrine,  Master  Masons  without  the  prior  requirement  that  applicants  must  first 
be  Knights  Templar  or  32°  Scottish  Rite  Masons. 

Some  Masons,  who  anticipated  this  action  being  taken  at  the  Imperial  Council 
Session,  resigned  their  membership  in  either  the  Shrine  or  the  Scottish  Rite  or 
York  Rite  bodies. 

In  some  areas  of  the  country,  all  bodies  have  lost  members.  There  exists 
residual  resentment  and  recrimination  between  Masons  who  have  retained,  and 
Masons  who  have  resigned,  their  membership. 

However,  the  Shrine  resolution  may  indeed  have  beneficial  results  for  all 
Masonic  bodies. 

So  long  as  the  Shrine  continues  to  require  that  an  applicant  for  membership  in 
a  temple  must  be,  and  remain,  a  Craft  Mason  in  good  standing,  we  may  well 
witness  an  increase  in  craft  lodge  membership. 

If  so,  this  increase  will  result  in  a  larger  pool  of  Masons  from  which  Scottish 
Rite  and  York  Rite  bodies  can,  in  turn,  seek  to  increase  their  memberships. 

The  Shrine  provides  good  fellowship  of  a  kind  which  has  special  appeal  to  some 
men  and,  of  course,  the  Shrine  hospitals  continue  to  be  an  outstanding  example 
of  charity  in  action. 

But,  whatever  good  intentions  the  founders  of  the  Shrine  had  in  requiring  prior 
rank  as  a  Knight  Templar  or  32°  Scottish  Rite  Mason,  the  impression  was 
created  in  time  that  the  Shrine  was  the  apex  of  Freemasonry,  instead  of  being 
simply  another  Masonic  body  with  particular  emphases  in  activity  and  charity. 

It  seems  somehow  unfair  and  unreasonable  to  require  a  Mason  who  wishes  to 
become  a  Shriner  to  have  to  invest  the  time,  and  money,  to  join  other  Masonic 
bodies  in  which  he  is  not  interested,  will  not  attend  and  will  not  support  in  any 
way. 

The  corollary  was  that,  not  infrequently,  candidates  in  Scottish  and  York  Rite 
bodies  were  rushed  through  degrees  in  order  that  by  a  certain  date  they  could 
become  Shriners.  It  was  almost  as  though  these  bodies  were  denigrating  the 
value  of  the  lessons  they  were  supposed  to  be  teaching  in  their  own  degrees,  and 
were  only  really  interested  in  harvesting  the  initiation  fees. 

Your  committee  encourages  all  Scottish  Rite  Masons  to  do  all  they  can  to 
encourage  branches  of  the  Masonic  family  to  continue  to  work  together  to 
promote  the  brotherhood  of  man  under  the  Fatherhood  of  God. 
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Australia 

Your  committee  extends  congratulations  to  M ..  P ..  Bro  .*.  Brian  R.  Dohnt,  33°, 
upon  election  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Australia. 

He  is  the  first  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  hail  from  the  State  of  South 
Australia. 

Congratulations  are  extended  also  to  V ..  P ..  Bro  .*.  Jack  Ball,  AM,  33°,  upon  his 
election  as  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander. 

Belgium 

Condolences  are  extended  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  Belgium  on  the  death  on 
November  28,  2000  of  Ill  Bro .'.  George  Kint,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Honorary. 

On  January  5,  2001,  the  Supreme  Council  for  Belgium  withdrew  its  recognition 
of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Romania  presided  over  by  M  Ill  .*.  Bro  Andre 
Szakvary,  33°,  whereupon,  effective  February  23,  2001,  the  Supreme  Council, 
Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  restored  fraternal  relations  with  the  Supreme  Council 
for  Belgium. 

Brazil 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Luiz  Fernando  Rodrigues  Torres,  33°,  has  advised 
of  a  dispute  in  the  Supreme  Council  for  Brazil  stating  that  5  or  6  Active 
Members,  led  by  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Alberto  Mansur,  33°, 
intended  to  take  by  assault  its  direction. 

The  status  of  the  dissidents  has  been  reclassified  to  that  of  Emeritus  Member. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  offered  to  elucidate  on  the  situation  when 
he  attends  the  celebration  in  Charleston  later  this  month. 

Bulgaria 

On  January  7,  2001,  the  Supreme  Council  of  Bulgaria  was  consecrated  at  Sofia 
by  the  Supreme  Council,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  Supreme  Councils  for  Germany,  Turkey,  and  Greece.  The  new  Supreme 
Council  draws  its  members  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Bulgaria. 

Subsequently,  on  May  20,  200 1 ,  Ill Bro .'.  Peter  Kalpaktchiev,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  requested  recognition  from  this  Supreme  Council. 

Since  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Bulgaria  is  not  recognized  by  the  Canadian  Grand 
Lodges,  your  committee  is  not  prepared  at  this  time  to  extend  recognition  to  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Bulgaria.  We  do,  however,  extend  our  best  wishes  to  the 
new  Supreme  Council. 

France 

On  June  15,  2001,  the  Supreme  Council  for  France  withdrew  its  recognition  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  Romania  presided  over  by  M.\  Ill  ..Bro  /.Andre 
Szakvary,  33°,  whereupon,  effective  July  25,  2001,  the  Supreme  Council, 
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Southern  Jurisdiction,,  USA,  restored  fraternal  relations  with  the  Supreme 
Council  for  France. 

Germany 

Your  committee  notes  that  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Germany 
relocated  from  Frankfurt/Main  to  Berlin  in  May  2001. 

Iceland 

Your  committee  extends  congratulations,  and  best  wishes,  to  the  Icelandic  Order 
of  Freemasons  which  will  celebrate  its  50th  Anniversary  on  September  8,  200 1 . 

Ireland 

Your  committee  extends  condolences  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Ireland  upon  the 
death,  on  February  24,  2001,  of  M.\ Ill.*. Bro.\ Joseph  A.  Moran,  33°,  Grand 
Secretary  General.  M  Ill Bro  Moran  had  held  the  office  for  20  years  and, 
in  the  words  of  his  successor,  "during  that  time  he  had  become  something  of  a 
legend  both  at  home  and  abroad." 

At  an  emergency  meeting  held  on  April  19,  2001,  the  Supreme  Council  elected 
M.\  Ill  /.Bro  ..Michael  W.  Walker,  33°,  Grand  Secretary  General. 

Italy 

It  was  with  great  sadness  that  your  committee  learned  of  the  death,  early  this 
year,  of  Ill/.Bro.'.Elvio  Sciubba,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Italy,  and  Grand  Representative  of  this  Supreme  Council 
near  the  Supreme  Council  for  Italy. 

He  was  a  tireless  worker  for  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry,  a  perennial  and 
influential  participant  at  numerous  regional  and  international  conferences,  and 
editor  of  the  informative  L’Incontro  delle  genti.  He  will  be  missed  by  the  entire 
Scottish  Rite  world. 

On  a  happier  note,  your  committee  extends  congratulations  to  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  Corrado  Balacco  Gabrieli,  33°,  and  the  other  officers  elected  on 
December  16,  2000,  to  hold  office  for  the  current  triennium. 

Russia 

Your  committee  is  unclear  as  to  the  current  status  of  Craft  Masonry  in  Russia. 
Late  last  year,  it  appears  that  the  powers  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Russia  were  suspended,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  replaced.  On 
January  27,  2001,  both  officers  were  reconfirmed  in  office.  However, 
subsequent  information  received  would  indicate  that  a  rival  Grand  Lodge  may 
now  be  in  existence.  Should  this  be  the  case,  the  situation  could  well  have 
reverberations  with  respect  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Russia.  Your  committee 
hopes  the  situation  may  soon  be  clarified. 

Switzerland 

Your  committee  extends  best  wishes  to  T.\ Ill .\Fr.\ Michel  Demartin,  33°, 
elected  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Switzerland  on 
October  22,  2000,  succeeding  T Ill.*. Fr.\ Heinz  Guldenmfels  who  had  served 
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as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  the  previous  six  years. 

Togo 

Following  the  consecration  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Togo  at  Lome,  on  August 
5,  2000,  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  France,  a  request  for  recognition  was 
received  from  the  new  Supreme  Council  whose  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  is 
T.\  Puissant  Moese  Fiadjoe,  33°. 

Since  the  Supreme  Council  of  Togo  draws  its  membership  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Togo,  which  is  recognized  as  regular  by  the  Canadian  Grand  Lodges,  and  the 
new  Supreme  Council  itself  appears  to  be  regular,  your  committee  recommends 
that  this  Supreme  Council  extend  recognition  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Togo, 
and  that  Grand  Representatives  be  exchanged. 

United  States  of  America 

As  always,  most  cordial  fraternal  relations  existed  with  the  Supreme  Council, 
Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  and  the  Supreme  Council,  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction,  USA. 

Best  wishes  are  extended  to  the  Supreme  Council,  33°  A.  &  A.S.R.  Southern 
Jurisdiction,  USA,  who  will  be  celebrating  from  September  30  to  October  3, 
2001,  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  the  Bicentennial  of  the  founding  of  the  first 
ever  Supreme  Council  at  Shepheard’s  Tavern  in  that  city  on  May  3,  1801. 

Your  Chairman  was  accorded  a  singular  honour,  during  the  past  year,  when 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°,  recommended  your 
Chairman,  Grand  Representative  of  the  Supreme  Council,  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction,  USA,  near  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Contemporaneously,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Fred  C.  Kleinknecht,  33°, 
appointed  Immediate  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°, 
Grand  Representative  of  the  Supreme  Council,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  near 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Your  committee  extends  appreciation  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ralston 
and  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Council,  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  USA, 
for  the  courtesies  extended  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Norman  E.  Byrne, 
33°,  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Orlan  J.  Weber,  33°,  and  your  Chairman, 
when  they  attended  the  188th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  in 
Pittsburgh  in  September  2000. 

A  very  special  event  occurred  on  Saturday,  October  28,  2000,  when  SGC 
Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  and  your  Chairman  accompanied  a  cast  from  the  Valley 
of  Toronto  which  conferred  the  Canadian  21°  at  the  334th  Reunion  of  the  Valley 
of  Detroit.

However,  so  far  as  your  committee  is  aware,  this  was  the  first  occasion 
that  the  presentation  of  a  degree  in  the  neighbouring  jurisdiction  was,  by 
permission  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ralston,  treated  as  an  actual 
conferral  of  the  degree  so  that  it  counted  in  the  advancement  of  the  candidates 
in  the  class  in  Detroit  Consistory. 
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An  additional  pleasure  for  SGC  Byrne  and  your  Chairman  was  the  presence  at 
the  conferral  of  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°,  and 
of  Ill  .'.Bro /.Alberto  Mansur,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Brazil. 

Concordant  Bodies 

Your  committee  is  pleased  to  report  again  that  the  most  cordial  fraternal  relations 
continue  to  exist  between  this  Supreme  Council  and  the  several  bodies  of  the 
York  Rite.  That  this  is  so  should  not  be  surprising,  particularly  since  many 
members  of  each  Rite  are  active  in  and  hold  high  office  in  bodies  owing 
allegiance  to  the  other  Rite. 

2001  Annual  Session 

Your  committee  is  pleased  to  note  that  this  Supreme  Council  will  be  privileged 
to  welcome  at  its  2001  Annual  Session  in  London,  M.W.  and  Ill  .'.Bro /.Terence 
Shand,  33°,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  A.  F.  &  A.  M 
of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

A  warm  fraternal  welcome  also  awaits  Most  Eminent  Knight  and  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Larry 
J.  Hostine,  G.C.T.,  32°,  Supreme  Grand  Master,  The  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of 
Canada  of  The  United  Orders  of  Malta  and  The  Temple;  Most  Illustrious  Knight 
Companion  John  V.  Lawer,  G.C.C.,  33°,  Grand  Sovereign,  Grand  Imperial

In  compliance  with  ART.  40.  (d)  of  the  Statutes  of  Supreme  Council,  your 
committee  is  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  which  contains  matters 
pertaining  to  the  State  of  the  Rite  throughout  this  jurisdiction. 

The  source  materials  contained  in  this  report  were  gathered  from  the  summons 
and  newsletters  received  from  the  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  from  the  valleys 
in  Canada  and  from  the  reports  of  the  Deputies  received  at  year-end. 

Our  thanks  are  extended  to  all  their  assistance. 

Across  Canada 

Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  commenced  his  visits  to  the  valleys  in 
Canada  in  2000  and  2001.  Some  of  his  visits  are  as  follows  in  Ontario:  25th 
Anniversaries,  Sudbury  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Kingston  Valley,  Niagara  Valley 
and  Hamilton  Valley. 

In  Manitoba,  he  visited  the  Valleys  of  Winnipeg  and  Brandon. 

Our  SGC  promotes  enthusiasm,  renewed  interest  and  the  promotion  (marketing) 
of  the  Rite  on  all  his  visits. 

The  SGC  has  been  most  supportive  in  the  meetings  with  representatives  of  all 
the  concordant  bodies.  These  meetings  have  taken  place  and  are  ongoing  in 
British  Columbia  and  Ontario.  They  harmonize  the  events  of  all  bodies  and  give 
a  greater  understanding  of  the  issues  faced  by  all  bodies  and  support  a  united 
format  to  the  many  issues,  such  as  membership  and  information  presented  re  the 
Masonic  fraternity  to  the  general  public.

G.  Carlton  Phair,  33°,  Past  Active 
Member  of  Supreme  Council  and  Past  Deputy  for  Ontario.  A  large  number  of 
brethren,  and  their  ladies,  attended  this  celebration  to  show  their  respect  for  a 
fine  gentleman  and  a  great  Mason.

It  is  with  sadness,  the  committee  notes  that  Whitecoat  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
Valley  of  Bay  Roberts,  and  Randolph  Young  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Valley  of 
Carbonear  in  Newfoundland,  went  into  darkness. 

These  areas,  along  with  other  valleys  across  Canada,  are  in  the  midst  of 
endeavouring  to  start  a  Scottish  Rite  club  in  their  particular  area.  This  method 
of  promoting  Scottish  Rite  has  proven  very  successful  in  some  Ontario  areas,  and 
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is  being  explored  in  areas  that  are  a  great  distance  from  the  home  valley.  This 
is  currently  taking  place  in  the  outlying  areas  of  Thunder  Bay,  where  distance  to 
travel  to  Thunder  Bay  would  be  in  excess  of  five  hours  driving  time.  A  number 
of  valleys  hold  meetings  in  areas  a  distance  from  the  valley,  e.g..  Thunder  Bay 
to  Terrace  Bay,  Kingston  to  Belleville. 

A  number  of  valleys  are  naming  their  reunions  after  long-serving  members.  We 
congratulate  these  valleys  on  this  and  the  brethren  receiving  this  honour  while 
they  are  able  to  enjoy  it. 

Some  valleys  are  making  presentations  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation  at  their  meetings  to  the  recipients  of  bursaries,  and  are  thus 
promoting  the  Foundation  and  the  great  work  it  is  engaged  in  and  which  field  of 
study. 

Co-operation  of  valleys,  in  providing  assistance  to  each  other,  when 
circumstances  make  it  impossible  for  a  key  participant  to  attend  the  portrayal  of 
a  degree  on  short  notice  is  taking  place.  We  note  from  the  notices  that  Windsor 
assisted  Barrie  in  the  23°  and  Barrie  assisted  Niagara  Falls  in  the  25°  in 
Hamilton. 

The  action  of  the  Shrine,  in  accepting  members  from  the  3rd  degree,  has  had  an 
effect  on  our  membership.  Ask  these  members  to  continue  their  Masonic  career 
and  join  the  Scottish  Rite.  Some  of  our  members  are  taking  their  demit. 
Encourage  them  to  participate  in  our  meetings,  enjoy  our  fellowship,  and  remain 
members. 

We  must  always  remember  to  promote  Scottish  Rite,  to  support  our  craft  lodges, 
and  to  participate  in  our  total  Masonic  fraternity.

Your  committee  extends  its  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  provided  notices, 
(especially  our  hard-working  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars),  newsletters,  and 
schedule  of  events,  which  was  a  great  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report. 

Our  sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  our  Grand  Secretary-General,  the 
Executive  Secretary,  and  the  competent  staff  for  the  great  assistance  to  the 
members  of  this  committee.

47.1  (a)  i.  and  ii.  and  this 
committee’s  report  thereon. 

Part  II  of  this  report  covers  the  committee’s  report  on  the  allocution  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 


PART  I

(c)  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  be  entitled  to  such  compensation  for  his 
services,  and  the  terms  of  his  employment,  shall  be  such  as  this  Supreme  Council 
shall  fix  from  time  to  time,  as  recommended  by  the  Advisory  Council  of  this 
Supreme  Council; 

(d)  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  may  suspend  the  Executive  Secretary, 
and  subject  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Advisory  Council,  may  remove  him 
from  office. 

(e)  In  the  event  that  the  Executive  Secretary  may  be  unable,  for  any  reason, 
to  carry  out  the  duties  of  the  office,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  may 
appoint  a  person  to  fill  the  office  on  an  interim  basis,  until  the  next  annual 
session  of  this  Supreme  Council.

Since  the  last  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  your  Committee  on  Rituals  and 
Ritualistic  Matter  has  reviewed  rituals  and  other  printed  material  to  make 
appropriate  changes.  Drafts  of  the  translation  of  the  French  version  of  degrees 
have  also  been  reviewed.  Other  topics  of  concern  in  as  far  as  they  refer  to 
ritualistic  matter  have  also  been  addressed.  The  report  of  the  committee  is 
submitted  for  your  consideration  and  approval. 

Rituals  Pending  Review 

The  schedule  for  reviewing  and  preparing  revised  drafts  of  rituals  hasn’t  taken 
place  as  planned.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  have  revised  drafts  of  the  9°, 
15°,  16°,  and  17°  for  the  next  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  Comments  and 
suggestions  for  changes  would  be  appreciated. 

Printing  of  Approved  Revised  Rituals 

Rituals  for  the  8°,  Intendant  of  the  Building,  and  for  the  18°,  Knight  Rose  Croix, 
which  have  been  reprinted,  or  in  the  process,  will  be  available  for  distribution. 

Translation  of  the  French  Version  of  Degrees 

Drafts  of  the  French  version  of  the  19°,  20°,  21°,  22°,  and  23°  have  been 
reviewed  and  found  to  be  true  to  the  present  English  version  and  acceptable  as 
such.  A  copy  of  the  draft  of  each  of  these  degrees  will  be  submitted  for  the 
records  of  the  Supreme  Council  Office.  It  is  recommended  that  the  degrees  be 
approved  for  printing. 

The  committee  and,  in  particular,  the  chairman  appreciates  the  dedicated  work 
of  Ill /.Bros /.Pierre  A.  Phaneuf,  33°,  and  Philippe  A.  Decelles,  33°,  for  the 
preparation  and  revision  of  the  drafts. 

Valley  Open  Masonic  Events 

Because  the  committee  realizes  the  value  of  having  open  Masonic  events  to 
provide  information  for  those  interested  in  learning  more  about  Freemasonry  and, 
in  particular,  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry,  the  committee  is  only  too  willing  to 
consider  for  approval  requests  to  hold  such  events.  At  the  present,  the  general 
procedure  to  be  followed  to  have  an  open  event  was  stated  in  the  Report  of  The 
Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter  in  the  1999  Proceedings  of  Supreme 
Council,  page  106,  item  3,  and  in  the  Preliminary  Reports  of  Committees  for  the 
Supreme  Council  Session,  September  1999,  page  32. 

The  general  procedure  to  be  followed  to  have  an  open  event:  The  valley  requests 
permission  to  have  the  event  and,  also,  submits  their  proposal  to  the  Deputy,  who 
submits  the  information  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter  for  review  and  approval. 
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Apparently,  the  procedure  is  not  being  adhered  to. 

Music  for  the  Degrees  of  Scottish  Rite 

Ill  .\Bro.\  Lloyd  H.  Oakes,  33°,  Chairman,  and  his  Committee  on  Ritual  Music, 
were  very  pleased  with  the  response  to  the  music  seminar  held  at  the  Supreme 
Council  Session  in  Winnipeg.  There  was  a  very  good  attendance.  Meaningful 
discussion  proved  to  be  very  useful  for  those  in  attendance.  It  was  evident  that 
those  who  attended  left  with  a  feeling  of  having  gained  some  information  that 
would  help  them  to  provide  appropriate  music  in  the  various  degrees.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  DEMOLAY 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  committee  asked  each  Deputy  to  establish  in  his  jurisdiction  a  DeMolay 
Committee  of  Scottish  Rite  members,  preferably  ex-DeMolay  members  to  look 
into  the  needs  of  what  we  can  do  to  help  in  each  jurisdiction. 

We  are  also  looking  for  possibly  one  person  to  stimulate  DeMolay  in  each  valley 
either  by  starting  a  new  chapter  or  helping  in  an  established  chapter. 

We  must  try  to  see  what  we  can  do  to  encourage  young  men  to  enter 
Freemasonry  and  that  we  in  Scottish  Rite  work  with  the  Grand  Lodges  and  other 
concordant  bodies  to  establish  DeMolay  chapters  throughout  Canada. 

The  head  office  for  Canada  in  DeMolay  has  been  transferred  to  DeMolay 
International  in  Kansas  City. 
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As  of  last  year  there  were  23  chapters  registered  in  Canada  with  between  300- 
400  members. 

I  feel  that  we  are  very  lethargic  in  our  approach  to  DeMolay  across  Canada,  and 
I  believe  it  is  urgently  required  that  we  support  these  young  men,  not  necessarily 
monetarily,  but  by  our  help  and  presence. 

The  DeMolay  Committee  of  British  Columbia  has  reported  that  two  DeMolay 
chapters  are  being  formed  in  Nanaimo  and  Prince  Rupert.  I  have  not  heard  from 
any  other  DeMolay  committees. 

Our  committee  member.  Ill  .\  Bro  .\  Gerald  A.  Chaulk,  33°,  stated  that  New 
Brunswick’s  DeMolay  boys  seem  quite  active  in  putting  on  pancake  breakfasts 
and  helping  Scottish  Rite  with  Robbie  Bums’  Night.  In  addition,  they  have 
attend  some  of  our  craft  lodges  with  videos  and  speeches.  Well  done  Moncton!

REPORT  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER’S 
SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  HONORARY  ENTITLEMENT 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Special  Committee  on  Honorary  Entitlement  appointed  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  has  held  one  meeting  which  might  be  considered  one  of 
orientation  or  information-gathering. 

The  committee  was  formed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  out  of  concern 
over  the  results  of  the  2001  entitlement  calculations  and  the  possible  continuing 
trend  that  was  indicated  due  to  decreasing  membership.  (At  this  2001  Session 
of  Supreme  Council,  five  provinces  are  entitled  to  nominate  43  honorary 
members  while  five  provinces  have  either  zero  or  negative  entitlement.)  The 
committee  was  directed  to  review,  not  just  the  mathematical  calculation,  but  all 
aspects  of  honorary  entitlement  and  the  choice  of  honorary  nominees. 

The  members  of  the  committee  had  already  received  copies  of  the  2001 
entitlement  calculations  and  the  following  additional  information  was  discussed 
by  the  committee: 

-  Suggested  responsibilities  of  an  H.I.G.  prepared  by  the  Valley  of  Calgary 
(Unofficial). 
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-  Information  regarding  England,  and  portions  of  the  constitutions  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  and  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  USA 
covering  H.I.G’s. 

-  Canadian  Statutes. 

-  Suggestion  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that  a  province  with  no 
entitlement  might  borrow  from  Ontario. 

As  a  preliminary  report  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  it  was 
recommended  that  a  committee  be  struck  to  consider  the  following: 

1.  What  is  the  purpose  of  an  Honorary  Inspector-General? 

2.  What  are  the  qualifications  of  a  candidate? 

3.  What  is  the  selective  process?  Is  it  clearly  defined  and  consistent 
across  the  jurisdiction? 

4.  What  are  the  responsibilites  of  an  "Honorary"? 

5.  Recommend  that  an  "Honorary"  sign  a  commitment  form. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  since  advised  that  the  consideratin  of  these 
items  is  the  reponsibility  of  this  committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON 
LEADERSHIP  &  OFFICER  TRAINING 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  committee  was  created  two  years  ago  to  develop  and  administer  training 
programmes  to  ensure  quality  leadership  in  officers  to  strengthen  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  in  Canada.  A  binder  of  training  material  has  been  created  and  was 
provided  last  year  to  each  provincial  Deputy  for  use  and  application  by  their  own 
training  committees. 

The  committee  has  received  limited  feedback  so  far,  but  early  results  are  very 
encouraging.  Where  a  one-day  seminar  for  officers  has  been  held,  their 
individual  roles  as  set  out  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Lodge  Officers’  Guide  are 
reinforced  and  the  need  for  planning,  leadership,  and  teamwork  is  highlighted. 
An  evaluation  immediately  following  the  seminar  is  useful  to  ensure  that  its 
objective  was  successfully  met  and  to  provide  ideas  for  improvement  in 
subsequent  seminars. 

Another  approach  being  tried  is  to  conduct  a  survey  of  the  membership  of  a 
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valley  to  find  out  how  satisfied  the  members  are  with  all  aspects  of  the  operation 
of  the  valley — from  degree  work  to  dues,  officer  proficiency  to  programmes, 
meeting  nights  (frequency,  duration,  day  of  the  week,  etc.),  and  so  on,  and  to  ask 
members  for  their  suggestions  for  change.  The  survey  results  will  provide 
valuable  input  for  the  officers  to  plan  changes  that  will  lead  to  greater  member 
satisfaction  and,  hopefully,  participation.  Response  to  the  survey  approach  has 
been  gratifying  (over  30%  responding)  and  many  ideas  for  improvement  have 
been  identified.  This  approach  also  has  the  advantage  of  providing  the  officers 
with  a  results-oriented  framework  for  demonstrating  leadership. 

The  committee  would  very  much  appreciate  receiving  a  brief  report  from  each 
Deputy  on  their  progress  in  establishing  officer-training  programmes.  The 
members  of  the  committee  will  be  most  pleased  to  provide  whatever  assistance 
they  can  where  needed.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  LIBRARY  AND  ARCHIVES 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  committee  during  the  past  year,  together  with  the  entire  office  staff  of 
Supreme  Council,  has  had  a  most  busy  time. 

When  the  date  was  announced  for  the  removal  of  the  Supreme  Council  offices 
from  152  George  Street  to  the  Scottish  Rite  building  (Towers)  at  4  Queen  Street 
South,  we  were  in  the  midst  of  labelling  and  moving  certain  volumes  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  Library  on  King  Street.  Although  the  distance  between  these  three 
facilities  is  not  great,  the  time  and  labour  involved  were  considerable. 

Prior  to  January  of  this  year  we  were  able  to  transfer  20  file  cartons  of  books 
(approximately  400  volumes)  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Library,  half  of  these  have,  to 
date,  been  shelved.  With  the  advent  of  the  big  move,  the  committee  had  to  box 
all  the  uncatalogued  books,  photographs,  and  archival  items  for  removal. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  to  store  the  yet  unlabelled  books  in  the  basement  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
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building  on  King  Street  and  provision  has  been  graciously  made  to  afford  the 
committee  suitable  space  to  complete  our  work  of  sorting  and  labelling.  The 
photographs  and  archival  materials  were  moved  to  the  Scottish  Rite  facility  and 
are  currently  in  the  safekeeping  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

Over  75  file  boxes  of  books  (about  1500  books)  are  presently  in  the  basement 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  building.  This  is  now  a  problem  as  to  where  to  eventually 
store  them.  There  is  not  nearly  enough  room  in  the  space  in  the  library  that  was 
originally  allocated  to  the  Scottish  Rite  section.  The  Grand  Lodge  Librarian, 
R.W.Bro.  Brian  Schweitzer,  is  working  on  an  agreeable  solution  to  our  dilemma. 
Until  a  decision  is  reached  we  are  at  a  standstill. 

Your  committee  has  added  two  new  members  in  the  past  year:  Ill ..  Bros ..  Robert 
G.  Wands,  33°,  and  Richard  D.  Quinton,  33°.  Bro.  Wands  has  assisted  this 
committee  for  many  years  with  his  many  hours  of  cataloguing  our  books  on  his 
computer  and  we  heartily  welcome  him. 

Your  committee  chairman,  in  particular,  wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  to 
Ill /.Bros  .'.Richard  D.  Quinton,  33°,  and  Bruce  R.  Grant,  33°,  for  their  many 
hours  of  dedicated  assistance  to  our  ongoing  project. 

To  Ill  .'.Bro .'.Donald  D.  Thornton,  33°,  and  the  entire  Supreme  Council  office 
staff,  we  appreciate  your  assistance  and  cooperation  over  the  past  several  years. 

Our  expenses  during  the  past  year  have  not  been  excessive,  however  with  the 
possibility  of  additional  shelving  and/or  cabinets  being  required,  we  recommend 
a  continuance  of  a  budget  of  $2,500  for  the  next  fiscal  period. 

We  urge  all  who  can,  to  provide  all  possible  moral  and  physical  support  to  assist 
us  in  advancing  our  efforts.  With  this  commitment,  we  should  be  able  to 
conclude  the  major  portion  of  our  work  and  thereby  make  available,  at  least, 
some  material  to  our  members  by  the  end  of  2002.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON 
MEMBERSHIP  AWARENESS  AND  COMMUNITY  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Since  last  year’s  report  there  has  been  an  effort  to  have  all  inquiries  that 
concerned  participation  by  a  Scottish  Rite  body  in  Canada  in  any  printed  material 
(new  or  a  rewrite),  publication  (e.g.,  the  Ontario  Mason),  or  events,  referred  to 
this  committee.  The  hope  is  to  build  a  useful  resource  as  efforts  increase  to 
expand  ways  to  communicate  the  story  of  our  Scottish  Rite. 

The  Royal  Arch  body  of  the  York  Rite  advised  our  Supreme  Council  office  when 
they  were  preparing  to  submit  a  full  page  colour  ad  to  the  Ontario  Mason 
(circulation  60,000).  We  agreed  to  share  the  facing  centre-fold  page  with  an  ad 
promoting  the  Scottish  Rite.  The  result  was  an  attractive,  colourful,  and 
informative  centre  section  about  further  light  in  Freemasonry  and  was  directed 
to  the  attention  of  all  Master  Masons  in  Ontario. 
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A  letter  was  sent  requesting  each  valley  to  forward  to  the  Supreme  Council 
office  a  copy  of  any  printed  piece  they  were  using  or  had  in  the  planning  stage. 
The  hope  is  to  share  these  efforts  among  all  valleys,  to  ensure  their  accuracy  and 
to  encourage  wider  usage. 

After  the  decision  by  the  Imperial  Shrine  to  solicit  Master  Masons  in  good 
standing  for  membership,  this  committee  was  asked  to  participate  in  a  ("Family 
of  Freemasonry  Public  Relations  and  Promotion")  public  relations  group  in 
Ontario. 

There  have  been  three  meetings  of  bodies  of  the  "Masonic  Family"  in  Ontario. 
Some  participants  represented  national  bodies  and  others  represented  provincial 
jurisdictions  or  areas.  The  York  Rite  bodies  included  representatives  of  the 
Royal  Arch  and  the  Knights  Templar  (National),  and  the  Grand  Conclave  and  the 
Red  Cross  of  Constantine  (Provincial).  The  Scottish  Rite  (National)  was 
represented  by  myself  and  the  Shrine  representatives  were  from  three  Ontario 
Shrine  Temples  (Mocha,  Tunis,  and  Rameses)  with  contact  also  to  be  made  with 
Khartum  Temple  in  Winnipeg,  and  Kamak  Temple  in  Montreal.  All  five  of 
these  Temples  have  members  from  craft  lodges  in  Ontario. 

The  first  meeting  was  called  and  chaired  by  Ill  Bro  .*.  Donald  A.  Campbell,  33°, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Public  Relations  Committee.  This  first 
meeting  confirmed  the  intention  of  each  body  represented  to  co-operate  fully  in 
future  attempts  to  more  widely  communicate  Masonic  information  and  to  keep 
each  other  aware  of  their  various  plans  and  efforts. 

At  the  second  meeting,  much  of  the  current  printed  material  presently  in  use  by 
each  group  represented  was  made  available.  A  recent  brochure  from  the 
Masonic  Service  Association  (USA)  was  provided  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
representative.  It  provided  an  overview  of  the  entire  "Masonic  Family", 
mentioning  each  as  a  part  of  a  worldwide  Brotherhood.  Most  of  the  others 
reviewed  were  much  more  specific  and  had  been  intended  to  describe  and  focus 
upon  the  body  that  printed  them. 

There  was  general  agreement  that  an  ideal  goal  would  be  for  each  group,  in  the 
future,  to  mention  or  to  reference  all  of  the  other  recognized  Canadian  "Masonic 
family"  participants  in  their  brochures,  after  vetting  for  appropriate  wording  and 
descriptions  through  each  body  to  be  mentioned. 

It  was  agreed  that  each  body  represented  would,  when  possible,  extend 
invitations  to  the  others  to  participate  physically  with  appropriate  representation 
and  displays  and/or  literature  at  some  of  their  special  events  or  meetings. 

It  was  agreed  that  each  organization  represented  would  also  investigate  the 
provision  of  "hooks"  in  their  website  that  would  provide  connections  to  each  of 
the  other  bodies  in  our  "Masonic  family"  that  also  had  a  website.  This  would 
enable  someone  to  connect  with  any  of  the  "Masonic  family"  organizations 
through  any  one  of  each  others  "Masonic"  websites. 

At  this  early  stage  in  the  formation  of  co-operative  efforts  to  reach  out  to  better 
tell  the  story  of  who  we  Freemasons  are,  what  we  represent,  and  the  things  we 
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do.  I  am  encouraged  by  the  spirit  of  co-operation  demonstrated  by  the  members 
of  this  group.  There  was  also  support  for  looking  into  participation  by 
masonically  oriented  youth  groups  (DeMolay,  Job’s  Daughters,  Rainbow  Girls) 
and  for  references  about  the  Eastern  Star.  These  and  other  items  remain  to  be 
explored.  The  common  concern  among  all  the  participants  is  to  get  something 
going  now  to  better  tell  our  stories  of  Freemasonry. 

During  the  year,  the  large  two-section  Scottish  Rite  display  was  on-site  at  the 
Royal  Arch  Annual  Sessions  in  Kingston,  and  will  also  be  in  use  at  the  annual 
International  Plowing  Match  that  will  be  in  Ottawa  in  September  this  year.  The 
display  pictures  and  printed  materials  are  updated  for  use  with  these  displays 
and,  when  supplemented  with  local  valley  information,  can  also  be  used  with  a 
locally  available  rental  display  unit.  Because  of  rising  long  distance  shipping 
costs  and  local  variations  in  available  space  to  receive  the  display  materials 
forwarded  from  Hamilton,  it  would  be  more  feasible  to  rent  a  suitable  display 
locally  to  be  more  efficient  and  cost  effective.  Local  events  such  as  fairs,  home 
shows,  manned  mall  displays,  the  presence  of  Masonic  manpower  volunteers  at 
municipal  fund-raising  events,  etc.,  would  create  and  provide  more  opportunities 
for  a  Masonic  profile  in  the  community.  As  more  material  becomes  available, 
each  Deputy  will  receive  updates  and  will  encourage  much  wider  usage  to  locally 
educate  about  and  promote  Freemasonry  and  our  Scottish  Rite.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  STRATEGIC  PLANNING 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

If  you  don’t  know  where  you  want  to  go,  any  road  will  take  you  there.  If 
Scottish  Rite  wants  to  be  an  organization  that  is  going  to  succeed  in  the  21st 
Century,  it  must  set  goals  at  which  to  aim.  What  worked  in  the  past  to  attract 
members  is  definitely  not  working  any  more.  New  classes  are  a  mere  fraction 
of  what  they  used  to  be.  In  valleys  where  annual  dues  are  a  requirement,  many 
members  are  taking  a  demit  quite  possibly  because  they  neither  get  anything  out 
of  Scottish  Rite,  nor  do  they  contribute  anything  to  Scottish  Rite. 

We  must  take  steps  to  make  Scottish  Rite  an  organization  which  Master  Masons 
want  to  join  and  become  active  members  participating  in  its  activities.  To  that 
end  we  recommend  the  following  Vision  Statement  and  Mission  Statement  in 
order  for  both  potential  new  members  and  existing  members  to  have  a  better 
understanding  of  what  we  are,  what  is  our  purpose,  and  where  are  we  going  as 
an  organization. 

Vision  Statement 

Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Canada  must  be  an  organization  that  is  well 
managed  by  highly  motivated  men  with  vision  and  leadership  skills,  which  is 
attractive  to  interested  Masons  of  good  character,  is  well  understood,  is 
embraced  by  the  family,  and  makes  a  positive  impact  on  the  quality  of  life 
through  the  reinforcement  of  high  moral  values. 

Mission  Statement 

Scottish  Rite  is  a  fraternity  of  Master  Masons  whose  Mission  is  to  teach,  to  train 
and  to  encourage  members  to  practise  the  important  lessons  of  truth,  of  honour, 
and  of  virtue. 

It  promotes  belief  in  a  Supreme  Being  and  brotherly  love  amongst  all  people 
regardless  of  race,  colour,  or  creed. 
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It  improves  the  individual  character  through  the  lessons  taught  in  the  degrees  and 
through  leadership  training  and  relevant  programs. 

It  seeks  to  make  a  positive  impact  on  the  welfare  of  mankind  through  its 
charitable  foundation. 

It  is  a  financially  sound  organization  which  leads  by  example. 

To  this  end  we  must  promote: 

1.  leadership  training; 

2.  publicity  through  a  newsletter  for  the  benefit  of  all  members; 

3.  interesting  programmes  which  encourage  members  to  attend  regular 
meetings  and  to  participate  in  the  presentation  of  the  degrees; 

4.  education  for  our  members  beyond  just  the  presentation  of  the  degrees. 

Leadership  training  has  been  initiated  in  some  provinces  and  should  continue  to 
be  presented  at  our  Supreme  Council  Sessions.  Members  from  all  the  valleys 
should  be  encouraged  to  attend.  If  this  is  not  possible,  the  members  who  do 
attend  Supreme  Council  Sessions  should  take  the  lessons  taught  in  these  training 
sessions  back  to  all  the  valleys. 

The  lack  of  a  National  Newsletter  prevents  good  ideas  from  being  brought  to 
members  across  the  country.  Scottish  Rite  is  a  national  organization  and  only 
through  a  national  publication  can  we  hope  to  let  our  members  know  what  else 
is  happening  throughout  the  rest  of  Canada  and  other  parts  of  the  world  of 
Scottish  Rite. 

Programmes  which  work  in  other  valleys  should  be  made  known  to  all  our 
membership  and  ideas  should  be  exchanged  through  formal  and  informal 
meetings  between  members  from  valleys  and  provinces. 

Educational  programmes  for  our  members  should  be  encouraged.  Available 
resources  should  be  made  available  to  all  members,  and  copies  of  portions  of  the 
rituals  should  be  available  for  review  and  study  by  members  and  candidates.  A 
long  term  goal  might  be  to  publish  a  book  similar  to  the  Southern  Jurisdiction’s, 
A  Bridge  to  Light. 

An  effort  should  be  made  to  personally  contact  every  member  in  each  valley  to 
inquire  on  his  health  and  livelihood.  Personal  contact  goes  a  long  way  to  letting 
members  know  that  we  appreciate  their  membership  and  are  interested  in  more 
than  just  their  dues. 

The  Internet  is  becoming  accessible  to  more  people  every  year.  If  we  want  to 
reach  out  to  the  younger  generation  we  must  use  the  Internet.  We  should 
educate  not  only  new  members  but  also  our  old  members  on  how  to  access  the 
Internet,  where  to  find  information  sources  that  not  only  apply  to  Scottish  Rite, 
but  are  also  excellent  tools  for  self-improvement.  The  sources  of  excellent 
information  and  resource  material  are  almost  unlimited  and  literally  at  no  cost 
for  anyone  who  has  access  to  a  computer  connected  to  the  Internet.  We  may 
find  that  the  younger  members  are  going  to  be  the  instructors  to  the  older 
members. 
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New  members,  who  are  younger,  expect  the  people  around  them  to  respond  to 
their  input.  They  want  to  participate  and  not  just  be  observers.  We  must 
provide  them  with  learning  opportunities  and  help  them  to  develop  new  skills. 
They  want  balance  in  their  lives  and  they  are  looking  for  things  outside  of  work 
which  bring  a  balance  to  life  and  are  interesting.  If  we  want  them  to  be  part  of 
Scottish  Rite,  we  have  to  make  them  feel  wanted  and  make  them  feel  part  of  our 
organization. 

We  should  have  a  long  term  plan  to  be  financially  sound.  Our  membership  is 
decreasing  and  there  is  a  strong  resistance  to  increasing  annual  per  capita  dues. 
If  we  do  not  want  to  raise  our  dues,  we  have  to  come  up  with  some  other  means 
of  raising  money  or  reducing  expenses.  More  work  is  required  on  this  topic  in 
the  future. 

We  must  look  ahead  and  make  some  tough  decisions  as  to  what  we  expect  from 
our  membership  and  from  our  Supreme  Council  office.  Also,  what  does  our 
membership-at-large  expect  from  Supreme  Council  office? 

We  have  received  recommendations  from  members  and  have  appreciated  their 
input  which  has  helped  us  to  formulate  some  of  our  ideas.  We  invite  input  from 
members,  young  and  old.  If  revival  is  to  come  to  Scottish  Rite,  we  must  be 
receptive  to  new  ideas.  New  ideas  are  most  likely  to  come  from  new  members, 
who  may  have  had  similar  experiences  in  other  organizations,  and  who  have  had 
similar  concerns.  Letters  and  ideas  should  be  forwarded  through  the  Supreme 
Council  office. 

We  look  forward  to  continuing  response  from  the  membership  and  we  will 
endeavour  to  take  their  suggestions  into  consideration  and  pass  them  along  to 
other  interested  members  and  valleys.

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  competition  continues  to  encourage  all  valleys  to  use  their  notice  to  provide 
news  and  information  to  their  members,  particularly  to  those  unable  to  attend  all 
meetings.  The  improvement  in  the  notices,  for  the  past  year,  has  been 
encouraging.  There  is  much  more  information  being  passed  on  to  the  brethren. 
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The  committee  evaluated  notices  from  39  valleys,  considering  the  appearance, 
layout,  and  information  included  in  each  notice.  Valleys  included  information 
on:  executives,  dates  of  meetings,  sick  and  visiting,  new  members,  degree 
participants,  news  from  the  valley.  Supreme  Council,  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation,  other  valleys,  special  events,  and  several  mentioned 
international  events.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION  OF  CANADA 

To  The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Annual  Reports  provide  the  opportunity  to  record  retrospectively  and  to  imagine 
prospectively. 

We  have  produced  this  year’s  Annual  Report  in  the  same  format  we  have  used 
for  many  years.  Hopefully  it  achieves  its  purpose  of  providing  necessary 
financial  and  other  information  as  well  as  communicating  an  overview  of  the 
activities  of  the  Foundation  itself,  and  more  detailed  summaries  of  the  research 
being  conducted  by  the  major  grant  recipients. 

Fortunately  our  Annual  Report  is  not  an  example  of  Hale’s  Rule  which  states 
that  the  sumptuousness  of  a  company’s  annual  report  is  in  inverse  proportion  to 
its  profitability  that  year. 

Indeed,  thanks  to  careful  management  by  our  Treasurer,  and  Finance  Committee, 
and  with  the  benefit  of  recommendations  received  from  our  professional 
investment  advisers,  the  Foundation  has  again  this  year  achieved  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  total  value  of  its  assets.  At  the  June  30,  2001  year  end,  total 
assets  amounted  to  $9,863,000  an  increase  of  $740,000  over  the  previous  year. 

While  interest  rates  continued  to  decline,  the  Foundation’s  yield  on  investments 
was  8.9%. 

From  the  income  earned,  the  Foundation  was  again  enabled  to  contribute 
$550,000  to  The  Roeher  Institute,  to  fund  major  research  grants,  graduate  student 
research  grants  and  college  bursaries. 

When  one  reads,  even  in  summary  form,  the  investigative  research  being 
undertaken  by  major  grant  recipients  and  graduate  students,  as  well  as  the 
imaginative  programmes  being  pursued  by  bursary  recipients,  one  cannot  help 
but  feel  a  reflected  pride  in  knowing  that  in  some  measure  the  support  of  The 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada  has  contributed,  and  continues  to 
contribute,  to  finding  eventually,  causes  of,  and  cures  for,  intellectual 
impairment,  and  ameliorating  the  lives  of  those  persons  already  challenged. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Foundation  has  undergone  certain  changes,  and 
undertaken  some  initiatives. 

On  a  very  sad  note,  John  Durkee  Atchison  who  was  elected  a  Director  and 
Secretary  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Foundation  in  September  2000,  died 
suddenly  on  February  9,  2001,  shortly  after  setting  out  to  drive  to  a  meeting  of 
the  Foundation  scheduled  to  be  held  at  The  Roeher  Institute  in  Toronto.  Rest 
eternal  grant  unto  him,  and  let  light  perpetual  shine  upon  him. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  Immediate  Past  Secretary,  John  W. 
Lowry  for  agreeing  to  act  as  Secretary  at  the  Director’s  Meeting  in  Hamilton  on 
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April  7,  2001,  and  preparing  the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 

The  Foundation  is  very  pleased  to  welcome  J.  Carl  Fairthome  as  its  new 
Secretary.  Carl  like  his  friend,  John  Atchison  comes  from  Windsor,  Ontario  a 
Valley  which  has  always  been  an  outstanding  supporter  of  the  Foundation.  Carl, 
who  became  a  member  of  the  Foundation  this  year,  was  elected  as  Secretary  by 
the  directors  at  their  meeting  held  on  September  15,  2001. 

Thomas  W.  S.  Band,  who  had  served  well  and  faithfully  as  a  Director  for  several 
years  resigned  in  2001.  At  the  April  7,  2001  Meeting  of  the  Directors,  Dr. 
Glenn  M.  Martin,  the  immediate  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  The 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada,  and  a 
distinguished  retired  pathologist,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Board 
created  by  the  retirement  of  Thomas  W.  S.  Band. 

The  retaining  of  a  communications  specialist  foreshadowed  in  my  President’s 
Report  last  year,  became  a  reality  with  the  signing  of  an  Agreement  with  The 
LOMBERG  Network  and  the  appointment  of  a  Communications  Committee, 
chaired  by  Vice-President  Harold  E.  Crosby.  A  questionnaire,  entitled  Lets  Build 
the  Foundation,  was  prepared  and  mailed  to  all  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in 
Canada.  There  was  an  excellent  response  to  the  questions  posed.  These 
responses  were  tabulated  and  a  report  on  the  results  was  given  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  to  the  Members  in  the  Report  of  the  Communications  Committee. 

The  Directors  and  Members  accepted  the  Committee’s  recommendations  to 
approve  a  five  point  communications  program  proposed  by  The  LOMBERG 
Network  and  approved  the  budgeted  cost  therefore  of  $30,000  plus  applicable 
GST. 

Also  approved  was  the  Committee’s  recommendation  that  the  Board  examine  the 
desirability  of  implementing  three  of  four  items  suggested  by  The  LOMBERG 
Network,  namely,  the  desirability  of  having  a  second  level  of  recognition  to 
compliment  the  existing  Fellow  designation  at  the  $500  level  of  giving, 
considering  a  program  for  acknowledgement/recognitions  for  Valleys,  and  Valley 
Representatives,  and  adopting  a  slogan  for  use  in  Foundation  publications.  The 
fourth  item  suggested,  namely,  a  change  of  the  Foundation’s  name,  was  not 
approved. 

Director  Donald  R.  Thornton  assumed  the  chairmanship  of  the  Awards 
Committee  during  the  year.  He  has  been  most  active  in  organizing  and 
expanding  the  membership  of  the  Committee.  The  responsibilities  of  the 
Committee  have  increased  since  all  applications  for  major  grants  and  graduate 
student  awards  are  now  to  be  submitted  directly  to  the  Hamilton  office. 

Heartfelt  appreciation  is  extended  to  Dr.  John  E.  E.  Winch,  now  Vice-Chairman, 
for  his  years  of  selfless  devotion  as  Chairman  of  the  Awards  Committee.  He  has 
performed  outstanding  service  adjudicating  the  major  awards,  preparing  the 
Annual  Report,  and  editing  the  Foundation  Newsletter. 

Appreciation  is  extended  also  to  Dr.  Marcia  Rioux  for  volunteering  her  expertise 
in  assisting  Dr.  Winch  in  adjudicating  the  major  awards. 
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A  major  relocation  occurred  this  past  spring  with  the  move  of  the  Foundation's 
office,  along  with  that  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  from  152 
George  Street,  Hamilton,  to  more  attractive  and  functional  premises  at  4  Queen 
Street  South,  Hamilton,  Ontario,  L8P  3R3. 

During  the  year,  we  have  welcomed  first  Cliff  Tootell,  and  then,  George  Robbins 
as  Assistant  Treasurer,  as  well  as,  Sue  Thompson  as  our  new  Foundation  Office 
Secretary. 

I  express  my  appreciation  to  them  for  accomplishing  the  move  so  efficiently  and 
effectively.  Appreciation  is  again  extended  to  all  the  officers  and  directors,  and 
to  Donald  D.  Thornton,  Assistant  Secretary,  for  their  individual  and  collective 
contributions  to  the  work  of  the  Foundation. 

We  have  continued  to  work  closely  throughout  the  year  again  with  The  Roeher 
Institute.  Special  thanks  are  extended  to  Cam  Crawford  and  Roslyn  Ward  for 
their  expert  and  willing  assistance  always  so  generously  offered. 

A  special  thank  you  is,  of  course,  reserved  for  our  donors,  without  whose 
generosity  the  Foundation  could  not  continue  and,  hopefully,  expand  its  objective 
of  assisting  and  enriching  the  lives  of  those  persons  who  are  intellectually 
challenged. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  offer  this  thought:  "Must  I  be  giving  myself,  my 
time  and  my  money  again  and  again?"  "No",  said  the  angel,  piercing  me 
through,  "Just  stop  -  when  the  Lord  stops  giving  you."

Medicine  Hat  and  Central  Alberta  (Lacombe)  Valleys  each  held  a  windup 
Barbecue  in  June. 

Members  of  Supreme  Council  were  privileged  to  attend  a  number  of  functions 
of  other  Masonic  bodies  to  bring  greetings  and  best  wishes  to  their  sessions, 
from  our  SGC  and  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada.  They  included  the  following: 

-  the  Annual  Conclave  of  the  International  Order  of  Job’s  Daughters; 

-  the  96th  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta; 

-  two  meetings  called  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta  to  discuss  with  the 
concordant  bodies,  the  future  of  the  "Masonic  Family".  (No  conclusions 
were  reached); 

-  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Alberta. 

The  memberships  of  the  valleys  continue  to  decrease  through  deaths,  demits,  and 
suspensions,  with  a  lack  of  new  members  to  balance  the  loss.  Membership 
programmes  introduced  in  the  valleys  have  not  been  able  to  stem  this  decrease. 
Calgary  decreased  by  34  members,  Edmonton  by  26,  Lethbridge  by  1 7,  Medicine 
Hat  by  4,  and  Central  Valley  (Lacombe)  remained  the  same. 

A  Leadership  Steering  Committee  has  been  meeting  regularly  over  the  past  year. 
They  now  have  four  workshop  programmes  ready.  The  first  workshop 
programme  focusing  on  new  officers’  commitment  has  been  used  in  Central 
Alberta  (Lacombe)  and  Calgary  Valleys.  Evaluation  of  their  success  will  be 
assessed  during  the  summer. 

Alberta  was  fortunate  this  year  to  receive  several  scholarship  grants  awarded  to 
students  in  Medicine  Hat,  Drumheller,  Edmonton,  and  Calgary.  A  Major  Grant 
was  presented  to  Dr.  Deborah  Dewey,  Ph.D.,  to  enable  her  to  complete  a  three- 
year  research  programme  into  the  Development  of  Neurobehavioural  and  Social 
Abilities  in  Children  with  Autism.  All  the  valleys  have  supported  local  charities, 
continuing  to  support  the  "We  Can  Help"  programme  in  co-operation  with  the 
St.  John’s  Ambulance.  All  members  of  the  "Masonic  Family"  in  Alberta  jointly 
sponsor  this  programme. 

All  the  valleys  in  Alberta  are  in  a  sound  financial  position.  They  are  continuing 
to  develop  ways  to  make  Scottish  Rite  more  interesting  and  viable  to  the  Masons 
in  Alberta. 

The  Honorary  Inspectors-General  of  the  Calgary  Valley  continue  to  have 
luncheons  four  times  a  year.  Their  wives,  and  the  widows  of  33°,  also  have 
luncheons  four  times  a  year. 

I  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Orlan  J. 
Weber;  Past  Active  Members  of  Supreme  Council  Ill  .*.  Bros  .\W.  Alexander 
(Sandy)  Milligan  and  Thomas  W.  S.  Band;  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General; 
Grand  Secretary-General  Ill  .’.Bro.  .  Donald  D.  Thornton;  the  Supreme  Council 
office  staff;  and  the  officers  and  members  of  all  the  valleys  in  Alberta,  for 
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providing  guidance  and  support  during  the  year.

Engineer  who  operated  our  sound  system  in 
Vancouver  for  many  years.  His  talents  will  be 
missed.; 

-  Norman  Robert  Byers,  33°,  Valley  of  Victoria. 
To  their  families,  we  extend  our  deepest  sympathies. 

Cheques  from  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  were  presented  to:

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  this  2000-2001  report 
on  the  Valleys  of  Brandon  and  Winnipeg  in 
accordance  with  ART.  26.  (d)  of  the  Statutes. 

Names  of  the  brethren  whom  we  have  lost  through 
death  during  the  year  are  inscribed  in  the  obituary 
records  of  our  Annual  Proceedings.  To  their 
families,  we  extend  our  deepest  sympathy. 

I  must,  however,  pay  particular  homage  to  our  late 
Bro.  Reverend  Stanley  Millar,  33°.  Bro.  Millar 
entered  the  Rite  in  1964,  served  as  MWS  of 
Bethesda  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1970,  was 
coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  1976, 
and  served  as  Grand  Chaplain  continuously  for  25 
years  until  his  retirement  due  to  ill  health  in  2000. 
He  was  well-known  as  "the  Mason  Chaplain" 
having  served  as  pastor  to  numerous  Masonic  organizations  and  families  over  the 
years.  His  compassion,  humour,  and  contribution  to  Masonry,  in  general,  and 
Scottish  Rite,  in  particular,  was  most  appreciated  and  will  long  be  remembered. 

I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  gratitude  to  all  members  of  both  valleys  who 
accorded  me  their  support  and  wise  counsel  during  the  year.  Time  and  space 
precludes  me  from  listing  the  names  of  all  those  to  whom  I  should  be  giving 
special  recognition. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  both  accomplishment  and  disappointment. 
While  disappointment  lies  with  the  declining  membership,  I  know  that  other 
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valleys  are  experiencing  the  same  problems  encountered  throughout  Masonry. 
The  gains  and  losses  are  recorded  in  the  Membership  Appendix  and  are  available 
for  review. 

We  have  taken  positive  steps  with  the  emphasis  on  building  from  strength  rather 
than  competing  with  other  organizations  in  the  numbers  game.  By  strengthening 
from  within,  we  believe  that  our  growth  will  follow  as  the  quality  of  the  Rite  is 
emphasized  and  practiced.  My  later  comments  on  the  Easter  Service,  the 
Installation  Ceremony,  and  fund-  raising  activities  will  illustrate  some  of  the 
changes  that  will  prove  to  be  beneficial  to  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  in  future 
years. 

I  am  also  pleased  with  the  appointment  of  Bro.  Rozin  D.  Iwanicki,  33°,  by 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  as  Deputy’s  Assistant  to 
the  Deputy  for  Manitoba  and  Nunavut  Territory  who  will  carry  out  many  of  the 
duties  of  that  office  under  my  supervision.  Bro.  Iwanicki  has  the  respect  of  all 
the  brethren  in  Manitoba  and  has  proven  his  capabilities  in  the  many  duties  he 
has  undertaken  and  discharged  for  the  benefit  of  Scottish  Rite.  His  advice  and 
assistance  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Brandon 

This  Valley  continues  to  struggle  with  membership  problems  with  a  loss  of  16 
members  and  no  creations  during  the  year,  which  at  fiscal  year  end  consisted  of 
1 13  members.  Although  recruiting  efforts  continue,  the  problem  the  Craft  lodges 
in  Brandon  are  experiencing  in  attracting  members  negatively  reflects  on  the 
availability  of  potential  new  Scottish  Rite  members. 

While  there  was  no  degree  work  during  the  year  due  to  the  lack  of  candidates, 
the  administration  of  the  valley  was  well  maintained  by  the  valley  secretary  and 
the  principal  officers. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  official  visit  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  in  April  2001.  He  was  accompanied  by  16  members  and  ladies 
from  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg.  The  Valley  hosted  a  reception  at  the  Brandon 
Golf  and  Country  Club  in  honour  of  the  SGC  and  his  lady,  Nancy.  The  large 
turnout  of  members  and  their  ladies  was  significant  of  the  continuing  enthusiasm 
of  the  valley  for  the  Rite  and  the  inspiring  address  by  SGC  Byrne  on 
membership  and  the  need  to  emphasize  quality  rather  than  quantity  was  well 
received. 

A  pleasant  duty  performed  by  the  SGC  was  the  presentation  of  a  50- Year 
Decoration  to  Ill  /.Bro  /.William  (Bill)  C.  Pearson,  32°,  who  was  most  gracious 
in  his  acceptance  remarks.  Ill  .Bro.  Harley  (Hal)  G.  Pallister,  33°,  was  Master 
of  Ceremonies  and  provided  a  most  entertaining  evening  that  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  matter  of  diverting  $50,000  of  valley  funds  to 
assist  in  the  construction  of  a  facility  to  house  the  Masonic  family  in  Brandon 
has  been  put  to  rest  without  further  mention  or  discussion.  I  extend  sincere 
thanks  to  the  three  agents  I  appointed  in  the  valley  for  their  co-operation  in 
diligently  discharging  the  duties  I  assigned  to  them  to  ensure  the  sanctity  and 
protection  of  the  valley  assets. 
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I  commend  the  officers  and  members  of  this  valley  for  their  positive  attitude  and 
commitment  to  keeping  the  valley  alive  and  well,  and,  particularly,  for  their 
commitment  to  recruit  quality  young  men  to  build  a  strong  and  progressive 
valley. 

The  camaraderie  between  the  Valley  of  Brandon  and  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg 
increased  considerably  this  past  year.  Members  of  the  Valley  of  Brandon  visited 
the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  during  the  year  to  observe  degree  work,  attend  the 
Installation  of  Officers,  and,  for  the  first  time,  a  past  Commander-in-Chief  from 
the  Valley  of  Brandon,  Bro.  Pallister,  33°,  sat  as  an  officer  of  the  Manitoba 
Sovereign  Consistory  for  the  Past  Commanders-in-Chief  s  Night  conducted  in  the 
Valley  of  Winnipeg  on  February  8,  2001. 

Winnipeg 

Hosting  the  126th  Annual  Session  was  without  doubt  the  major  undertaking  and 
activity  of  the  valley  during  2000.  I  cannot  make  this  report  without  mentioning 
the  dedication  and  effort  of  the  General  Chairman,  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Rozin  D.  Iwanicki, 
33°,  his  Deputy  Chairman,  Ill  ..Bro  /.Calvin  R.  Johnston,  33°,  and  the 
committees  supporting  their  efforts. 

From  registration  to  the  final  celebrations  their  hard  work  paid  dividends. 
Without  repeating  the  compliments  and  praise  received  from  across  Canada  on 
the  success  of  the  Session,  I  believe  it  can  be  considered  to  have  been  a  great 
Session  and  one  that  will  be  remembered  for  years. 

My  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  the  brethren  and  their  ladies  who  worked  so 
hard  for  this  success  is  limitless.  This  confirms  once  again  that  I  get  results  like 
this  from  members  of  the  valley  in  all  their  undertakings. 

Another  major  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  Installation  of  Officers  on  April  26, 
2001.  This  was  the  first  time  that  an  open  installation  for  all  three  bodies  was 
held  with  invited  guests,  members,  and  their  ladies  present.  Our  distinguished 
guests  were  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  his  lady,  Nancy,  whose 
presence  added  greatly  to  both  the  solemnity  and  the  excitement  of  the  evening. 

The  ritual  for  the  Installation  of  Officers  was  re-written  and  directed  by 
Ill /.Bro /.John  A.  Fergusson,  33°.  This  ceremony  replaced  the  joint  installation 
ceremony  that  had  been  utilized  for  many  years  by  the  valley  but  was  considered 
to  be  outdated  and  not  suitable  for  the  type  of  proceedings  Bro.  Fergusson 
wanted  to  portray  in  an  open  ceremony.  What  he  did  was  to  bring  the  valley 
into  the  new  millennium.  The  ceremony  was  smooth  moving  without  taking 
away  any  of  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion;  it  was  colourful  in  its  presentation 
making  full  use  of  both  insignia  of  office  and  jewels  and  was  presented  in  a 
formal  lodge  setting  that  was  filled  to  capacity. 

Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Kenneth  R.  Mair,  33°,  was  in  the  East  as  Presiding  Master  and 
performed  his  duties  admirably.  The  installing  officers  all  did  an  outstanding  job 
and  are  to  be  commended. 

Hopefully  other  valleys  in  Canada  will  consider  adopting  this  beautiful  ceremony 
as  part  of  their  installation  ritual. 
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The  address  by  the  SGC  was  most  enlightening,  timely  in  its  contents,  and  well- 
received.  During  the  ceremonies,  the  presentation  of  the  Walter  C.  McDonald 
Medal  for  meritorious  service  to  the  valley  was  made  by  the  SGC  to 
Ill /.  Bros  .\J.  Irvine  Jackson,  33°,  Kenneth  R.  Mair,  33°,  Donald  K.  McLachlan, 
33°,  Stanley  Furda,  32°,  and  Jerrold  L.  Gunn,  32°.  The  medal  selection  is  secret 
except  to  the  members  of  the  selection  committee  and  is  not  disclosed  until  the 
time  of  the  actual  presentation. 

During  his  visit  to  the  valley,  the  SGC  was  asked  to  unveil  a  plaque  presented 
at  a  ceremony  at  the  Winnipeg  Convention  Centre  to  honour  the  Valley  of 
Winnipeg’s  126th  Annual  Session  Committee  for  its  success  in  holding  the 
Session  at  the  Centre.  This  is  an  honour  that  is  reserved  for  those  organizations 
of  a  community  nature  that  add  to  the  prestige  and  reputation  of  the  City  of 
Winnipeg  by  holding  a  successful  convention.  Not  all  organizations  receive  the 
honour  and  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  is  pleased  to  have  been  recognized  for  its 
efforts.  The  plaque  is  very  visible  by  the  front  entrance  to  the  Centre. 

This  year  also  witnessed  a  change  in  the  presentation  of  both  the  prestigious  1 8° 
and  the  Easter  Services.  Both  these  changes  were  as  a  result  of  the  excellent  co¬ 
operation  between  Ill/.Bro/.  John  A.  Fergusson,  33°,  MWS  Ill/.Bro/.  John  N. 
C.  Campbell,  32°,  Grand  Secretary/Registrar  Ill /.Bro /.Richard  L.  Gustafson, 
33°,  and  the  manager  of  the  Manitoba  Masonic  Temple. 

The  18°  was  conducted  between  two  of  the  largest  lodge  rooms.  The  smooth 
flow  of  the  attending  brethren  from  one  room  to  the  other  eliminated  much  of 
the  delay  previously  encountered  in  setting  up  the  paraphernalia  and  made  for  a 
more  significant  and  meaningful  portrayal. 

The  Easter  Services  were  changed  to  permit  the  brethren  to  attend  religious 
services  of  their  choice  with  their  families  on  Easter  Sunday,  and  allow  them  to 
participate  in  the  Re-Lighting  of  the  Lights  Ceremony  by  rescheduling  this  part 
of  the  Easter  Service  to  the  Thursday  evening  following  Easter  Sunday.  The 
attendance  by  the  brethren  and  their  acceptance  of  this  change  was  gratifying. 

A  further  major  change  in  the  administration  of  the  Easter  Services  has  been 
made  by  my  appointment  of  a  standing  committee  chaired  by  Ill  /.Bros  /.John  A. 
Fergusson,  33°,  Robert  T.  Crossley,  32°,  and  the  presiding  MWS.  This  will 
ensure  continuity  and  consistency  in  the  arrangements,  implementation,  and 
control  of  all  aspects  of  this  major  activity.  This  is  a  result  of  the  changes  we 
have  had  to  make  over  the  past  two  years  since  our  move  to  the  Manitoba 
Masonic  Temple. 

Our  commitment  in  supporting  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  was 
exemplary  through  the  fund-raising  efforts  of  our  Annual  Fall  Supper  and 
Christmas  Party  donations  which  raised  in  excess  of  $2,700,  in  addition  to,  the 
special  gift  presented  from  the  Almoner’s  Fund  in  honour  of  the  visit  of  our 
SGC. 

This  year  also  saw  the  final  presentation  of  a  cheque  for  $35,000  on  behalf  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  to  Dr.  Francis  M.  Amara  of  the  St. 
Boniface  Research  Centre.  Dr.  Amara  has  now  received  a  total  of  $105,000  for

his  research  into  Alzheimer’s  disease  and  related  dementia.  This  past  year  Dr. 
Amara  made  a  significant  breakthrough  into  some  of  the  underlying  causes  of 
this  devastating  disease  and  was  gracious  to  attribute  his  ability  to  do  so  in  part 
to  the  financial  assistance  he  received  from  the  Foundation. 

In  addition  to  the  St.  Boniface  Research  Centre  gift,  a  cheque  for  $2,000  was 
presented  to  Ms.  Natalie  Chabot  as  the  final  payment  of  the  bursary  awarded  her 
to  assist  in  her  studies  in  the  field  of  mental  health  at  Red  River  Community 
College. 

My  thanks  to  Ill /.Bro/.  Keith  I.  Davidson,  33°,  for  his  important  contribution  as 
Valley  Foundation  Chairman. 

Once  the  formal  Scottish  Rite  activities  were  completed,  I  assembled  an  advisory 
committee  whose  mandate  is  "to  make  recommendations  and  give  advice  to  the 
Deputy  in  all  areas  of  concern  to  the  valley,  who,  in  turn,  will  instruct  The 
Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Valley  of  Winnipeg  to  take  the  appropriate  action." 

This  was  done  as  a  result  of  the  various  problems  confronting  us  in  declining 
membership,  declining  revenues,  and  all  the  other  myriad  problems  facing 
Scottish  Rite  today.  The  current  figures  reflecting  a  loss  of  286  members  this 
past  year  due  to  deaths,  demits,  and  suspensions  with  only  1 1  new  initiates  and 
1 1  restorations  leaving  a  current  membership  of  646  caused  me  more  than 
concern.  I  knew  that  there  are  many  brethren  with  the  experience  and  talent 
from  various  walks  of  life  who,  if  called  upon,  would  give  freely  of  their  time 
and  advice  for  the  benefit  of  Scottish  Rite,  in  general,  and  the  Valley  of 
Winnipeg,  in  particular.  Accordingly,  I  called  upon  ten  brethren  to  form  the 
committee  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  those  I  invited  willingly  agreed  to 
be  a  member  of  the  advisory  group. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  being  written,  the  committee  has  met  twice  with 
definitive  action  being  taken  in  various  areas  of  concern.  I  will  keep  our  SGC 
fully  informed  so  that  the  programs  that  prove  successful  are  made  available  to 
Scottish  Rite  in  general.  I  will  be  more  than  pleased  to  include  in  my  next 
report  the  various  steps  that  have  been  taken  and  the  results  of  those  efforts.  At 
this  time,  however,  it  is  too  premature  to  comment  on  any  of  the  actions  taken. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  represent  Scottish  Rite  at  many  Masonic  functions  and 
bring  greetings  on  behalf  of  Scottish  Rite.  This  is  always  a  pleasant  task  as  it 
gives  me  an  opportunity  to  speak  to  many  of  my  contemporaries  in  other 
organizations  who  have  similar  fraternal  objectives  and  who  are  experiencing 
similar  challenges. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  the  brethren  in  both 
Brandon  and  Winnipeg  who  gave  me  their  utmost  support  and  co-operation,  and 
to  the  office  in  Hamilton.  I  would  like  to  particularly  recognize  my  lady,  Ruth, 
whose  support  and  compassion  made  this  past  year  more  bearable  and  endurable. 
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We  again  confirm  our  pledge  of  support  and  allegiance  to  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  and  to  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NOVA  SCOTIA, 

PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND,  AND  NEWFOUNDLAND 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  this  report  on  the 
condition  and  activities  of  the  five  Scottish  Rite 
valleys  in  my  jurisdiction. 

This  being  my  first  year  as  Deputy,  naturally,  it 
was  a  year  of  getting  acquainted  with  the  valley 
members  and  finding  out  first  hand  of  the 
condition  and  activities  taking  place.  I  did  have  the 
opportunity  to  travel  to  Sydney  and  Summerside 
with  Ill/.  Bro/.  Phil  Raymond,  33°,  my 
predecessor,  during  1999/2000  which  was  very 
helpful  for  me  in  making  the  transition.  While 
travel  to  the  two  valleys  just  mentioned  is 
relatively  easy,  to  Newfoundland  is  a  little  more 
extensive  in  time  and  travel  expense.  I  will  say  my 
first  year  has  proven  to  be  quite  a  learning 
experience  and  look  forward  to  the  term  ahead. 


Halifax 

Halifax  being  my  home  valley,  I  was  able  to  attend  most  meetings  of  the  three 
bodies  here,  I  also  attended  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  valley  executive.  These 
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meetings  are  very  useful,  as  they  provide  me  with  an  overview  of  the  activities 
planned  for  the  coming  year. 

I  made  my  official  visit  to  the  valley  on  November  2,  2000.  I  was  accompanied 
by  Ill /.Bro /.Phillip  H.  Raymond,  33°,  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council,  and 
19  Honorary  Inspectors-General  of  Supreme  Council.  In  my  address  to  the 
valley  members,  I  gave  them  a  brief  overview  of  the  Supreme  Council  Sessions 
held  in  Winnipeg  and  talked  about  membership  and  the  importance  of  quality 
degree  work.  I  did  suggest  to  the  members,  as  I  have  in  all  valleys,  that  degree 
directors  are  key  people  in  co-ordinating  and  presenting  quality  degrees.  I 
encourage  directors  not  to  take  leading  roles  in  the  degrees  themselves,  as  they 
can  better  assess  the  quality  of  the  performance  by  taking  the  director's  seat. 
While  the  quality  of  degree  work  in  the  valley  is  generally  good,  there  should  be 
more  emphasis  on  getting  the  newer  members  involved  to  keep  their  interest  at 
a  high  level. 

I  attended  the  election  and  installation  of  officers  in  each  of  the  three  bodies, 
taking  a  part  in  the  installation  ceremonies  .  It  is  pleasing  to  see  younger 
members  being  elected  and  the  principal  officers  of  each  body  are  energetic  and 
will  be  good  leaders.  At  the  reunion  of  the  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  in 
October,  there  were  twelve  new  candidates  receiving  their  14°.  At  the  Keith 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  reunion  in  November,  there  were  twelve  candidates  and 
at  the  Nova  Scotia  Sovereign  Consistory  reunion  in  April,  once  again  twelve 
candidates.  This  is  encouraging  to  see  this  many,  especially  during  a  period 
when  membership  is  decreasing. 

Once  again  this  year,  the  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  asked  for  dispensation  to 
hold  a  meeting  in  Chester  during  November.  The  South  Shore  Scottish  Rite 
Club  portrayed  the  8°  for  all  present.  It  has  been  a  tradition  of  the  Victoria 
Lodge  of  Perfection  to  hold  one  meeting  outside  Halifax  each  year.  This  affords 
those  members  living  a  distance  from  Halifax  to  be  able  to  attend  a  meeting  and 
enjoy  the  fellowship  of  their  peers. 

The  second  annual  Scottish  Rite  Golf  Tournament  was  held  in  July  2000,  and 
approximately  $7,500  was  raised  for  the  Alzheimer’s  Society.  It  is  a  day  of 
good  fun  and  fellowship  and  increases  the  profile  of  our  fraternity.  I  was 
pleased  to  have  been  there  and  look  forward  to  this  year’s  event  on  July  18.  I 
will  be  reporting  on  the  success  in  my  next  report. 

Ill/.  Bro K.  Kent  Clarke,  newly  installed  MWS  of  Keith  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
has  undertaken  to  implement  a  program  called,  "Blue  Links".  The  idea  is  to 
have  a  Scottish  Rite  member  as  a  liaison  person  in  each  of  the  craft  lodges  in  the 
greater  Halifax  area.  This  person  will  bring  the  message  about  the  Rite  to  the 
lodge  and  be  able  to  answer  questions  and,  hopefully,  obtain  new  members. 
There  will  be  a  script  prepared  to  ensure  the  message  is  consistent.  I  think  it 
will  prove  to  be  a  great  project  and  I  will  be  following  with  keen  interest. 

Summerside 

On  November  29,  2000,  I  made  my  Official  Visit  to  this  Valley.  I  was 
accompanied  on  this  occasion  by  Ill  /.Bros  /.Phillip  H.  Raymond,  33°,  and 
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William  T.  Mills,  33°.  I  was  warmly  received  by  the  three  Honorary  Inspectors- 
General  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  Ill  /.Bros  .-.James  W.  Burleigh,  33°,  David  R. 
Campbell,  33°,  and  J.  Gordon  MacKenzie,33°,  and  officers  and  members  of  the 
Albert  Edward  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  St.  Lawrence  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 
There  was  an  exceptionally  good  turnout  of  members  for  the  occasion. 

In  my  address,  I  provided  highlights  of  the  Supreme  Council  Sessions  in 
Winnipeg  and  provided  an  overview  of  the  condition  of  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  in  my  jurisdiction. 

It  had  been  planned  for  the  cast  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  to  portray  the  3 1° 
on  this  night,  however,  due  to  last  minute  difficulties  the  degree  was  not 
presented.  Ill /.Bro /.Brian  L.  Burnell,  32g,  CIC  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Consistory 
was  present  and  apologized  to  the  Summerside  group  for  the  non-performance. 
He  promised  them  they  would  return  in  September.  Portraying  a  consistory 
degree  in  Prince  Edward  Island  would  allow  those  members  who  are  not  able  to 
travel  to  Halifax  at  consistory  reunion  time  to  witness  a  degree  and  feel  part  of 
the  organization.  I  will  be  following  up  to  make  sure  this  does  happen.  The 
Commander-in-Chief  was  accompanied  by  Ill .'.  Bros  /.  Edward  P.  Verge,  32°,  and 
Richard  G.  Haugen,  32°,  from  the  Valley  of  Halifax. 

The  Valley  is  small  in  membership  but  large  in  enthusiasm  and  both  bodies  have 
energetic  officers  in  place  for  the  coming  year. 

Bay  Roberts/Carbonear 

My  official  visit  to  this  valley  was  on  October  25,  2000.  This  was  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Whitecoat  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Randolph  Young  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix. 

As  previously  reported  by  Ill  /.Bro  .‘.Phillip  H.  Raymond,  33°,  in  his  reports  as 
Deputy,  the  valley  has  been  having  great  difficulty  with  membership  and  the  lack 
of  response  to  regular  meetings.  I  had  been  well  briefed  by  Bro.  Raymond  and 
Ill  /.Bro /.Boyd  G.  Tremblett,  33°,  my  Deputy’s  Assistant  in  St.  John’s. 

I  was  accompanied  to  Carbonear  by  Ill /.Bros /.Boyd  G.  Tremblett,  33°,  Charles 
R.  Cook,  33°,  and  David  N.  Ralph,  33°,  all  from  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s.  The 
officers  and  members,  including  Ill/. Bro /.W.  Roy  Saunders,  33°,  showed  the 
typical  warm  Newfoundland  hospitality  in  welcoming  the  St.  John’s  visitors  and 
myself.  I  addressed  the  meeting  and  gave  the  members  an  update  on  the 
Supreme  Council  sessions  held  in  Winnipeg  and  an  overview  of  the  condition  of 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  my  jurisdiction. 

After  my  address,  I  entertained  a  question  and  answer  session  talking  mainly 
about  the  proposed  dissolution  of  the  two  bodies,  and  my  encouragement  to 
establish  a  club  in  their  area  if  the  proposal  was  realized.  The  session  proved 
to  be  worthwhile  and  positive. 

Later  in  the  meeting  of  the  Whitecoat  Lodge  of  Perfection,  a  motion  was  passed 
unanimously  to  dissolve  the  lodge.  The  Randolph  Young  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
was  opened  and  a  similar  motion  was  passed,  once  again  unanimously.  This  was 
not  unexpected  as  the  valley  officers  and  executive  had  polled  all  of  the  members

in  the  valley  and  the  outcome  was  already  more  or  less  decided.  It  was  agreed, 
members  would  affiliate  with  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s  or  demit,  with  this  action 
to  take  place  without  delay.  The  charters  of  both  bodies  were  received  and  have 
been  returned  to  Supreme  Council.  The  valley  property  has  been  transferred  to 
St.  John’s. 

I  did  offer  encouragement  to  the  members  to  continue  taking  part  in  degree  work 
in  St.  John’s  and  to  attend  as  many  meetings  there  as  possible. 

It  is  discouraging  to  see  the  demise  of  a  valley,  but  I  do  commend  the  members 
for  realizing  the  deteriorating  situation  and  taking  positive  action,  and  in  such  an 
open  and  frank  manner.  I  thank  the  valley  executive  for  their  co-operation  and 
Bro.  Tremblett  for  keeping  in  touch  with  the  valley  and  apprising  me  of  the 
ongoing  circumstances. 

St  John’s 

I  had  the  opportunity  to  be  in  St  John’s  on  two  occasions.  The  first  being  at  the 
time  I  visited  the  Valley  of  Carbonear  and  it  afforded  me  an  opportunity  to  have 
some  discussions  with  my  Assistant,  Ill /.Bro  .‘.Boyd  G.  Tremblett,  33°.  I  am 
very  fortunate  to  have  Bro.  Tremblett  as  my  assistant  and  he  is  in  touch  with  the 
happenings  there  and  keeps  me  informed  on  a  regular  basis.  On  my  second  trip 
on  November  14,  2000,  I  made  an  official  visit  to  the  Centennial  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  Prior  to  the  meeting,  a  dinner  was  held  and  invited  guests  included 
Ms.  Raylene  Newman  and  Ms.  Kellie  Hadden,  both  recipients  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  Charitable  Foundation  bursaries.  Ms.  Newman  received  $2,000  and  Ms. 
Hadden  received  $3,000,  the  first  of  two  instalments  for  her  research  in  the  field 
of  intellectual  disability.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  be  able  to  present  these  bursaries 
to  these  deserving  individuals. 

After  the  Lodge  meeting,  I  addressed  the  members  and  provided  them  with  an 
overview  of  the  Supreme  Council  Sessions  in  Winnipeg,  and  we  had  a  question 
and  answer  period  about  membership  and  the  state  of  Scottish  Rite  in 
Newfoundland. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  eight  candidates  for  the  Centennial  Lodge  of  Perfection 
reunion  in  March  and  there  seems  to  be  some  interest  in  the  Comerbrook  area 
of  the  island.  This  Valley  is  facing  the  same  problem  with  declining 
membership  as  other  valleys,  but  is  determined  to  make  an  all  out  effort  to 
attract  new  members. 

The  members  of  this  Valley  are  active  and  are  successful  each  year  in  raising 
funds  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation. 

Sydney 

I  made  my  official  visit  to  this  Valley  on  November  18,  2000,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  installation  of  officers  of  the  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection.  The 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Tyrian  Youth  Lodge  building  in  Glace  Bay.  I  was  very 
warmly  received  and  in  my  address  to  the  officers  and  members,  I  congratulated 
them  on  the  fine  manner  in  which  the  valley  performed  the  business  and  degree 
work.  I  had  been  present  to  witness  degree  work  on  previous  occasions  and  did 
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witness  the  portrayal  of  the  17°  when  the  Isle  Royal  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
traveled  to  Summerside  to  present  the  degree.  I  discussed  the  general  problem 
with  membership  and  encouraged  them  to  actively  follow-up  candidate 
possibilities. 

I  will  be  attending  the  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection  reunion  in  North  Sydney 
on  June  23,  2001. 

Conclusion 

My  first  year  as  Deputy  has  proven  to  be  interesting  and  certainly  a  learning 
experience.  The  co-operation  of  the  valley  executives  is  critical  for  a  Deputy, 
especially  in  this  jurisdiction,  where  the  four  valleys  are  widespread  and  travel 
and  visitation  must  be  co-ordinated  carefully. 

I  held  an  informal  meeting  with  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  from  the 
Valleys  of  Sydney,  Halifax,  and  Summerside,  on  May  25  in  Halifax.  This 
allowed  an  opportunity  for  the  honorary  members  to  discuss  topics  including 
inter-valley  visits,  membership,  and  a  general  discussion  about  the  state  of  the 
Rite  in  this  area.  It  proved  most  beneficial  to  me  as  Deputy,  and  opens  up  the 
communication  links  between  all  of  the  members. 

I  have  been  encouraging  inter-valley  visits  and  this  is  happening  with  the  Valley 
of  Sydney  and  Valley  of  Halifax  members  travelling  to  Summerside. 

I  attended  the  Annapolis  Valley  Scottish  Rite  ladies’  night  on  October  6,  and  this 
annual  social  event  is  usually  well-attended  by  members  from  the  Halifax  area. 

In  January  2001,  approximately  200  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  throughout 
Nova  Scotia  assisted  the  Alzheimer’s  Society  of  Nova  Scotia  in  their  annual 
door-to-door  campaign  for  funds.  The  Scottish  Rite  members  collected  over 
$25,000  and  are  to  be  congratulated  for  this  community  minded  involvement. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  Executive  Secretary,  as 
well  as,  the  office  staff  in  Hamilton,  for  the  help  and  guidance  to  me  during  my 
first  year  as  Deputy.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  these 
reports  on  nine  Ontario  valleys  and  their  almost 
10,000  members.  The  following  reports  are  in 
order  of  the  size  of  their  valley  membership. 

Hamilton  Valley  (estab.  July,  1868) 

Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  (2,248) 

Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
(1,726) 

Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  (9,322) 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  for  Murton 
Lodge  of  Perfection  was  to  have  one  of  their  Past 
TPGM’s,  Ill /.  Bro /.  Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°, 
installed  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  His 
contributions  to  Murton  Lodge  over  the  years  have 
been  many  and  varied  as  no  task  for  him  was  too 
large  or  too  small.  Despite  his  busy  schedule,  his  regular  attendance  has 
continued.  For  many  years  he  has  addressed  the  members  of  each  class  of 
candidates  presenting  an  overview  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry.  This  year’s  class 
heard  the  lecture  from  their  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Although  he  has  been 
welcomed  and  introduced  in  his  official  capacity  at  each  of  the  Murton  Lodge 
meetings,  special  tribute  was  paid  to  him  at  the  spring  reunion  in  March, 
including  a  special  banquet  in  his  honour. 

Murton  Lodge  sponsors  an  annual  December  event  that  reaches  out  to  the 
community,  as  well  as  raising  some  funds  for,  and  highlighting  the  work  of,  the 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  It’s  called  “Breakfast  With  Santa”.  Masons 
and  members  of  the  public  come  with  their  children,  grandchildren,  nieces, 
nephews,  neighbour's  kids,  young  and  older.  Murton  members  cook  up  and 
serve  a  fine  pancake  breakfast  in  the  banquet  room  (doors  open  at  7:30  a.m.). 
Of  course,  the  visit  with  Santa  is  a  great  way  to  finish  off  the  morning.  The 
crew  from  Murton  cook,  serve,  handle  ticket  sales  and  collection,  and  do  all  the 
things  to  make  this  a  pleasurable  and  memorable  event  for  all.  The  profits  earned 
permit  them  to  make  a  substantial  donation  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation. 

In  an  effort  to  present  in  person  if  possible,  the  50- Year  Pins,  TPGM 
Ill /.Bro /.Victor  Lepp,  32°,  contacted,  encouraged  and,  where  necessary,  assisted 
these  brethren  to  attend  lodge  for  their  presentation.  The  result  was  several 
wonderful  presentations  as  each  of  these  brethren  brought  his  own  story  as  well 
as  his  part  in  the  history  of  the  lodge. 

Various  fund-raising  activities  were  tried  this  year.  The  goal  of  each  was  to

raise  some  money  to  offset  the  problems  of  rising  costs  and  the  shrinking  of  the 
number  of  new  candidates.  These  events  met  with  mixed  results  but  the  lodge 
is  facing  the  problem  and  is  determined  to  solve  it. 

Murton’s  calendar  has  traditionally  included  a  spring  assembly  and  a  fall  reunion 
each  year.  Beginning  this  fall,  they  will  have  only  a  fall  reunion  and  no  spring 
assembly.  Instead,  the  candidates  will  be  given  a  choice  of  receiving  all  of  the 
obligatory  degrees  at  the  fall  reunion  as  has  been  the  practice,  or  they  can 
receive  their  4°  and  5°  in  the  fall  and  the  remaining  obligatory  degrees  (and 
others)  at  regular  monthly  meetings  through  the  year.  They  would  then  receive 
their  14°  the  following  November  at  that  year's  fall  reunion. 

I  would  like  to  recognize  the  leadership  of  TPGM  Ill  ..Bro /.Victor  Lepp,  32°. 
Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  is  the  second  largest  lodge  (after  Toronto)  in  the 
country.  Their  size  alone  creates  a  different  set  of  challenges  and  necessary 
tasks  for  leadership  that  will  maintain  the  vitality  of  the  lodge.  Murton,  like 
Toronto,  has  been  fortunate  in  the  dedication  of  their  officers  and  during  his 
year,  TPGM  Lepp,  by  example,  has  inspired  his  officers  and  members.  My 
thanks  also  to  Ill /.  Bro /.  Robert  S.  Whitmore,  33°,  Grand  Secretary,  for  his 
support  and  cooperation. 

Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  along  with  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory,  shares  its  birthday  (July  1868)  with  the  London  Sovereign  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix. 

The  Chapter  plans  to  maintain  for  now,  its  schedule  of  holding  two  reunions  a 
year  as  they  prepare  to  meet  the  challenges  of  encouraging  greater  interest  among 
potential  candidates. 

Although  a  regular  attender,  the  first  time  Bro.  Byrne  was  at  a  Chapter  meeting 
after  being  installed  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  he  was  received  with  full 
ceremony. 

The  Chapter  was  deeply  saddened  this  April  at  the  loss  of  a  member  known  to 
many  Masons  across  the  country.  All  of  Masonry  in  Ontario  lost  a  tireless 
worker,  and  a  dedicated  and  true  Brother  among  us,  in  the  passing  of 
Ill /.  Bro /.  Roderick  J.  Connor,  33°.  Besides  his  work  and  many  contributions  in 
Scottish  Rite,  he  also  served  in  many  ways  over  the  years  in  our  Grand  Lodge. 
He  was  a  Past  Most  Wise  Sovereign  in  the  Hamilton  Chapter  and  served  as  the 
Registrar  for  seven  years.  Many  members  of  Supreme  Council  knew  him  as  part 
of  the  special  crew  that  packs,  ships,  sets  up  and  then  takes  down,  packs  again, 
and  return  ships  all  of  the  paraphernalia  necessary  for  our  annual  Supreme 
Council  Sessions.  Remember  the  guy  with  the  big  smile  wearing  a  different 
Disneyland  tie  every  time  you  saw  him?  Even  though  his  Masonic  Memorial 
Service  was  on  Maundy  Thursday,  many  Riters  were  in  the  overflowing  crowd. 
The  following  day  his  parish  church  in  Caledonia,  whose  members  were  quick 
to  tell  of  his  work  and  dedication  there,  was  full  to  capacity  for  his  funeral 
service.  He  was  active  almost  to  the  time  of  his  passing.  His  Masonic  Working 
Tools  were  still  warm  when  Rod  was  asked  to  put  them  aside. 

I  thank  Ill Bro John  B.  Chivers,  32°,  Registrar,  for  his  cooperation  and 
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helpfulness. 

At  the  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  fall  reunion,  it  was  my  privilege  to  present 
SGC  Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  at  the  opening  of  the  Consistory.  He  entered  with 
full  ceremony  accompanied  by  many  Officers,  Active  and  Past  Active  Members 
of  Supreme  Council.  He  was  welcomed  and  escorted  to  the  East  by  CIC 
Ill /.Bro /.Peter  D.  Ewen,  33°,  where  he  accepted  the  gavel  and  addressed  the 
assembly.  He  received  a  great  Hamilton  Valley  "welcome  home". 

Some  longtime  planing  is  creating  some  excitement  on  both  sides  of  the  border. 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  is  looking  forward  to  a  visit  from  the  Valley  of 
Grand  Rapids,  Michigan  (Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  A&ASR).  The  visitors 
are  going  to  present  a  portrayal  of  their  28°  (Knight  Commander  of  the  Temple), 
the  first  time  it  will  have  been  seen  in  Hamilton. 

Many  valleys  in  southern  and  central  Ontario  are  pleased  to  receive  visits  from 
brethren  of  Moore  Consistory.  Both  London  and  Toronto  were  visited  by  groups 
of  brethren  from  Hamilton  who  attended  special  valley  events.  CIC  Ewen  was 
guest  speaker,  by  invitation,  to  Windsor  Valley.  Sadly,  Moore  Consistory 
remembers  a  number  of  their  Illustrious  Brethren  who  passed  away  during  the 
year.  Of  special  note  was  Ill /.Bro /.William  Lawrence  (Larry)  Groves,  33°,  Past 
Chair  of  Hamilton’s  Masonic  Activities  Committee  and  tireless  worker  on  behalf 
of  Scottish  Rite.  This  year,  Moore  Consistory  shared  with  Hamilton  Valley  in 
the  loss  of  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Roderick  James  Connor,  33°,  who  also  performed  many 
tasks  for  the  Consistory  and  was  the  Director  for  many  years  of  the  19°. 

A  special  thank  you  and  congratulations  must  go  to  CIC  Ewen  and  his  officers 
and  the  active  and  past  officers  and  members  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory. 
It  takes  strong  leadership  and  the  full  efforts  of  so  many  to  handle  multitude  of 
tasks  and  details  and  work  done  in  Moore  Consistory.  The  spirit  of  co-operation 
and  support  of  the  valleys  that  call  Moore  their  Consistory  home  is  essential  and 
is  valued  highly.  In  thanking  Grand  Secretary  Ill  /.  Bro  .\  Kenneth  C.  Adamson, 
32°,  for  his  support,  I  must  also  mention  the  always  helpful  folks  in  the 
Hamilton  Valley  executive  office  under  the  guidance  of  Executive  Secretary 
Ill /.Bro /.Albert  A.  (Bert)  Barker,  33°. 

Many  cities  in  Ontario  are  of  a  size  that  support  a  large  Masonic  Craft  Lodge 
population  in  a  district  or  districts.  These  same  areas  have  a  fairly  good  sized 
Scottish  Rite  membership.  Several  of  these  cities  or  districts  chose  a  long  time 
ago  to  form  a  Scottish  Rite  Club  for  their  area  rather  than  establish  a  local  Lodge 
of  Perfection  or  a  Rose  Croix  Chapter.  These  clubs  do  not  have  the  costs  of 
maintaining  a  separate  Rite  body,  but  they  do  provide  a  social  focal  point  for 
Riters  in  their  home  areas  and  give  their  members  an  opportunity  to  build  a  local 
community  profile  known  for  charitable  or  humanitarian  causes.  The  districts 
of  St.  Thomas,  Waterloo,  and  Brant  come  to  mind  as  examples  of  Districts  that 
support  the  valley  next  closest  to  them  rather  than  establish  their  own  Scottish 
Rite  bodies.  Brant  District  has  been  a  significant  strength  for  Hamilton  Valley. 

The  Brantford  Scottish  Rite  Association  was  formed  in  1915.  Scottish  Riters 
from  Hamilton  were  very  active,  in  the  early  organization  years,  in  attending 
annual  meetings  and  providing  part  of  the  programme.  By  1920,  the  Association 
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had  established  a  10th  degree  team  and  have  since  portrayed  the  degree  annually 
in  Hamilton. 

By  1929,  the  Association  had  established  "visibility"  in  the  community  by  their 
contributions  to  the  Brantford  Widows’  Home.  In  1936,  their  first  hospital  bed 
was  purchased  for  use  in  the  community.  The  plan  was  to  aid  people  in  the 
community  who  may  have  need  of  expensive  specialty  equipment  for  a  short 
period  of  time.  The  Association  would  purchase  the  equipment,  store  it,  and 
have  it  maintained  and  ready  for  use  without  charge.  That  inventory  now 
includes  wheel-chairs,  walkers,  bedside  tables,  canes,  crutches,  and  many  other 
useful  items  that  are  usually  required  on  a  short  term  basis  for  recovery  from 
illness  or  injury. 

Still  operated  by  volunteers,  it  is  now  necessary  that  those  who  require  a  hospital 
bed  must  pay  the  delivery  and  pick  up  charges.  Other  equipment  must  be  picked 
up  and  returned  either  by  the  people  using  it  or  by  their  Association  contact 
person.  At  a  time  when  Kitchener  wished  to  establish  a  similar  program,  the 
Brantford  group  donated  some  beds. 

The  programme  has  been  supported  by  paid  membership,  and  donations  by 
recipients  of  the  service,  from  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix, 
Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  grants  from  charitable  funds. 

There  are  presently  343  Scottish  Riters  in  Brant  District  and  the  membership  in 
the  Brant  District  Scottish  Rite  Association  is  105. 

Besides  the  10th  degree  team,  the  Association  also  portrays  the  17°  in  the 
Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  has  many  members  who  have 
parts  in  several  of  the  Moore  Consistory  degree  teams.  The  Brant  District  Riters 
have  had  a  long  and  successful  "partnership"  with  Hamilton  Valley. 

Toronto  Valley  (estab.  1873) 

Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  (2,521) 

Toronto  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  (2,158) 

Toronto  Valley  maintains  an  active  calendar  of  social  events  and  activities. 
Summer  activities  in  Toronto  Valley  include  their  annual  charitable  golf 
tournament  and  dinner.  This  year  saw  another  successful  event  with  proceeds 
going  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation. 

Five  members  of  Toronto  Valley  were  coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors-General 
at  the  2000  Supreme  Council  Sessions  in  Winnipeg.  Those  honours  were  shared 
with  Ill  .\  Bro  .*.  Samuel  Gilmore,  33°,  who  received  the  John  Ross  Matheson 
Award.  Bro.  Gilmore  is  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  Representative 
in  Toronto  Valley  and  has  well,  and  personally,  represented  us  all  on  many 
occasions  when  presenting  Foundation  research  grant  monies  on  behalf  of  the 
Foundation. 

The  fall  class  of  candidates  for  the  Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  were 
privileged  to  have  their  Grand  Master  M.W.Bro.  Robert  J.  McKibbon,  33°,  speak 
to  them  as  they  began  their  Scottish  Rite  journey.  They  also  heard  from  Bro. 
Gilmore,  who  made  sure  they  were  fully  informed  about  the  Scottish  Rite 
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Charitable  Foundation. 

Toronto  Valley  holds  an  annual  fall  dinner  event  which  recognizes  the  work  and 
dedication  of  the  valley  degree  directors,  the  committee  chairmen,  and  the 
committee  members. 

On  October  28,  a  Toronto  Valley  21°  Cast  traveled  by  bus  to  the  Detroit 
Consistory,  Detroit,  Michigan.  The  cast  members  and  their  portrayal  in  the 
beautiful  lodge  rooms  were  well  received  by  their  brethren  from  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction. 

It  was  my  pleasure  and  honour  to  address  the  class  of  23  candidates  at  the 
Toronto  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  fall  reunion  banquet. 

The  new  year  began  with  a  social  event  following  the  Rose  Croix  ballot  meeting. 
The  evening  included  light  refreshments  and  entertainment  by  the  "Celtic 
Tradition".  The  Rose  Croix  spring  class  of  10  candidates  were  treated  to  a  talk 
by  a  highly  regarded  and  well  known  International  motivational  speaker  in  the 
person  of  Bro.  Stuart  G.  Doyle  of  Masonic  Lodge  No.726,  Civil  and  Military  of 
Hamilton,  Bermuda. 

The  spring  lodge  of  perfection  reunion  included  an  outstanding  programme  for 
the  17  candidates  and  a  large  group  of  members  and  visitors.  The  reunion 
festivities  were  spread  over  three  days.  It  started  Thursday  evening.  May  3, 
200 1 .  The  distinguished  and  honoured  reunion  guest  was  Ill  .\  Bro  /.  Colonel  The 
Honourable  John  Ross  Matheson,  33°.  PSGC  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  was  received 
by  an  honour  guard  of  nine  stars  and  swords  as  he  escorted  and  introduced  Bro. 
Matheson  into  the  lodge.  Bro.  Matheson  was  then  introduced  to  Bro.  Gilmore, 
who  is  the  recipient  and  proud  wearer  of  the  John  Ross  Matheson  Award  named 
in  his  honour. 

On  Friday  evening.  May  4,  a  grand  banquet  (completely  sold  out)  honouring 
Ill  .'.Bro /.Colonel  The  Honourable  John  Ross  Matheson,  33°,  was  held  at  the 
historical  Albany  Club  in  downtown  Toronto.  This  outstanding  Canadian  was 
the  speaker  for  the  evening  and  his  later  apologies  for  speaking  too  long  were 
surpassed  in  full  measure  by  the  many  expressions  of  regret  that  he  did  not 
continue.

London  Valley  (estab.  July,  1868) 

London  Lodge  of  Perfection  (1728) 

London  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  (1793) 

A  special  focus  of  the  London  Valley  in  recent  years  has  been  the  preparation 
for  this  Supreme  Council  Annual  Session  for  2001.  Ill /.Bro  ..Edward  (Ted) 
Peters,  33°,  gathered  a  team  of  skilled  and  energetic  Ritcrs  as  a  Local 
Arrangements  Committee  for  this  event,  under  the  direction  of  the  Supreme 
Council  Office.  Inspiration  for  their  efforts  was  personified  by  Ill/. Bro /.W. 
Allen  Henderson,  33°,  General  Chairman,  and  Ill /.  Bro /.  Gordon  R.  Dean,  33°, 
Deputy  Chairman,  of  the  Annual  Session  held  in  London  in  1985,  which 
attracted  462  Honorary  Inspectors-General  and  383  of  their  ladies,  the  all-time 
record  attendance  for  a  Supreme  Council  Annual  Session  in  Canada.  Together 
with  Bro.  Dean,  Bro.  Henderson  provided  information  and  guidance  as  an 
Honorary  Chairman  of  the  2001  Committee,  but  unfortunately  he  passed  away 
a  few  months  before  the  2001  Annual  Session  and  his  leadership  skills  will  be 
missed  by  the  valley. 

Because  the  scarcity  of  convention  accommodations  in  their  home  communities 
makes  holding  an  Annual  Session  there  unlikely,  the  Local  Arrangements 
Committee  invited  representatives  from  three  of  London’s  daughter  valleys  to 
participate  in  the  Committee’s  activities,  and  Chatham,  Woodstock  and  Sarnia 
Valleys  have  been  well  represented  in  the  preparations  for  the  event. 

London  Valley  has  established  its  own  Meritorious  Service  Award,  named  the 
Kingsmill  Meritorious  Service  Award.  It  is  named  in  honour  of  two  very 
worthy  London  Valley  Riters,  the  late  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  George  Frederick  Kingsmill, 
33°,  and  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Thomas  Frederick  Kingsmill,  33°.  The  award  not  only 
honours  each  recipient,  but  also  honours  the  persons  for  whom  the  award  is 
named,  a  father  and  son  duo  who  each  served  as  Almoner  for  both  Scottish  Rite 
bodies  for  a  long  period.  Each  was,  or  has  also  been,  the  administrator  for  many 
years  for  the  London  Consistory  Club  in  lending  out  the  hospital  equipment  by 
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which  so  many  members  of  the  general  public  got  to  know  about,  and  benefitted 
from,  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  at  work. 

The  award  consists  of  a  distinctive  large  gold  lapel  pin  with  the  name  of  the 
recipient  engraved  on  the  back,  and  a  framed  certificate.  A  plaque  with  the 
names  of  all  of  the  recipients  is  to  be  mounted  on  the  wall  of  the  Red  Room 
Ante  Room;  and  a  Register  of  awards  is  to  be  kept,  with  the  reasons  for  the 
award  itself  and  for  each  award,  and  a  brief  biography  of  each  recipient. 

Each  recipient  is  to  be  a  living  Riter  who  has  performed  meritorious  service, 
especially,  but  not  exclusively,  for  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  the  award  is  open  to  all 
Riters  from  the  4°  to  the  32°.  The  number  of  awards  presented  is  expected  to 
average  one  per  year,  but  only  if  sufficiently  deserved.  All  final  decisions  on 
behalf  of  London  Valley  related  to  this  award  shall  be  made  by  the  London 
Valley  Advisory  Committee.  An  application  for  the  award  is  to  be  made  in 
writing  by  June  1 ,  by  two  sponsors  who  both  are  members  of  both  bodies  of 
London  Valley,  A  &  ASR,  and  London  Valley  Members  are  urged  to  propose 
potential  recipients.  Each  application  must  clearly  identify  the  proposed 
recipient,  provide  a  brief  biography,  and  set  out  in  detail  the  reasons  for  the 
proposal.  It  is  hoped  that  this  award  will  help  recognize  those  whose  merit  in 
Scottish  Rite  activities  might  otherwise  be  unheralded. 

London  Valley’s  Consistory  Club  celebrates  its  diamond  anniversary  this  year, 
an  exemplary  record  of  60-years  of  service!  The  Club  was  originally  formed 
to  provide  loans  of  sickroom  equipment  for  those  needing  such  at  home.  This 
occurred  in  the  days  prior  to  other  agencies  and  private  businesses  lending  or 
renting  such  equipment.  In  earlier  years,  hospital  beds  and  wheelchairs  formed 
the  bulk  of  the  equipment  loaned  free  to  those  in  need.  More  recently,  the  scope 
has  widened  to  a  broad  range  of  equipment  down  to  canes,  walkers,  and 
commodes,  with  very  few  beds  being  loaned  out.  Nonetheless,  all  loaned 
equipment  must  all  be  kept  in  good  repair,  delivered  where  needed  ,  picked  up, 
and  stored  until  needed  again,  usually  not  for  long.  Willing  and  dedicated  club 
members  ensure  that  this  support  is  provided. 

The  club  has  even  expanded  its  generosity  to  making  donations  to  worthy 
organizations,  most  of  which  are  Masonic,  and  the  Treasurer,  Ill/.Bro/.C. 
Frederick  MacKewn,  33°,  reports  that  over  his  14  years  in  that  office  almost 
$78,000.  has  been  provided  by  the  Consistory  Club  to  those  in  need.  Although, 
at  first  glance,  the  Consistory  Club  would  appear  to  be  a  relatively  small  group 
of  Riters,  nearly  every  initiate  into  the  14°  in  London  Valley  becomes  a  member 
of  the  Consistory  Club,  and  the  club  also  has  a  number  of  members  beyond 
London  Valley.  All  members  of  the  valley  are  very  proud  of  the  Consistory 
Club  and  the  wonderful  work  it  does,  and  are  extremely  proud  of  the  small  group 
of  club  members  who  provide  such  exemplary  service. 

The  major  fund-raising  event  is  a  barbecue,  held  in  August  at  the  home  of  the 
late  Ill /.  Bro  .*.  Edward  Goldsborough  Dampier,  33°.  This  event  attracts  a  large 
number  of  attendees  who  spend  a  pleasurable  evening  in  fraternal  enjoyment. 
This  event  and  the  loaning  of  the  sickroom  equipment  require  the  efforts  of 
several  members,  among  whom  are  numbered  Ill.*. Bros.*. T.  Fred  Kingsmill, 
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(noted  above),  John  R.  MacLeod,  33°,  C.  Frederick  MacKewn,  33°,  David  C. 
MacLeod,  32°,  Donald  N.  Pembleton,  32°,  Ross  C.  Keeler,  32  ,  W.  John  (Andy) 
Anderson,  33°,  T.  Raymond  Powell,  33°,  S.  James  Hanna,  33°,  Douglas  R. 
Banks,  33°,  Morley  C.  Haynes,  33°,  Paul  J.  Mullen,  32°,  John  K.  Baskey,  33°, 
and  Bros.  Jeffrey  M.  McNaughton,  3°,  and  Jeffrey  G.  Duncan,  3°. 

Of  special  note  here  is  a  decision  made  in  1941  to  maintain  Moore  Consistory 
as  the  London  Valley  home  consistory  and  to  establish  a  London  Valley 
Consistory  Club  to  answer  the  local  desire  for  community  and  masonic  support 
and  provide  local  opportunities  for  fellowship  for  London  Valley  Scottish  Riters. 
That  decision  has  both  supported  Moore  Consistory,  the  unique  and  beautiful 
Scottish  Rite  facility  in  Hamilton,  and  allowed  more  resources  to  be  available  to 
London  Valley  and  the  great  work  of  their  Consistory  Club. 

Although  the  number  of  candidates  for  initiation  has  declined  recently  in  London 
Valley,  as  elsewhere,  the  valley  continues  to  hold  four  reunions  each  year,  with 
the  lodge  and  the  chapter  each  holding  a  fall  reunion  and  a  spring  reunion. 
These  reunions  not  only  provide  an  opportunity  to  initiate  new  members  into 
Scottish  Rite,  but  they  also  provide  occasions  for  Riters  to  come  together  as 
degree  teams  to  help  in  the  initiation  process.  In  fact,  each  reunion  involves 
roughly  200  members,  some  of  whom  are  in  degree  casts,  some  helping  with 
production  and  preparation,  and  others  assisting  in  various  ways. 

The  reunions  also  provide  opportunities  to  honour  some  Riters  for  their  services. 
During  this  past  year,  Ill  ..Bros  ..Douglas  R.  Banks,  33°,  W.  John  Anderson,  33°, 
Colin  H.  Mellor,  33°,  and  Charles  P.  Corbett,  33°,  each  had  a  reunion  named 
after  him,  and  each  was  honoured  at  a  banquet  at  which  he  was  the  guest 
speaker.  Because  each  of  these  Reunions  completes  all  of  the  mandatory  degrees 
within  the  reunion,  and  there  are  both  spring  and  fall  reunions,  London  often 
confers  “courtesy  Degrees”  on  Riters  from  other  valleys,  and  the  valley  is 
pleased  to  be  able  to  do  so. 

This  valley  remains  the  fourth  largest  in  Canada,  and  continues  to  show  a 
leadership  role  in  Scottish  Rite  in  their  area. 

My  thanks  for  their  help  and  support  must  go  to  the  two  stalwarts  who  faithfully 
perform  so  many  duties  at  the  Scottish  Rite  office  in  London.  Grand  Secretary 
Ill Bro .*. Douglas  R.  Banks,  33°,  and  the  Registrar  Ill.'.Bro/.S.  James  Hanna, 
33°.  Our  Past  Active  Member,  Ill.\Bro.\T.  Raymond  Powell  continues  in  so 
many  ways  to  support  the  Craft  and  especially  the  Scottish  Rite  in  London.  His 
creative  touch  is  seen  in  the  notices  and  in  the  Valley  newsletter,  "Vox  Pop". 
His  support  never  failed  even  though  this  year  saw  considerable  water  damage 
to  much  of  his  print  shop  equipment.

Guelph  Valley  is  happy  to  be  "back  home"!  The  ambitious  task  of  renovating 
the  old  downtown  location  is  nearing  completion  and  the  new  "red  room"  was 
available  for  this  year’s  spring  reunions.

The  Niagara  Valley  Executive,  made  up  of  officers  and  members  of  both  bodies, 
meets  twice  a  year  to  co-ordinate  valley  activities.  Along  with  other  valley 
"volunteers",  they  are  taking  an  active  role  in  the  Niagara  Falls  Masonic  Temple 
Corporation  and  their  plans  to  refurbish  and  upgrade  the  Temple  and  grounds 
over  the  next  few  years. 

The  trustees  of  the  commuted  dues  funds  for  both  bodies  have  prepared  an 
investment  plan.  With  these  plans,  each  fund  will  be  administered  considering 
the  recent  changes  to  the  Trustees  Act  of  Ontario.  These  plans  will  be  presented 
to  the  brethren  of  both  bodies  for  consideration  and  approval. 
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A  special  group  has  been  formed  made  up  of  the  three  principal  officers  of  each 
body  and  including  Ill  /.

This  group  is  meeting  over  the  summer  to  review 
the  valley  calendar  and  to  implement  changes  to  stimulate  more  interest  in  the 
meetings,  activities  and  promotion  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry.

If  Toronto  or  Hamilton  (West  Jet)  airports  are  on  your  airport  list  or  a  visit  to 
see  Niagara  Falls,  Hamilton  and  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  could  easily  be  part 
of  your  itinerary.  The  chore  of  entering  the  large  membership  data  base  into  our 
system  is  getting  close  to  being  finished.  Entering  the  huge  amount  of  detailed 
data  has  been  a  monumental  task.  Once  completed,  it  will  become  possible  to 
direct  mail  to  every  member  whose  address  is  in  the  main  database,  pieces  like 
the  Foundation  bulletins  and  Annual  Reports,  or  the  Supreme  Councillor,  etc. 

The  change  in  the  membership  requirements  for  the  Shrine  has  given  even  more 
urgency  to  the  solving  of  the  membership  declines  in  all  branches  of  the  Masonic 
family.  As  we  try  to  explore  new  and  better  ways  to  raise  our  community 
profiles,  we  have  been  called  to  say  who  and  what  we  are  and  what  we  do.  Like 
every  piece  of  printed  information,  we  must  clearly  spell  out  WHO,  WHAT, 
WHERE,  WHEN,  WHY,  and  HOW.  How  do  we  answer  these  questions?  Have 
we  really  got  a  clear  consensus  on  all  of  the  answers  ourselves?  The  first 
meetings  of  a  special  "Masonic  Family  Public  Relations"  group  in  Ontario  have 
been  encouraging.  Our  religious  communities  and  institutions  face  the  same 
membership  problems  and  questions.  What  do  their  followers  want?  What  are 
potential  newcomers  seeking?  All  are  making  changes  in  an  attempt  to  find  an 
answer  to  these  questions  without  compromising  their  basic  goals  and  principles. 

The  Shrine  is  a  fun  place  for  groups  of  guys  in  different  outfits  with  a  big 
charitable  heart  for  kids.  Other  parts  of  the  Masonic  Family  concentrate  on  the 
individual  in  a  contemplative  and  instructional  setting  "to  make  a  good  man 
better".  Does  that  include  just  making  him  a  better  attender  of  meetings?  If  a 
"better  man"  finds  in  Masonry,  the  builders ,  happier  and  stronger  moral  guidance 
for  his  daily  life  in  his  home,  his  work,  and  his  community  and  believes  that 
Freemasonry  has  done  or  will  help  him  do  that,  will  he  not  continue  to  support 
the  craft  so  it  can  keep  on  making  "builders"  of  a  better  life?  Will  doing  all 
parts  of  this  "right"  make  each  candidate,  and  member,  a  willing  lifetime 
supporter  of  the  Masonic  cause  to  make  better  men  for  a  better  world? 

If  we  are  convinced  about,  and  happy  in  our  Masonic  lives,  we  have  to  get  better 
at  proudly  showing  it  in  effective  and  acceptable  ways.  If  we  see  in  a  man  of 
our  acquaintance,  one  who  is  a  potential  candidate,  we  have  to  find  ways  to 
introduce  him  to  Freemasonry.  If  we  see  in  a  Master  Mason,  a  man  who  shows 
interest  in  the  Craft,  we  should  ask  him  to  consider  Scottish  Rite.  Take  him  to 
some  social  events;  offer  to  be  his  sponsor.  More  and  more  people  nowadays 
have  a  "show  me"  attitude  as  part  of  their  decision  making.  We  all  have  to  find 
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and  get  better  at  using  ways  to  do  just  that  for  Freemasonry  and  Scottish  Rite.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  report  on  the  State  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  the  following  Valleys, 
namely  Barrie,  North  Bay,  Ottawa,  Thunder  Bay, 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Peterborough,  Sudbury,  and 
Kingston,  for  2000-2001. 

Valley  of  Barrie 

I  attended  the  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  Sept. 
29-30,  and  spoke  to  the  brethren  at  the  Saturday 
banquet. 

The  valley  has  continued  its  practice  of  naming 
reunions  after  distinguished  Scottish  Rite  Masons 
of  the  valley.  The  fall  reunions  of  the  Barrie 
Valley  were  named  in  honour  of  Ill /.Bro /.James 
R.  Pearson,  32°,  a  distinguished  Scottish  Rite 
Mason.  Bro.  Pearson  has,  for  years,  directed  the 
lighting  for  the  degrees  of  the  valley  and  is  active  in  his  craft  lodge  and  the 
Masonic  district.  He  continues  to  support  Masonry  by  his  guidance  and 
dedication  to  our  craft.  The  spring  reunions  were  named  after  Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Daniel 
E.  Ritchie,  33°,  a  dedicated  Mason,  who  has  served  Scottish  Rite  with  distinction 
for  many  years.

To  the  members  of  the  valley,  I  cannot  fully  express  my  thanks  for  their 
encouragement  to  me,  their  attendance  at  my  visits  when  possible,  and  in  their 
attendance  at  the  Supreme  Council  Meetings  each  year.  Their  registration  is 
approximately  10%  of  the  total  registration.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
activities  and  condition  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Valleys 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec  for  the  year  ended  May 
31,  2001,  in  accordance  with  ART.  26.  (d)  of  the 
Statutes. 

We  were  saddened  during  the  year  by  the  death  of 
Ill  /.  Bro  /.  Robert  Moberly  Rickard,  33°,  Past  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Valley  of  Montreal.  A  memorial 
service  in  his  honour,  and  in  the  presence  of  his 
immediate  family,  was  held  at  the  Masonic 
Memorial  Temple  in  Montreal,  Quebec,  on  April 
1 1 ,  200 1 .  The  service  was  well  attended  by  many 
members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  and  all  of  the 
concordant  bodies  to  which  Bro.  Rickard  had  been 
a  member.  At  his  request,  the  ashes  of  Bro. 
Rickard  had  previously  been  spread  to  the  four 
cardinal  winds  of  the  air  by  his  daughter  in  his  native  England,  in  February  of 
2001. 

We  were  further  saddened  by  the  deaths  of  a  total  of  twenty-three  (23)  members 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  during  the  year.  One  of  these  was 
Ill /.Bro  ..Charles  Ramsey,  32°  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec.  A  memorial  service  in  his  honour  was  held  in  the  Scottish 
Rite  room  at  the  Masonic  Memorial  Temple  on  May  6,  2001,  under  the  direction 
of  Ill /.Bro  .'.Lee  S.  Donahue,  33°.  The  Scottish  Rite  room  was  filled  to  capacity 
with  friends,  family,  and  brethren  on  that  occasion.  To  the  friends  and  families 
of  all  our  departed  brethren,  we  again  express  our  deepest  sympathy  for  their 
loss. 

The  trend  with  respect  to  the  aggregate  membership  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 
during  the  past  year  can  be  characterized  by  the  following  data:  admissions, 
affiliations,  and  restorations  were  3 1 ,  while  deaths,  withdrawals,  and  suspensions 
were  47.  As  might  be  expected,  there  were  no  deaths  or  withdrawals  in  La  Loge 
de  Perfection  Fleur  de  Lys  during  the  year  and  their  membership  increased  in 
number  by  8,  but  there  was  regrettably  1  suspension. 

On  October  28,  2000,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  travelling  to  Wiliston,  Vermont,  to 
attend  the  fall  reunion  of  the  Valley  of  Burlington.  On  this  occasion,  I  was 
accompanied  by  Ill  /.Bros  /.John  H.  D.  Logan,  33°,  Brian  A.  Herridge,  33°,  and 
William  Lawrance,  32°,  Grand  Secretary/Registrar,  Valley  of  Montreal,  and  we 
were  able  to  view  the  20°  Master  ad  Vitam  as  presented  by  the  Valley  ot 
Schenectady,  New  York,  and  the  32°  Sublime  Prince  of  the  Royal  Secret  as 
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presented  by  the  Valley  of  Burlington,  Vermont.  I  was  warmly  greeted  and  was 
made  to  feel  welcome  in  the  usual  Masonic  fashion.  On  this  occasion  I  had  the 
opportunity  to  meet  and  interact  with  Ill.  Peter  G.  Huntsman,  33°,  Deputy  for 
Vermont.  During  this  visit  there  were  discussions  which  took  place  between 
representatives  of  the  Valley  of  Montreal  and  the  2  other  valleys  present  that 
would  contemplate  future  exchanges  and  inter-visits  among  the  3  valleys.  I 
encourage  this  type  of  inter-valley  exchange. 

On  November  12,  2000.  I  invited  to  my  personal  residence  all  of  the  33rds  and 
their  ladies,  as  well  as,  all  of  the  elected  officers  of  the  four  bodies  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  the  Valley  of  Montreal  and  their  ladies.  We  had  a  delightful 
cocktail  party,  and  my  attempt  at  humour  on  that  occasion  was  exceeded  only  by 
that  of  Ill .’.  Bro  .\  Ian  W.  Monroe,  33°,  whose  deep  voice  and  peculiar  accent  I 
will  never  be  able  to  emulate  when  telling  a  joke. 

During  the  year,  the  Valley  of  Montreal  was  privileged  to  recognize  8  members 
who  had  achieved  the  status  of  being  members  for  50  years  or  more  in  the 
Scottish  Rite.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Valley  of 
Montreal,  I  was  able  to  orchestrate  that  each  brother  was  visited  by  a  member 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  him  with  a  50- Year  Decoration 
and  Lapel  Pin,  no  matter  where  the  brother  resided. 

At  the  October  regular  meeting  of  La  Loge  de  Perfection  Fleur  de  Lys,  I  had  the 
privilege  to  invite  Mme  Genevieve  Paquette  and  her  companion  and  Mme  Marie-

ceremonial  work.  On  that  occasion  I  was  able  to  present  to  these  fine  young 
women  cheques  totalling  $5,000  from  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  to 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  them  to  continue  their  research  and/or 
studies  in  the  area  of  intellectual  disability.  The  two  young  women  had  an 
opportunity  to  address  the  members  present  and  their  presentations  were  well 
received  by  the  brethren. 

At  the  October  regular  meeting  of  the  Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection,  I 
had  the  privilege  to  invite  Mme  Caroline  Tait  and  her  husband  to  the  festive 
board  which  takes  place  prior  to  the  ceremonial  work.  On  that  occasion  I  was 
able  to  present  to  Mme  Tait  a  cheque  in  an  amount  of  $3,900  from  the  Scottish 
Rite  Charitable  Foundation  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  her  to 
continue  her  research  in  the  area  of  intellectual  disability.  Mme  Tait  had  the 
opportunity  to  address  the  members  present  about  her  research  work  at  McGill 
University  and  her  presentation  was  well  received  by  the  brethren.  I  heartily 
encourage  this  sort  of  public  visibility  with  respect  to  our  charitable  activities. 

Valley  of  Montreal 

During  the  year,  the  Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  performed  in 
excellent  fashion  the  4°,  5°,  6°,  7°,  13°,  and  14°  for  the  benefit  of  the  incoming 
class  of  2 1  new  members.  I  made  my  official  visit  to  the  lodge  of  perfection  on 
January  22,  2001,  and  was  warmly  received  with  appropriate  honours. 

During  the  year,  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose-Croix  performed  in 
excellent  fashion  the  15°,  17°,  and  18°  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  had  exercised 
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their  option  to  progress  through  all  three  bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite  within  the 
space  of  one  year.  Most  of  the  class  from  the  Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  several  members  of  La  Loge  de  Perfection  Fleur  de  Lys  attended 
the  Rose  Croix  degrees.  The  officers  of  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  opted  to  hold  the  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday  ceremonies 
on  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Monday  evening,  respectively,  pursuant  to 
ART.

Lono,  33°,  replaced  Ill  .\Bro.\  John  H.  D.  Logan,  33°,  as  Chairman,  and 
Ill/.Bro  ..William  Lawrance,  32°,  replaced  Ill.'.Bro  ..Robert  M.  Rickard,  33°,  as 
Grand  Secretary/Registrar. 

Valley  of  Quebec 

On  March  15,  2001,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  making  an  official  visit  to  Quebec 
Lodge  of  Perfection  at  which  time  the  work  of  the  evening  was  the  4°  which  was 
portrayed  in  excellent  fashion  for  the  benefit  of  2  new  members.  On  that  visit, 
I  was  accompanied  by  Ill..

With  deep  sadness  we  record  the  passing  of  Ill. 
Bro.  John  Allan  Bourne,  33°,  Past  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander. 

The  Valley  of  Vancouver  lost  a  beloved  and 
distinguished  Freemason  on  October  1 1,  2000  after 
succumbing  from  some  health  problems  he  had  the 
past  few  years.  He  passed  away  with  his  three 
sons  and  family  at  his  bedside.  Bro.  Bourne  was 
bom  in  Vancouver  on  September  15,  1913.  He  is 
survived  by  his  sons.  Drew,  Rick,  and  Rob,  their 
wives,  four  grandchildren,  and  several  nieces  and 
a  sister  Kay. 

He  was  a  good  athlete  and  received  many  years  of  pleasure  being  involved  as  a 
player  and  assisting  his  sons  with  his  abilities  as  an  English  rugby  player,  which 
two  of  his  sons  excelled  in  and  now  his  grandsons. 

He  spent  many  years  with  his  growing  family  fishing,  camping,  skiing  and 
boating  on  their  boat,  "Bethtub". 

Bro.  Bourne  served  overseas  in  WW  II  in  Britain,  North  Africa,  and  Sicily,  as 
well  as,  Canada  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Artillery.  After  being  wounded  in  North 
Africa,  he  joined  the  Judge  Advocate  General  Branch  and  served  this  unit  in 
Italy,  England,  Belgium,  and  Holland. 

Bro.  Bourne  has  had  a  rewarding  career  as  a  lawyer  at  his  father’s  law  firm 
"Bourne,  Lyall,  Davenport  and  Herbert".  Before  retiring  he  was  the  senior 
partner. 

He  was  active  in  the  community,  serving  on  many  committees  relating  to  his 
profession — Law  Society  of  British  Columbia,  Canadian  Bar  Association,  Fellow 
of  the  American  College  of  Trial  Lawyers,  and  was  honoured  by  his  appointment 
as  a  Queen’s  Counsel.  He  was  also  active  in  St.  John’s  (Shaughnessy)  Anglican 
Church  and  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Health  Centre  for  Children  Society. 

His  Masonic  career  was  a  very  fulfilling  part  of  his  life,  being  raised  as  a  Master 
Mason  by  his  father,  Wor.  Bro.  H.  A.  Bourne  of  Prince  of  Wales  Lodge  No.  100 
A.F.  &  A.M.,  who  was  Worshipful  Master  at  that  time  in  1937.  Bro.  John 
Bourne  served  as  WM  in  1950. 
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He  received  his  14°  in  the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1952,  the  18°  in 
the  Vancouver  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1953,  and  served  as  Most  Wise 
Sovereign.  He  received  his  32°  in  the  British  Columbia  Consistory  in  1954. 
Bro.  Bourne  also  affiliated  with  Fraser  Valley  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1980  and 
was  an  Honorary  Member  of  Central  Alberta  Lodge  in  Lacombe,  Alberta  and  in 
the  Valleys  of  Regina,  Saskatchewan,  and  Barrie,  Ontario. 

He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  1973  and  was  crowned 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  at  Hamilton  on  September  13,  1975,  serving 
as  Deputy  for  British  Columbia  1976-1985. 

In  1988,  he  was  elected  and  installed  as  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and 
served  his  3-year  term  with  dedication  and  devotion. 

Bro.  Bourne  was  also  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  since  1958  and 
the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine-Scottish  Constitution  and  served  as  Most  Puissant 
Sovereign. 

A  memorial  service  was  held  in  St.  John’s  (Shaughnessy)  Anglican  Church  on 
October  27,  2000.

Active  Member  and  Past  Deputy  for  Ontario 


Bro.  Atchison  was  an  active  and  devoted  Mason 
and  a  kind  gentleman,  whose  standards  were  high. 
One  could  not  but  be  impressed  by  his  strength 
and  conviction  of  purpose  in  life,  and  loyalty  to 
the  teachings  of  Freemasonry  in  his  daily  living. 


The  news  of  the  sudden  demise  on  February  9, 
2001  of  Ill .'.  Bro .*. John  Durkee  Atchison,  33°, 
precipitated  shock  waves  to  reverberate  throughout 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  and  the  local  community. 
Bro.  Atchison  was  bom  in  Windsor,  Ontario  on 
November  24,  1928,  the  son  of  Russell  and  Agnes 
Atchison.  He  received  his  education  in  Windsor 
where  he  has  been  a  life-time  resident. 


He  commenced  his  business  career  in  1947,  when  he  joined  a  fuel  distribution 
company.  Bro.  Atchison  served  the  same  company  for  45  years  holding  the 
position  of  Vice-President  Sterling  Fuel,  Ultramar  Canada  Inc. 
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Bro.  Atchison  is  survived  by  two  daughters,  Valerie  Lynn  and  Vanessa  Lee,  also 
four  grandchildren,  all  residing  in  the  Windsor  area.  He  was  a  member  of 
Glenwood  United  Church  since  its  founding  some  37  years  ago.  He  had  a  keen 
interest  in  community  affairs,  and  held  membership  in  the  Windsor  Chamber  of 
Commerce  as  well  as  The  Windsor  Club. 

Bro.  Atchison  was  initiated,  passed,  and  raised  in  Rose  Lodge  No. 500  in  1956, 
and  served  as  WM  in  1966.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies 
of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  1970,  and  Grand 
Representative  to  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  in  1981.  He  was  a 
Royal  Arch  Mason,  having  served  as  First  Principal  of  Ark  Chapter  No.  80  in 
1981. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada  and  served  as  Most 
Puissant  Sovereign  of  St.  Conclave  No.  11  in  1989. 

He  received  the  14°  in  Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  his  18°  in  the  Windsor 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1960,  serving  as  MWS  in  1974.  In  1962,  he  received 
the  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory.  He  was  received  into  the  Royal  Order 
of  Scotland  in  1969.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in 
Peterborough,  Ontario  on  September  10,  1981,  and  crowned  Sovereign  Grand 
Inspector-General  in  Ottawa,  Ontario  on  September  16,  1989.  He  was  Past 
Deputy  for  Ontario.  In  September  2000,  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  The 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada. 

Bro.  Atchison  was  a  Mason  who  served  the  Craft  faithfully  and  well  in  all  the 
Masonic  bodies  in  which  he  devoted  his  whole  life.

The  funeral  and  committal  was  held  Monday,  February  12,  with  internment  at 
Victoria  Memorial  Gardens,  with  Rev.  Dr.  R.  J.  Roberts  officiating.

ILL  . BRO  .EDWIN  HARRISON  JANES,  33° 

On  Monday  September  25,  2000,  Freemasonry  lost 
one  of  its  very  highly  esteemed,  loyal,  and 
dedicated  brethren  when  Ill  Bro  \  Edwin  H.  Janes, 
33°,  was  called  to  eternal  rest.  Bro.  Ed,  as  he 
was  fondly  known  to  many,  had  been  in  failing 
health  for  several  years  and  passed  away 
peacefully  at  the  Health  Science  General  Hospital 
at  St.  John’s. 

Bro.  Janes  was  bom  January  10,  1922  at  Hants 
Harbour,  Newfoundland,  where  he  received  his 
elementary  and  high  school  education,  after  which 
he  joined  his  father's  business  of  P.  Janes  Limited, 
a  company  which  can  boast  of  having  Newfoundland's  first  ever  crab  processing 
plant. 

In  his  early  years  Bro.  Ed  played  an  active  part  in  community  and  civic  affairs, 
having  served  as  the  first  President  of  Hants  Harbour  Lions  Club  and  the 
communities  first  Mayor.

Ill /.Bro /.Frederick  McIntosh  Cass,  33°,  was  bom 
in  Chesterville,  Ontario  on  August  5,  1913.

Bro.  Cass  served  overseas  with  the  Stormont 
Dundas  and  Glengarry  Highlanders  during  WWII 
and  was  on  the  Headquarters  Staff  at  Canadian 
Military  Headquarters  in  London,  Paris,  Italy  and 
Northwestern  Europe,  demobilized  with  the  rank  of 
Major  and  since  January  1962  was  Honorary  Lt. 
Colonel. 


Bro.  Cass  was  a  Barrister  and  Solicitor  practising  at  Winchester  and  Chesterville, 
Ontario  since  1936.  He  was  Deputy  Magistrate  for  the  Counties  of  Stormont, 
Dundas,  and  Grenville  1950-55,  elected  a  member  of  The  Ontario  Legislature  in 
1955  and  1959,  appointed  Minister  of  Highways  1958,  Minister  of  Municipal 
Affairs  1961  and  Attorney  General  1962.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  Victoria  College  in  the  University  of  Toronto  1960,  Director  and  Past 
President  Ontario  Good  Roads  Association,  Past  President  Canadian  Club 
Morrisburg,  The  Rotary  Club  of  Chesterville,  and  The  100  Club  in  Winchester. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Bar  Association,  Royal  Canadian  Legion,  and 
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the  United  Church  of  Canada  at  Winchester.  Finally,  he  was  Speaker  of  the 
Ontario  Legislature  1968-1971. 

He  was  initiated  into  Henderson  Lodge  No.383,  January  29,  1937,  passed 
February  26,  1937,  and  raised  April  3,  1937.  He  served  as  the  WM  of 
Henderson  Lodge  and  was  appointed  Grand  Senior  Deacon  in  1959.  He  was 
elected  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  Eastern  District  in  1959.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  in  1969-71  and  1973.  He  received  his 
50-year  membership  in  1988. 

Bro.  Cass  was  made  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Kitchener  Chapter  in  Russell, 
Ontario,  on  May  6,  1938.  He  served  as  First  Principal  of  the  Chapter.  He 
joined  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  February  14,  1947,  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  February  23,  1948  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  Hamilton  on  May

ILL /.  BRO /.  FREDERIC  CHARLES  MORRISON,  33° 

Masonry  in  Nova  Scotia  lost  one  of  its  most 
dedicated  and  highly  respected  members  with  the 
death,  on  December  1,  2000,  of  Ill /.Bro /.Frederic 
Charles  Morrison,  33°.  Bro.  Morrison  was  well 
known  for  his  Masonic  activities  all  over  Canada, 
the  United  States  of  America  and  indeed  in  many 
other  parts  of  the  world. 

Bom  in  New  Waterford,  Nova  Scotia,  he  was  a 
resident  of  New  Glasgow  since  1946.  He  attended 
public  school  in  Cape  Breton  and  later  entered 
King’s  Collegiate  School  in  Windsor,  Nova  Scotia. 
He  graduated  from  Dalhousie  University  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  and  later  graduated  from  the  Nova  Scotia  Technical 
University  with  a  Bachelor  of  Engineering  degree. 

After  graduation,  he  worked  at  the  Dominion  Steel  Plant  in  Sydney  for  two  years 
later  transferring  to  the  head  office  in  Montreal.  In  1946  he  returned  to  Nova 
Scotia  and  was  the  representative  of  a  Montreal  Company  for  two  years.  He 
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then  left  the  company  and  formed  his  own  company  Fred  C.  Morrison  Limited, 
a  company  distributing  ball  bearings  and  power  transmissions  throughout  the 
Atlantic  Provinces.  He  was  President  of  Thorbum  Coal  Mine.  The  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia  presented  the  company  with  the  Environmental  Award  in  1983  as 
a  result  of  their  work.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Mining 
and  Metallurgy  and  Mining  Society  of  Nova  Scotia  and  was  presented  with  a 
Certificate  of  Merit  Award  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia  in  1987. 
He  became  a  Life  Member  of  the  Association  of  Professional  Engineers  in  1994. 

His  community  service  included  being  elected  Councillor,  Town  of  New 
Glasgow  in  1951,  serving  two  terms;  President  of  the  New  Glasgow  Music 
Festival,  receiving  the  distinguished  service  award  in  April  1988;  served  as 
president  of  the  Pictou  County  Community  Concert  Association;  President  of  the 
Nova  Scotia  Lung  Association;  Vice-President  of  the  Canadian  Lung  Association; 
served  on  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  Maritime  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Canada;  received  Certificate  of  Appreciation  from  the  Town  of  New 
Glasgow  for  his  voluntary  service  to  the  community  in  1985;  served  as  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  the  Aberdeen  Hospital;  member  of  the  Aberdeen  Hospital 
Foundation;  member  of  the  Royal  Nova  Scotia  Historical  Society;  member  of  the 
New  Glasgow  Rotary  Club  of  which  he  was  President  in  1956-57;  District 
Governor  for  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland,  in  1 966-67 
following  which  he  was  presented  with  the  Paul  Harris  Fellowship  Award  by  the 
New  Glasgow  Rotary  Club. 

Bro.  Morrison  was  active  in  all  branches  of  Masonry.  He  was  initiated  into  the 
fraternity  on  October  3,  1947  in  Euclid  Lodge  No. 92  of  New  Glasgow,  Nova 
Scotia.  In  1960  he  affiliated  with  Doric  Lodge  No.91  of  Trenton  Nova  Scotia 
and  went  on  to  serve  the  Lodge  as  WM  in  1964.  He  served  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Nova  Scotia  as  SGW  in  1965-66;  Deputy  Grand  Master  1966-67  and  as  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  in  1967-68  and  1968-69. 

In  York  Rite  Masonry,  Bro.  Morrison  was  a  member  of  Mount  Lebanon  Chapter 
No.  14,  Royal  Arch  Masons  where  he  served  as  High  Priest.  He  served  in  several 
positions  in  the  Grand  Chapter  and  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest  in  1962,  and 
again  in  1963.  A  member  of  Orient  Council  No.5  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  he 
served  as  Thrice  Puissant  Master  and  went  on  to  be  the  Supreme  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Council  of  Eastern  Jurisdiction  of  Canada.  He  was  a  member  of 
Malta  Preceptory  where  he  served  as  Presiding  Preceptor,  and  went  on  to  serve 
the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  as  Supreme  Grand  Master.  He  was  a 
member  and  past  Sovereign  of  Royal  Edward  Conclave  No.8,  Red  Cross  ol 
Constantine,  and  went  on  to  serve  as  the  Grand  Sovereign  of  the  Grand  Imperial 
Conclave  of  Canada.  He  was  a  member,  and  past  Prior,  of  the  Eastern  Canada 
Priory  No.  19,  Knights  of  the  York  Cross  of  Honour;  a  member  and  Past  High 
Priest  of  St.  Andrew’s  Tabernacle  No. 85,  Holy  Royal  Arch  Knight  Templar 
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Priests,  where  he  also  served  as  Grand  Superintendent  of  Eastern  Canada;  a 
member  of  the  Nova  Scotia  York  Rite  College  No.  132,  where  he  served  as 
Grand  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia.  He  was  a  member  of  Philae  Temple  AAONMS 
and  the  Nova  Scotia  Court  No.  155,  Royal  Order  of  Jesters.  He  was  the  recipient 
of  honours,  honorary  memberships  and  other  marks  of  distinction  far  too 
numerous  to  list. 

In  1952,  he  joined  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  later  joined  Keith  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1953,  and  the  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  in  1955.  He 
was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Calgary  on  September  17,  1971. 
He  became  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in  1967. 

In  1940,  Bro.  Morrison  married  the  former  Kathleen  Grant  of  New  Glasgow, 
who  predeceased  him.  Their  only  daughter,  Noreen,  survives  him.

The  brethren  of  the  Valley  of  Peterborough  lost  a 
good  friend  and  devoted  Mason  in  the  passing  of 
Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Malcolm  MacKenzie,  33°,  on  December 
5,  2000.  He  was  pre-deceased  by  his  wife 
Florence  Geraldine. 

Bro.  MacKenzie  was  bom  September  24,  1914  in 
Percy  Township,  of  Northumberland  County.  Mac 
received  his  Teacher’s  Certificate  in  1935,  and 
after  a  brief  time  as  an  educator  he  accepted  a 
position  with  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  in 
1937,  and  except  for  a  leave  of  absence  for  service 
in  the  Armed  Forces  during  WWII,  he  continued 
with  the  bank  until  his  retirement  in  1984. 

Bro.  MacKenzie  was  a  devoted  and  faithful  Mason,  active  and  highly  respected 
in  all  areas  of  our  fraternity.

His  Scottish  Rite  journey  began  on  February  28,  1972  as  a  member  of  the 
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Peterborough  Lodge  of  Perfection.  On  April  19,  1973  he  joined  the  Peterborough 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  on  May  12,  1973  he  received  his  32°  at  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  in  Hamilton.  He  was  TPGM  of  the  Peterborough  Lodge 
of  Perfection  in  1984  and  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General 
September  11,  1986  in  Charlottetown  Prince  Edward  Island. 

Beyond  the  Scottish  Rite,  Bro.  MacKenzie  was  active  in  many  concordant  areas 
of  Masonry.

No. 24  Peterborough,  and  a  member  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  Royal  Ark  Mariners

Ill /.Bro /.John  Pearson  Delf,  33°,  was  bom  in 
Saskatoon,  Saskatchewan  on  August  3,  1908  and 
passed  away  peacefully,  in  Vancouver,  on  January 
9,  2001,  in  his  93rd  year. 

Schooled  in  Medicine  Hat,  Alberta,  where  he 
began  a  lifelong  love  of  the  piano,  he  entered  the 
banking  business,  later  moving  to  Lethbridge,  and 
in  1925  became  involved  in  a  five  piece  orchestra 
called  the  Capitolians.  This  led  to  a  number  of 
early  radio  broadcasts,  not  only  of  the  orchestra  as 
a  whole,  but  also,  of  his  own  piano  solo  work. 
Supreme  Council  members,  who  cruised  down  the 
St.  Lawrence  River  in  1995,  after  the  Annual  Session  in  Kingston,  will  remember 
his  delightful  entertainment  of  passengers  with  his  keyboard  repertoire. 

As  a  young  man,  and  not  finding  banking  sufficiently  challenging,  he  became 
associated  with  Western  Grocers  Ltd.,  as  a  salesman,  and  later  with  Scott  Fruit 
Co.  as  credit  manager.  Eventually  locating  in  Calgary  as  general  purchasing 
manager.  He  met  his  wife  Mary  there  in  1934  and  they  were  married  in  April, 
1938.  A  devoted  husband  and  father  to  his  wife  and  four  sons,  he  was 
predeceased  by  Mary  in  1995,  and  his  son  Brian  last  year,  and  leaves  his  other 
three  sons,  Michael,  Gary,  and  Robert,  and  their  families,  and  nine 
grandchildren  and  four  great-grandchildren. 
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Moving  to  Vancouver  in  1948,  he  established  a  very  successful  wholesale 
import/export  business  that  required  extensive  world  travel,  often  with  the 
Vancouver  Board  of  Trade.  It  was  in  Japan  that  he  decided  to  learn  its  language. 
Taking  lessons  for  three  years,  he  became  fluent  enough  in  Japanese  to  secure 
a  taxi,  book  a  hotel  room,  and  order  meals  on  his  own. 

He  became  involved  with  Kiwanis,  where  he  became  Governor  in  1967,  and 
International  Vice-President  in  1978-79.  During  those  years,  when  he  combined 
his  business  travels  with  his  attraction  to  Kiwanis,  he  addressed  audiences 
throughout  North  America  and  the  Far  East,  and  was  instrumental  in  building 
Kiwanis  Clubs  in  such  cities  as  Tokyo,  Osaka,  Nagoya,  Hong  Kong,  Bangkok, 
Singapore,  Kuala  Lumpur,  Penang,  and  most  of  the  main  cities  in  the  Philippines, 
Taiwan  and  Korea. 

Bro.  Delf  began  his  Masonic  career  in  Vancouver's  old  Victory  Lodge  No. 94, 
where  he  was  initiated  on  May  31,  1950,  passed  to  the  Fellowcraft  Degree  on 
September  28,  and  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason  on  February 
22,  1951,  ultimately  becoming  WM  of  the  Lodge  in  1960-61.  Serving  his  Lodge 
with  distinction,  he  became  a  Life  Member  in  1976,  and  received  his  fifty-year 
jewel  from  its  successor,  Alliance  Lodge  No.  193,  on  August  14,  2000.  He 
served  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia  as  Grand  Pursuivant  in  1997,  even 
brushing  up  on  his  french  with  the  aid  of  a  tutor  to  represent  his  Grand  Master 
at  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  last  year.  Always 
the  gracious  host,  yet  an  unassuming  perfectionist,  he  rose  to  the  office  of  Most 
Puissant  Sovereign  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine  (S.C.),  was  a  member  of 
Royal  Arch,  as  well  as  a  Shrine  Mason  of  Gizeh  Temple  in  Vancouver,  a  long¬ 
time  Director  of  the  Vancouver  Masonic  Centre,  a  regular  attender  of  the  Pals 
Club  luncheon  group,  a  dedicated  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  where 
his  impassioned  and  riveting  eloquence  held  all  its  members  in  awe.  He  was 
coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  1993  and  accompanied  the  Deputy 
for  British  Columbia  on  his  many  travels  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

He  was  a  great  advocate  of  the  therapeutic  benefits  of  humour,  a  firm  believer 
that  laughter  is  the  best  medicine,  and  so  was  widely  sought  after  for  his  ever- 
ready  wit,  which  kept  one  and  all  in  stitches.  For  over  fifty  years  he  collected 
carefully  selected  jokes,  anecdotes  and  humourous  tid-bits  that  culminated  in  his 
publishing  six  anthologies  of  good  clean  humour  that  have  been  widely 
acclaimed  by  fellow  humourists,  raconteurs,  and  others.

His 
philosophy  regarding  good  humour  and  laughter  was  echoed  by  his  three  sons 
in  their  tributes  at  an  overflow  Memorial  Service,  Tuesday,  January  16  at  3:00, 
celebrating  his  life,  in  Shaughnessy  United  Church  in  Vancouver.  Pax 
Vobiscum,  Jack.

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ILL.  BRO.  HUGH  MATHESON  DUNLOP,  33° 

A  great  Mason  and  great  Masonic  leader  passed 
away  on  Wednesday,  January  17,  2001. 

1  .*.  Bro  Hugh  Matheson  Dunlop,  33°,  died  after  a 
brief  illness.  He  was  a  wonderful  advocate  of 
Masonry,  serving  as  Grand  Master  in  two  different 
bodies.  He  was  a  member  of  Sydenham  Lodge  in 
Dresden,  and  no  matter  what  heights  his  Masonic 
career  ascended,  he  was  first  and  foremost  a  Craft 
Mason.  Bro.  Dunlop  was  an  active  member  of 
more  Masonic  bodies  than  most  of  us  have  ever 
heard,  receiving  the  14°  on  April  6,  1957  in  the 
Chatham  Lodge  of  Perfection,  the  1 8°  on 
December  7,  1957  in  Kent  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix, 
and  the  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton,  on  November  9,  1962. 
He  was  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters 
of  Ontario,  and  Past  Grand  Sovereign  for  all  Canada.  He  was  coroneted  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General  September  19,  1976,  in  Regina.  He  was  highly 
placed  in  the  York  Rite  College  of  North  America  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
served  as  the  equivalent  of  DDGM  in  almost  every  other  body  to  which  he 
belonged.  Bro.  Dunlop  gave  generously  of  his  time,  talents  and  finances  to  all 
areas  of  Masonry.  Never  a  joiner,  he  was  a  true  leader.  He  never  pursued  titles 
and  position  for  any  reason  except  that  he  felt  he  had  something  to  contribute.

The  services  were  led  in  his  own  moving  and  memorable  version  of  the 
Funeral  Celebration  by  92  year  old  VWBro.  Austin  Forhsee,  who  joined  Masonry 
in  1945,  the  same  year  as  R.W.Bro.  Dunlop  and  the  many  years  of  brotherly  love 
were  evident.

The  Valley  of  Winnipeg  was  saddened  by  the  news 
of  the  death  of  one  of  our  most  beloved  brothers. 
Ill  Bro  Stanley  Millar,  33°,  on  Wednesday, 
January  24,  2001,  at  the  age  of  79  years.

Ill  .\Bro.\  James  Sutherland  Woods,  33°,  passed  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  above  in  Calgary  on  January  26, 
2001,  at  the  age  of  80  years,  with  his  family  at  his 
side.

The  Victoria  Masonic  community  was  saddened  on 
Saturday,  January  27,  2001,  to  learn  of  the  passing 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  above  of  our  beloved

Ill  .*.Bro.\  John  Charles  Gomall,  33°,  was  bom  in 
Victoria,  British  Columbia,  on  November  9,  1914, 
was  educated  there  and  served  overseas  during 
WWII.  On  his  return,  he  attended  the  University 
of  British  Columbia  on  his  veteran's  credits, 
graduating  in  electrical  engineering  in  1951.  He 
then  joined  the  regular  army  as  a  signal  officer, 
and  served  in  many  locations.  One  of  these  was 
the  famous  Camp  "X",  near  Oshawa,  Ontario. 
This  was  where  the  famous  Sir  William  Stevenson

and  decoding  in  Canada.  While  there,  he  was 
initiated  in  Temple  Lodge  No. 649  GRC,  on  May  19,  1953.

Bro.  Henderson  was  a  doer;  nothing  fazed  him.  He  enjoyed  being  involved  in 
a  variety  of  community  organizations.

He  always  had  a  great  love  for  his  church,  where  he  served,  along  with  ongoing 
support,  for  ten  years  as  Secretary  for  the  Diocese  of  Huron.  He  was  also  an 
active  member  of  the  Bishop’s  Men,  a  support  group  in  the  Diocese.  He  was 
always  interested  in  sports,  and  was  active  in  the  London  Curling  Club,  serving 
for  a  period  as  its  President.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Sunningdale  Golf  Club 
for  over  45  years,  and  in  his  later  years  he  enjoyed  special  privileges  and  honour 
as  a  Senator  of  the  club.  For  many  years  he  was  also  an  active  member  of  his 
Kiwanis  Club,  and  served  for  a  period  of  time  as  a  Trustee  on  his  local  school 
board. 

Bro.  Henderson  was  a  great  Mason,  who  gave  of  himself  unstintingly  for  the 
betterment  of  humankind.

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GENERAL  COMMENTS 

The  127th  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  will  ever  be  remembered  as 
one  that  was  overshadowed  by  the  events  of  September  11th  and  the  changes 
which  occurred  as  a  result  of  that  tragedy.  The  loss  of  life  and  serious  damage 
done  to  the  psyche  of  the  world  on  that  day  has  changed  forever  our  perception 
of  what  is  important  in  our  lives  and  what  our  Scottish  Rite  has  to  offer  to  our 
troubled  world.  The  lessons  learned  at  the  Scottish  Rite  have  universal  appeal 
to  the  man  who  looks  at  the  world  and  his  fellow  man  with  more  than  a  passing 
thought  for  the  here  and  now.  Our  relationship  with  our  God,  with  each  other, 
and  with  ourselves  transcends  the  here  and  now  and  requires  that  we  examine 
ourselves  more  closely.  The  events  of  September  1 1th  have  drawn  this  to  the 
attention  in  a  most  dramatic  fashion. 

Chairman  Edward  Peters  and  his  committee  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  fine 
manner  with  which  they  undertook  their  duties.  The  added  burden  resulting  from 
the  events  of  September  1 1th  were  handled  with  efficiency.  The  many  guests, 
candidates,  and  delegates  who  were  unable  to  attend  because  of  travel  difficulties 
reduced  the  number  of  people  in  attendance  and  this  created  a  problem  so  far  as 
costs  were  concerned.  We  had  the  full  cooperation  of  the  hotel  who  were  more 
than  willing  to  deal  with  the  situation  as  one  which  was  beyond  our  control. 
They  reduced  the  bill  to  cover  only  those  meals  that  were  served  and  for  this  we 
are  truly  grateful. 

The  Get  Acquainted  Night  set  the  tone  for  what  was  to  be  a  great  feeling  of 
fraternal  affection.  The  Vesper  Service  was  conducted  in  The  Cathedral  Church 
of  Saint  Paul  where  our  Grand  Prior,  once  again,  delivered  a  powerful  sermon 
and  called  all  of  us  to  a  rededication  of  ourselves  to  our  great  work  and  was 
followed  by  the  impressive  conferral  of  the  33°  on  our  class  of  candidates. 
There  were  so  many  memorable  events,  including  the  two  excellent  dinners  at 
the  Hotel  Hilton,  the  Foundation  Luncheon  at  the  London  Masonic  Temple,  the 
ladies  tour  and  luncheon  at  the  Sheraton  Four  Points  Convention  Centre  on 
Friday.  "Ye  Olde  Music  Hall"  on  Saturday  afternoon  ended  our  time  together 
on  a  high  note  and  made  these  Sessions  one  which  will  long  be  remembered  and 
cherished  by  those  fortunate  to  be  present. 

Perhaps  the  one  thing  which  stands  out  from  the  rest  was  the  "Think  Tank 
Session"  we  had  on  Friday  afternoon  when  our  planned  seminar  could  not  be 
held  since  the  presenter  was  unable  to  be  present  because  of  travel  restrictions. 
We  are  indebted  to  Ill /.Bros .  .Robert  McKibbon  and  Terence  Shand  for  leading 
us  in  this  venture  and  the  resulting  enthusiasm  which  it  engendered.  The  positive 
impact  of  that  afternoon  will  long  be  felt  in  this  Supreme  Council.  Thank  you 
brethren  for  all  that  you  did.  Scottish  Rite  and  this  Supreme  Council  are 
stronger  because  of  your  efforts. 
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
